THE SELECT COMMITTEE appointed to consider of the best mode 
of apportioning more equally the local Burthens collected in Ireland , 
and to provide for a general Survey and Valuation of that part of the 
United Kingdom ; and who were instructed to report their Observations 
and Opinions from time to time, with the Minutes of Evidence 

taken before them, to The House ; Have, pursuant to the 

Order of the House, considered the same accordingly, and agreed to 
the following REPORT : 



I N considering the Subject referred to them, Your Committee have not 
felt themselves called upon to enter into a prolonged examination of 
witnesses to prove the necessity of a new Survey and Valuation of Ireland. 
Such a measure has been recommended by former Committees, and its 
expediency admitted by the House. It has formed the subject of various 
petitions to Parliament, and has been looked to by the people of Ireland 
as a remedy for the inequalities of the present mode of apportioning the 
Taxation levied under the authority of Grand Juries and Vestries. The 
expediency of proceeding in this great National work, is apparent from 
a consideration of the. sums annually levied under the Presentment Laws. 
ByRe turns laid on the table of the House during the present session, it 
appears, that the amount of the grand jury taxes imposed in the last year, 
has exceeded £. 750,000 The obscurity and want of uniformity of the 
general system, as well as the inequality incidental to the mode of ap- 
portioning these local taxes, have been admitted by the Parliament of 
Ireland at remote periods. In some parts of Ireland, the assessment is 
made by the civil division of ploughlands, varying in size and value, but 
rated at an equal sum. In other cases, a division by townlands has been 
established, each townland contributing according to its assumed area, 
which bears no defined proportion to its actual contents. Gneeves, cartrons, 
tates, and other sub-denominations of land, are recognized in other parts 
of Ireland ; but, however the names may vary, the evil seems universally 
the same ; and the inequality* complained of in the middle of the last 

century

century by Sir William Petty, continues, without correction, to the pre- 
sent times. This subject has frequently occupied the attention of the 
legislature. A Select Committee, in the year 1815, after a minute in- 
vestigation, reported, “ that some mode should be taken to render 
“ Grand Jury Assessments more equal, by correcting the defects arising 
“ from apportioning the county rate according to old surveys, calculated 
“ on the measure of land formerly deemed profitable, and not compre- 
“ hending the great improvements which have subsequently taken place.” 
Extracts from the evidence taken before the Select Committee of 1815, 
will be found in the Appendix to the present Report. In the following 
year a second Report was presented to the House, stating, “ that the 
“ various modes of levying the Grand Jury Presentments, from the in- 
“ equality of their pressure, arising out of the distant periods of time, and 
“ unsettled state of the country where such arrangements were made, 
“ require immediate and complete alteration” In 1819, a Bill was 
introduced to provide for the Survey and Valuation of Ireland ; but the 
measure was not persevered in. During the present session, a vote 
°f £■> 5,000 was agreed to, for the purpose of a Trigonometrical Survey, 
and the House resolved, “ That it is expedient, for the purpose of 
“ apportioning more equally the local burthens of Ireland, to pro- 
“ vide for a general Survey and Valuation of that part of the United 
“ Kingdom.” The utility of the proposed measure, as well as the neces- 
sity of its immediate commencement, appear, on a review of the Records 
of Parliament, to be established beyond the possibility of doubt. 



Your Committee have considered it important to inquire into the pro- 
ceedings taken, both in the British empire and in foreign countries, in the 
execution of territorial surveys and valuations ; such an inquiry appearing 
likely to supply useful information on the subject referred to them by the 
House. One of the earliest as well as the most minute of these Surveys, is 
that transmitted to us under the name of the Domesday Book. This 
aheient record, like the other earliest Surveys, was not laid down as a map 
on paper, but as a catalogue or terrier of property. This inquest, pro- 
perly called “ the most important financial operation” of that period, was 
intended to contain a survey of “every hide of land in the kingdom. 
£t Commissioners were sent down into the counties, with .authority to 
“ impannel a jury in each hundred, from whose presentments and 
“ verdicts the necessary information might be obtained. They directed 
“ their inquiries to every important particular : the extent of each estate ; 
“ its division into arable land, pasture, meadow and wood ; the names of 
“ the owners, tenants and subtenants ; their condition, whether free or 
“ servile ; the nature and obligation of the tenures, and the estimated 
“ value.” The extraordinary precision and minute details of this ancient 
work have scarcely been surpassed in modern times; and the mode in which 
it was effected, appears to Your Committee not wholly inapplicable to 
the intended Survey of Ireland. 

The Survey of Forfeited Lands, made under the authority of Lord 
Strafford, in Ireland, is considered to have been executed in like manner 
as a terrier, though accompanied by outline maps. These original 
ddcurhents have unfortunately been destroyed. 

The most extensive and valuable Survey of Ireland was undertaken by 
Sir William Petty, under a commission dated December 11, 1654; it was

Survey was laid down with the chain, and with wonderful accuracy, con- 
sidering the period at which it was executed ; it consists of county maps, 
containing the boundaries of baronies and parishes, and of baronial maps 
on a scale of forty perches to the inch ; the latter distinguish the boun- 
daries of parishes and townlands; many of these maps have been destroyed 
by fire, but are replaced by copies taken from the originals deposited at the third Report Com- 
Royal Library at Paris. Of 1,430 maps, about 260 are of the baronies, Record in°ireknd C , 
and the remaining 1,170 of the parishes ; about 67 of the baronial maps reprinted App x (C.) 
are burned, with more or less injury, 130 are fully preserved, and two are 
Stated to be lost : Of the parochial maps, about 391 have suffered 
from fire, and about 780 have altogether escaped. These maps are 
deposited among the records in Birmingham Tower, and are evi- 
dence in courts of law as between the Crown and those deriving under 
it, as also between two persons both deriving title under the Crown.

The last official Survey of an extensive nature, made in Ireland, was that J. L. Foster, Esq,, 
of the Forfeited Lands, in the reign of William III. ; it is preserved in the . 
Vice-treasurer’s office, and comprises about 2,000,000 of Acres. App 



tn France , the great Territorial survey or cadastre, has been in progress 
for many years ; it was first suggested in 1763, and after an interval of 30 
years, during which no progress was made, it was renewed by a decree of the 
government of that day, and individuals of the highest scientific reputation, 

M.M. Lagrange, Laplace and Delambre, were consulted, with respect to 
the best mode of carrying into effect the intention of government. Sub- 
sequent events suspended any effectual operations in the French cadastre 
till the year 1802, when a school of topographical engineering was organized. 

The operations nowin progress were fully commenced in 1808. The prin- Lieut. Col.^Keane, 
ciple adopted, is the formation of a central commission, acting in conjunctiqn p ' 
with the local authorities ; the classification of lands, according to an 
ascertained value, is made by three resident proprietors of land in each 
district, selected by the municipal council, and by the chief officer pf 
revenue. “ In the course of thirteen years, one third only of each depart- Mr. Bald,. 

“ ment had been surveyed, having cost the state £. 120,000 per annum. Pr^s- 
u At the rate at which it is carried on, it may be computed as likely to 
“ require for its completion, a total sum of £.4,680,000 or an acreable 
“ charge of 8§ d." The delay of the work as well as the increase of 
expense, seem to have been the result of the minuteness of the survey, 
which extends to every distinct field; a. minuteness which, for many 
reasons, Your Committee consider both unnecessary and inexpedient to be 
sought for, in the proposed Survey of Ireland.

The practical subject referred to Your Committee may be considered 1 
as it relates, — § 1. To the Survey ; and § 2. To the Valuation. Each 
of these demands consideration, with the view of defining the duty to 
be done, and the means by which that duty is to be performed. 

1. The Surface of Ireland consists of about 12,000,000 Irish acres 
or nearly 20,000,000 acres in English measurement, divided into* 
4 provinces, 32 counties at large, 8 counties of cities, towns or other in- 
dependent local jurisdictions; 252 baronies, about 2,400 parishes; and 
a further civil subdivision, already alluded to in this Report, generally 
known as townlands, but bearing different names in the several counties 
m Ireland. These sub-denominations, which may be generally expressed 
by the word townland, are the ancient and recognised divisions of the 
country ; they form the basis of the Dozen Survey ; they have been long 
used in the apportionment and collection of county and parochial rate! 
The county Surveys executed in all cases, except two, are admitted to be 
useless as a basis for taxation, because the boundaries and area of the 
townlands have been . omitted ; and in the latest county Survey contem- 
plated, the Grand Jury acted upon a conviction that a Survey by town- 
lands was indispensable. It is obvious, that if a Baronial or even 
a Parochial Subdivision were alone to be effected, sufficient data would 
not be furnished for the apportionment of the local taxes ; and if, on the 
other hand, a Survey by Fields were to be undertaken, as in France and 
Havana, the expense of such a work would be augmented, and itscompletion 
postponed. A Survey by Townlands appears to Your Committee to be 
the rational medium between these two extremes ; sufficiently close for 
practical purposes, without aiming at any extreme minuteness of detail. 

. our Committee have closely examined this important branch of the sub- 
ject, and alter having placed, upon their Minutes, the evidence of those who 
from local knowledge and professional experience were qualified to form 
an opinion, they feel it their duty to express their decided conviction, that 
a Survey which did not include the boundaries and contents of Townlands, 
would be insufficient for the purposes of Valuation. Your Committee 
°P‘ mon t t,lat ’ cmdiT the counties of Ireland be furnished with 
a Map as perfect m its execution and as accurate in its details as the 
Ordnance Survey ot Great Britain, it would not answer for the purposes 
ot the Grand Jury taxation, unless a minute subdivision, namely, that of 
the separate Townlands, were superadded to the boundaries of counties 
and of parishes. w 

Your Committee conceive, that the difficulty of tracing and of surveying 
these boundaries of Townlands is not so considerable as might at first bf 
apprehended. ® ■

They have learned with satisfaction from Major Colby that “ the 

additional tune it would require would not be Very considerable, pro- 

“ vided 
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“ vided the boundaries were set out.” Mr. Griffith considers “ that 
“ there would not be any great difficulty in. ascertaining the boundary of 
“ the townlands.” Mr. Bald is of the same opinion. Mr. Edgeworth 
states, that it would not have added materially to the expense of the 
survey of Roscommon, executed by him and Mr. Griffith, if he had 
laid down these subdivisions ; and Mr. Aher, whose survey of Kilkenny 
actually includes the boundaries of Townlands, has informed Your Com- 
mittee, “ that these boundaries are les3 difficult to trace than those of 
“ parishes.” Had the result of their investigation been different, and had 
the possible delays and difficulties connected with the representation of 
these subdivisions appeared greater than they really are, Your Committee 
would not have felt themselves at liberty to abandon a principle essentially 
necessary for the success of the measure to which their attention has been 
directed. 

It has given Your Committee great satisfaction to think that the 
direction of the Survey can be undertaken by the Board of Ordnance ; 
they cannot conceive any other authority so well calculated to ensure the 
scientific accuracy and unity of principle which ought to distinguish a great 
National work. The high character of the officer who conducts the Tri- 
gonometrical survey of England, the advantages derivable from military 
organization, and the command of the best instruments, afford a sufficient 
security for the successful completion of the work. Your Committee feel 
a perfect confidence, that the Map, about to be furnished, will comprehend 
the local subdivisions, without which it would not answer the peculiar 
purposes of Valuation. Were the boundaries of Townlands to be omitted, 
the counties would be obliged to supply the deficiency by independent 
efforts ; and the experience of the past, with the state of too many of the 
existing local surveys, sufficiently prove, that it would be in vain to expect 
to obtain through the medium of the Grand Juries such separate maps as 
could be compared and combined for any useful national purpose; the 
expense of such double operation would also be considerably increased, 
and an inferior work would be produced at a sacrifice of time, convenience 
and economy. 

Your Committee fully agree in the opinion of Major Colby, that steps 
should be taken without delay to facilitate the tracing of the Townland 
boundaries, a measure which that officer conceives would reduce, by one 
half, the time required for this particular branch of the Survey. With 
this view, Y our Committee have already instructed their Chairman to bring 
in a Bill, which they trust may pass into a law during the present session, 
requiring the several Grand Juries to carry into effect the provisions of the 
49th Geo. 3, so far as respects the tables of Townlands and their acreable 
contents. They also conceive, that every other aid and facility should be 
afforded to the officers of the Ordnance, both by placing at their disposal 
an enlarged supply of improved instruments, and by giving them a free 
access to ail the existing public maps and records which bear upon the 
subject. The Down Survey, that of the Forfeited Lands, the county and 
baronial Maps, however imperfect in themselves, may be of some service. 
When the objects with which the intended Survey is undertaken are un- 
derstood Your Committee are convinced, that not only will all the local 
authorities in Ireland afford their zealous co-operation, but that many 
private individuals will, on public grounds, allow access to such maps and 
other documents, as can be of service in tracing the boundaries.

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In the Survey of Roscommon, the bishops and clergy afforded every 
facility in settling parochial boundaries ; Your Committee trust, that such 
aid will in the present instance be renewed, and assisted by the magistrate's 
and the police throughout Ireland. They are happy to learn, from the 
evidence, that so far from there being any reason to apprehend obstructions 
on the part of the Peasantry, a reliance may be placed on their good will 
and co-operation. It is however, important, that the nature and object of 
the proposed work should be thereby explained and understood ; when 
that explanation is given, there can be no doubt but that the proprietors 
and occupiers of land in Ireland, will feel that the completion of the Survey 
and Valuation is likely to conduce to the general good, and add to the value 
of property. 

Whilst Your Committee express their belief that the execution of the 
Survey cannot be placed in better hands than in those of the Ordnance 
officers, they cannot but add, that it is expedient to give much greater 
dispatch to this work, than what has occurred in the T rigonometrical survey 
of England. That great work, highly creditable as it is to the individuals 
by whom it is conducted, has already been 33 years, in progress, and 
yet it still wants one third part of its completion. It ought to be added 
however, that the operations of the Ordnance suffered interruption during 
the war. The Irish Survey is of the most urgent necessity, and no effort 
should be omitted to accelerate its completion. It may be observed 
that the Ordnance Survey of Ireland must, in the course of a few years, 
.have bean undertaken by that department, and that by hastening the 
period of its execution for the important purposes of the Irish Valuation, 
there .will be ultimately no greater expense borne by the public.. A limi- 
tation of the number of persons employed, appears a questionable policy 
on the principles of economy, as the directing staff must be maintained 
no less for the control of a limited,* than for the guidance of a more ex- 
tended operation. It is satisfactory to Your Committee to report, that 
the former Surveys carried on under Parliamentary authority, have 
established in Ireland a school of scientific topography. Whether it may 
be’ expedient that any of the respectable civil engineers of Ireland should 
be employed, under the authority of the Ordnance, it is altogether for 
that Board, in its discretion, to determine; but Your Committee perfectly 
agree with Major Colby, that a central and effectual control is indis- 
pensable to the successful termination of this undertaking. The best scale 
for effecting the intended Survey, appears to Your Committee that of six 
inches to the English mile ; this will afford sufficient means to the engineers 
to enter into all the detailed information requisite ; it is the scale on which 
the Ordnance survey of Kent was originally commenced. With respect 
to the engraving, it may be advisable to follow the same scale adopted 
in the British rpaps.- A protraction upon a double scale of 12 inches to 
the mile, for cities and great towns, where the valuation must necessarily 
be more minute, has been recommended, and appears desirable. The 
altitudes of the principal mountains should also be given, as well as the 
boundary of the uninclosed lands, whether bog, mountain, or rock The 
latter will correspond to the distinction traced on the Ordnance map, 
between cultivated lands, commons, and woods, r 

Your Committee have learned, that the hydrographical charts, now 
extant, of the coasts and harbours of Ireland, are inaccurate and un- 
satisfactory. Combined operations between the Admiralty and the Ord- 
nance, for the purpose of furnishing information so important to the public 
interests, have already been suggested, and Your Committee trust that 

the 
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the views of the Admiralty, contained in the Secretary’s letter of the Minutes of 
22d day of April, may be carried into effect. The soundings of the Evidence, p.35. 
harbour of Plymouth have been laid in with advantage, both with regard 
to economy and to dispatch, by making use of the points ascertained 
trigonometrically by the officers of the Ordnance. 

Your Committee are of opinion, that the new Survey should supersede 
all local topographical proceedings, whether under the authority of Grand 
Juries, or otherwise. It is evident that the Ordnance Survey will supply Mr. Edgeworth, 
all that can be required for county purposes. And however creditable to p< ,05 ‘ 
the artists who have executed them, are the maps of Roscommon, Long- 
ford, Mayo, Kilkenny and Dublin, yet most of the other county maps 
being laid, down upon a variety of scales with very imperfect instruments, 
and without pretension to scientific accuracy, it would be unwise to 
continue operations so liable to objection, as well as so expensive in their 
execution. 

With a view to the diminution of expense, Your Committee are inclined 
to think that the Bavarian system is not an ineligible one, by which indi- 
vidual proprietors of estates are allowed to subscribe for copies of those 
parts ot the map in which they feel interested. A Survey, on the scale of 
six inches to the mile, might be applied to various purposes of private 
utility, more especially when combined with a valuation, and with the 
statistical information included in the Population Returns. The latter 
documents contain the number of families, houses, the size and description 
of farms ; and, when accompanied by an accurate map and valuation, Your 
Committee are inclined to hope they may furnish individual proprietors, 
at a moderate price, whether inhabitants or absentees, with valuable in- 
formation respecting the condition of their estates, and the best means of 
improving them. 

2. With respect to the Valuation, Your Committee are not as yet 
in possession of sufficient evidence to enable them to form a detailed plan, 
or to do more than to suggest some leading general principles : they, 
however, regret this the less, because the Survey must necessarily take 
precedence, the basis of the Valuation being obviously the proposed 
maps of counties, baronies and parishes, divided into their respective 
townlands. Tracings of these skeleton maps may be furnished, as the 
fdling up of the triangulation proceeds. In effecting the Valuation, Your 
Committee conceive that three principles must be adhered to and com- 
bined. § 1. A fixed and uniform principle of Valuation applicable T. S. Rice, Esq. 
throughout the whole work, and enabling the Valuation not only of town- m ^G riffith 
lands, but that of counties, to be compared by one common measure. — * p . 49 . ’ 

§ 2. A central authority, under the appointment of government, for direc- J,L. Foster, Esq. 
tion and superintendence, and for the generalization of the returns made pp ‘ 33 * 3 ** 
in detail. § 3. Local assistance, regularly organized, furnishing information 
on the spot, and forming a check for the protection of private rights. In 
a future session it will be the subject of consideration, how far these 
principles are accurate, and in what manner it will be the pleasure of 
Parliament to carry them into effect. 

Your Committee are fully aware of the difficulty of the proposed 
Valuation, and how much consideration it will require in all its details. 

During the recess, they trust that the attention of the Irish government, of 
the magistracy, of grand juries, and of the proprietors of land, may be 
given to the question, and that early in the next session a Bill may be 
introduced, likely to meet the assent of the Legislature.

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In concluding this Report, Your Committee must again repeat their 
recommendation, that the work may he proceeded upon with as much 
dispatch as is consistent with accuracy of execution. It is not unworthy 
of remark, that all former Surveys of Ireland originated in forfeitures, and 
violent transfers of property; the present has for its object the relief 
which can be afforded to the proprietors and occupiers of land from 
unequal taxation. The general tranquillity of Europe, enables the State to 
devote the abilities and exertions of a most valuable corps of officers to an 
undertaking, which, though not unimportant in a military point of view 
recommends itself more directly as a civil measure. Your Committee 
trust that the Survey will he carried on with energy, as well as with skill 
and that it will, when completed, be creditable to the nation, and to the 
scientific acquirements of the present age. In that portion of the empire 
to which it more particularly applies, it cannot but be received as a proof 
of the disposition of the Legislature to adopt all measures calculated to 
advance the interests of Ireland.

Major Thomas Frederick Colby, 

Called in ; and Examined. 

W HAT is your situation ? — I am Captain in the corps of Engineers, and Major Major 
in the Army. T.F. Colby. 

Ha.ve you had occasion to turn your attention to the trigonometrical survey that v ^ “ 

is going on now ? — I have been employed on the trigonometrical survey twenty- ( March 22 ') 
three years. 

How long has that survey been in progress ? — It has been in progress since the 
year 1791 * 

How far is it completed? — With the exception of the east part of England and the 
northern part of the western coast, and western islands of Scotland, the whole of the 
trigonometrical survey is completed. 

How far is the filling up completed ? — About two-thirds of England and Wales 
have been surveyed. 

Does the trigonometrical survey extend beyond the natural geography ; does it 
comprehend any of the internal boundaries? — The trigonometrical survey itself does 
not comprehend the internal boundaries. 

Does the completion of it, in the published maps, comprehend any of the internal 
boundaries beyond the boundaries of counties? — Nothing beyond the boundaries of 
counties; the gentlemen of Lincolnshire have requested that the boundaries of the 
great divisions of that county may be surveyed ; which are now surveyed, and are in 
the map. 

You do not usually give any internal boundaries ? — We do not usually put in 
the hundreds and other divisions, except those of counties. 

In effecting a survey of. the boundaries of those great divisions of the county of 
Lincoln, how did the military surveyors proceed to ascertain them? — -From the 
persons in the county by local inquiry. 

Was it from local inquiry amongst private individuals? — Amongst private 
individuals. 

Has the map containing those boundaries of the great divisions been as yet published 
or made known to the county of Lincoln? — It is made known to the county. of 
Lincoln, but not yet published; it will be published in the course of the present year. 

Have you reason to believe that the boundaries of those great divisions of the 
county of Lincoln are laid down with accuracy? — I have no doubt, with the exception 
of a part in the parish of Misson, which is yet undecided, that the whole is laid down 
with every accuracy which could be obtained by local inquiry. 

Have you formed any calculation from the comparative area of the two countries, 
what time it might take to effect a survey of Ireland, upon the same principles with 
that of the ordnance survey, not containing any more minute subdivisions of land, and 
not proceeding to engraving? — I have calculated, that if every facility be given to the 
measure, it may be done in six or seven years. 

To what facilities do you allude ? — Every pecuniary facility with regard to the 
appointment of individuals. * 

How many square miles would you reckon, on being able to complete within 
a year, supposing every possible facility was given? — Within the first year, probably,

penence and number of persons employed. 

Have you at all considered what additional labour would have been imposed upon 
the surveyors of England, had they been required to take in the boundaries’ of 
parishes, in addition to the natural geography of the counties ? — It would have re 
quired a considerable time, from the difficulty of ascertaining those boundaries as 
well as the tune occupied in surveying of them. ' 

Do you think there would have been much greater difficulty in ascertaining the 
local boundaries, than there has been In ascertaining the great divisions of the countv 
of Lincoln r— I should think there would be much greater difficulty, because the 
boundaries ot the great divisions are commonly known from different circumstances 

Have you reason to apprehend, that the parochial boundaries are more obscure?— 
I should apprehend they are more obscure, from such frequent ^reference not being 
required ; with regard to the parish of Misson, there is a doubt whether a part of it 
is in the county of Nottingham or Lincoln ; the conveyancers, I understand in 
J, and 111 P” 1 of *at district, state « in the counties of Nottingham or 

ihe difficulty then, is not so much as to the boundary of the parish, as it is with 
legal d to which county the parish is in ? — 1 apprehend it is more with respect to the 
county boundary than the parish. 1 

Have you any notion at all, how much would be the additional labour that would 
be connected With giving tile parochial divisions ?— It would he impossible to state 
that with any degree of accuracy, because we are not aware of the extent of the 
parishes , there arc about 10,000 parishes in England and Wales ; probably the 
boundaries might be estimated at about ten or fifteen linear miles ; and the only 
estimate that we could make, would be about six mites per diem of linear boundary 
lor each day s surveying. J

Would the scale of six inches to the mile be sufficiently large to represent distinct 

divisions 
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divisions of land, varying in size from fifty to three or four hundred acres ? 

I should think it would represent those divisions very completely. 

Will you show the Committee a specimen of a map at six inches to the mile? 

[The witness produced a Map of part of Kent, and it was inspected by the Committee .] 

In making the ordnance survey, what steps did you take to ascertain the countv 
boundaries? — We took no other steps than directing the surveyors to make every 
local inquiry which they were able to make on the spot. 

They were not put into any communication with the local authorities, with the 
Lord Lieutenants, or any other local authority ?— They were not put into commu- 
nication with the local authorities ; but the engraved maps previously to their com- 
pletion, have been sent to the Lord Lieutenant of the county, and to the members 
who represent the counties, with a desire that they will point out any errors. 

Have any such errors been pointed out?— Some; principally with respect to the 
orthography of names. 

Supposing that it had been in the contemplation of the ordnance to have united 
with the ordnance survey the parochial divisions, has it ever occurred to you to 
consider how that could best be effected ; by what local communications you could 
have ascertained the boundaries ? — I apprehend that the only mode in which we 
could have done it at a moderate expense, would have been to have requested an 
Act of the Legislature, in the first instance, to compel the inhabitants to put some 
additional marks, in the country, upon the bounds of the parishes, so that the 
surveyors might only have to survey lines, as they would roads and the boundaries 
of commons ; because the time it would require to find out the boundaries would 
be more than double the time that would be required for the actual survey of the 
lines themselves. 

In your ordnance survey did you take the altitudes of the mountains?— We took 
the altitudes of all the mountains which are used as trigonometrical stations, and 
also of all other remarkable mountains fixed as points in the course of the survey. 

In effecting your survey do you take any notice of the geology of the country? 

We do not. 

Do you conceive it would be productive of much difficulty and inconvenience if 
such a survey as that were to be connected with your ordnance survey? — I should 
apprehend that it would be more convenient for the geological survey to follow the 
survey of the country, than to be connected with it in the first instance. 

In the ordnance survey do you distinguish the ditferent descriptions of roads, the 
turnpike roads and the public roads, from the parochial and private roads? — The 
turnpike roads are marked in the engraved maps with a thick line, they are also 
engraved somewhat wider. 

Combining with the ordnance survey, as it lias been effected in England, the 
actual contents of the land, would it add very much to the labour if a return were to 
be required of the appropriation of the land, whether in tillage or pasture, or bog, 
whether profitable or unprofitable? — The only division which is at present made in 
the ordnance survey, is between common land, wood land, and cultivated land. 
There is no division between corn land and pasture land at present, but it would 
add considerably to the labour if there was a necessity to distinguish them. 

Is not such a division contained in that map upon the scale of six inches to tire 
■mile ? — It is. 

Have the ordnance taken any proceedihgs with a view to the trigonometrical 
survey of Ireland ? — The Duke of Wellington has directed persons to be trained for 
that survey ; twenty persons. 

Have you done any thing with regard to the extension of the triangulaticm to 
Ireland? — We have observed stations on the coast of Ireland, from the coast of 
Scotland, and from the western islands. 

You have stated that your first object would be to train a certain number of indi- 
viduals who would be competent to undertake this work; how much time do you 
conceive would be required for those preliminary steps? — The time required would 
vary according to the capacities of the individuals, and also according to the parts 
of the work they were to undertake ; for mere linear surveying, we should be able 
to train persons in six or seven months ; those persons must be under the direction of 
confidential people, who would have a higher degree of information ; who would 
see that the work was properly performed ; and to train a sufficient number of persons 
possessing that higher degree of information, I apprehend it would be necessary to 
defer the commencement of the work till the summer of 1825.

(March 22.) j n t | ie j n t e rval which must occur between the present time, and your having got 
a sufficient number of persons trained for the work, do you think any steps could be 
taken in Ireland, that would facilitate the future progress of the survey? — The step 
that would most facilitate the future progress of the survey, w'ould be to have the 
boundaries of the town lands pointed out, either by stones or ditches, or some 
marks which the persons who surveyed might observe upon the ground. 

Are you acquainted at all with the present state of the Down survey of Ireland ? 

I am not at all acquainted with it. 

If those marks of the boundaries were put, it would be of great importance to 
you? — It would save half the time in measuring those boundaries. 

Are you acquainted with the survey which is at present going on in the territory of 
Bavaria?— I have heard some remarks respecting it; lam not acquainted personally 
with the survey. 

Are you aware of the mode which they have adopted in Bavaria for lightening the 
expense to the state, by giving the command of certain portions of the survey to in- 
dividuals who might require it for their private purposes ? — I have heard that indi- 
viduals are allowed to have their estates surveyed at a certain rate, and that the plans 
being afterwards lithographed, they are allowed to have copies for themselves. 

Have you at all considered how a general Valuation of Ireland could be combined 
with your survey ? — I do not apprehend that the officers of engineers can interfere 
with any thing but the admeasurement of the surface. 

For the purpose of carrying this survey on, and effecting it with as much expedition 
as possible, would it be desirable, that your department should add to their present 
stock of instruments r — We would require a considerable number of instruments in 
addition to those we have at present; there is an instrument belonging to Mr. Trough- 
ton, of two feet in diameter, which Mr. Troughton has undertaken to redivide, winch 
is well adapted for the purposes of trigonometrical survey. 

What is the system of remuneration which is adopted with regard to the ordnance 
survey in England ?— The officers of engineers are allowed pay equal to their sub- 
sistence, in addition to the pay which they w'ould receive, if they were employed at 
a home station. 

They have double pay ?— They receive half-pay in addition to their subsistence 
when employed at a home station, and pay equal to their subsistence in addition to 
that home station pay, when they are employed on surveys. This rate was formerly 
fixed by the warrants for the corps. J 

Arc they not paid so much a square mile ?— Not the officers. 

How are the surveyors paid ? — They are paid a small retaining salary, and the 
rejnainder of thqir pay is by the square mile. 

Do you conceive that there are any inconveniences connected with that mode of 
paying by the square mile ?— The dependence of the surveyors in England, I think, has 
been rather too much upon the square mile ; in Ireland, perhaps, it would be better 
to have a less dependence on quantity, and a higher salary. I would propose, that the 
plans should he examined before any payment is made to the surveyors, and that the 
payment should be regulated by the quantity and the quality of the work. 

The payment of a considerable proportion of the emoluments of the surveyors by 
the square mile, may be supposed to hate some tendency to produce a careless mode 
of executing the work; has it ever been found so?— Jt has been found so, in some 
mstances. 

Should you propose in your admeasurement doth of area and of length to 
adopt the English or the Irish measurements ? — I should propose to adopt the English 
measurements. ^

Lieutenant Colonel Richard Keane, called in ; and Examined. 

HAVE you turned your attention to the subject of the new survey and valuation 
of Ireland? — For some years I have. 

What are the observations which have occurred to you, upon that subject? — The Lieut. Col. 
first thing that I should beg leave to call the attention of the Committee to, would Richard. Keane. 

be the details of the mode of the survey ; but that having been given in evidence v " • 

by Major Colby, I should presume there would be no necessity for my entering (March 2y.) 
into the details of the trigonometrical survey, further than mentioning the triangu- 
lation, and following it up by mentioning how the valuation may be connected with 
it. Taking it for granted that those details have been laid before the Committee, 

I should then say — those may be called the primary operations of the survey, 
and a great variety of minute scientific considerations are essential to their ac- 
curacy : while the primary considerations are thus in forwardness, those of a 
secondary and subordinate nature may be also in progress. The assistants will be 
engaged with instruments of inferior size and accuracy, in determining the position 
of all the principal objects, such as churches, towers, &c. which may be found 
within the principal triangles; and as the sides of the large triangles form the basis 
for those operations, it is impossible that any error of importance can arise (as 
would inevitably be the case in extensive operations carried on with small instruments) 
without its being immediately detected. The business of the assistants now becomes 
extremely simple, as they are enabled to lay down the roads, &c. with perfect 
accuracy from the numerous points, the situations of which have been previously 
ascertained. On the completion of each parish map, according to N° 1 and 2, the 
department employed to value the land may proceed thus. The whole may be in 
motion in regular succession ; and were the plan carried on with requisite spirit and 
freedom, an accurate knowledge of the country, and of its genuine resources, mioht 
be speedily obtained, according to the table that I expect to have the honour to lay 
before the Committee. 

You spoke of the valuation being commenced after the survey is completed ; does 
it occur to you that a portion of the boundaries might be marked out, and a valua- 
tion might be made during the time that the survey is going on, or before that? — 

I mean that each should go on in regular succession; the valuators will proceed to 
the valuation, with maps N 0 ‘ 1 and 2, in their hands. 

But till N 0 ’ 1 and 2 are in their hands, you think the valuation cannot be made? 

— N° 1 contains the survey of each proprietorship, and N° 2, every parish thrown 
into absolute fields, on such a scale as will be laid before the Committee. 

On what scale do you propose that the survey containing the fields should be 
described? — I should suppose about an inch to 40 perches. 

How much will that be to a mile? — It comes very nearly to about the scale of the 
property surveys in this country. 

Are you aware on what scale the ordinary property surveys are drawn? — I believe 
about 40 perches to an inch. I should think it would require a scale of that size.' 

Do you recommend that there should be three separate scales effected; you have 
described three processes, do you intend there should be surveys executed for each? 

— -Certainly; one follows the other: one is the trigonometrical survey, the other is 
the n#t work ; and in the third place the division of those properties into fields. 

Then on what scale do you propose the last part to be effected ?— Not being ac- 
customed to mix French measures with British measures, lam not exactly at once 
prepared to say. ■ ’ 

What would be the French measure ? — Four centimetres to one hundred metres. 

Can you give the Committee any information with regard to the proceedings 
which have taken place in France, with respect to the cadastre, or land valuation? — 

Yes; I have known something of it for the last two years. 

Will you have the goodness to state to the Committee; what you know of it — 

The French cadastre, which is composed of the acreage partition, and of the correct 
' 445 - C delineation 
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delineation of each proprietorship, has been organized by the establishment of a 
school of geopraohv, and the creation of a central and general agency of contribu- 
tions. This agency, known under the name of the Bureau, for the direction of the 
direct contributions, is placed under the immediate authority of the minister of 
finance, and consists of a director, an inspector, and a comptroller, and about sixty 
members, who are charged with the surveillance of the department employed in 
taking the acreage, and in uniting uniformity of principles by communication with 
the best informed, and by a coincidence of ideas which has in particular contributed 
to the perfect success of these operations. The valuation of the lands is confided 
to the municipal council, which is composed of the mayor and his assistants, and of 
twelve persons, selected from amongst thirty of the most intelligent persons residing 
within the commune ; and the distribution of the lands, according to their qualities 8 
by the resident proprietors of each commune (three in number) who are selected by 
the municipal council, and who are assisted by the comptroller of the direct contri- 
butions. In this same way errors are rectified which may have occurred in measuring 
tlie boundaries of proprietorships, on the complaint to this effect of any proprietor 
being addressed to the preffit. La contribution fonciere is calculated on an uniform 
principle, and is of a certain variable number of additional centimes.. It is to be 
understood by additional centimes, a small sum levied (over the contributions exacted 
by the government) to cover the expenses of the communes ; for example, to pay 
the servants of the communes, the gardes champ£tres, and. for the hire of an office 
bureau de ponts de chauss^es: the proportions of tax to territorial income is 
generally from one-ninth to one-tenth. The subdivisions have always been classed 
on the land by the aid of an atlas of registry, presenting on different leaves, a copy 
of. the plan of each estate belonging to the section, and containing, 1st. The name of 
the proprietor; 2nd. Number of the plan ; 3rd; Name of the canton ; 4th. Ditto 
of the communes ; 5th. Name of the place ; 6th. The nature and the capability of 
each parcel of land. The number of classes throughout France have been limited 
to five, from the nature of the culture. There are consequently five classes of meadow 
and pasture, and five of arable land : that is as far as my information, goes, without 
reference to the maps; they are executed lithographically, and on the smallest scale 
for departmental maps that was ever seen,, without the least confusion, and done in 
the most perfect manner possible. 

Is the cadastre finished ?— No ; they are only in progress ; so far as it goes to the 
different cantons and communes, all that part has been finished ; but the mans 
are not. 1 



Was it not begun in the year 1790?— 1796 was the first, but that was deserted, 
and a new one was adopted. 

What was the new one adopted? — I am not certain, but it was under an order 
much later than that in 1796 : there was an order of the Directory for the establish- 
ment of it in the first instance, and then the Emperor corrected that, and was not 
pleased with the manner it was going on. 

Do you know what it has cost ?— I know pretty well what the people who- are 
engaged in the mapping receive; but it is impossible to say what it costs, because in 
each qommune there is a bureau des pont 9 et des chaussees,. which consists of four or 
five civil engineers, and they have four or five assistants, who are obliged to work 
seven years for nothing, before they are allowed, to produce then - work. 

Not in each commune -No ; they are disposable for each arondissement. 

What has been. the expense of the mapping?— Two millions of francs. 

You mean the engraving and. the writing?— I mean the lithographic completion of 
those maps in the same way as they are engraved here. 

- That is independent of the expense of making the survey ?— All. the minor details 
of the. survey are done in the communes, in the cantons, and in the departments.; 
there is a constant work going on„ for of course property alters, ,and as each proprie- 
torship -alters,. a new map is made of it. 

Does that expense include the taking, of impressions ?— Till it comes to a finished 
map all is drawing. 

On what scale are those, maps o£ the French cadastre taken ’—Four centimetres 
for one hundred, metres. 

What is the size of the smallest subdivision of land which is laid down The 
gardens of the different proprietors, which may.come to about half an hecatometre. 

Are^ jou acquainted with the local circumstances of a considerable part of 
] reland r — Yes ; I have been in every part of Ireland. 

Have you been able at* all t <5 make- any observations upon, the comparative 

difficulty- 
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difficulty or facility of effecting a survey of Ireland, as compared with the Ordnance Lieut. Cm. 
survey of England ; — The Ordnance survey of England does not comprise the minor Bichard Keme. 

divisions of land. ^ ' 

Supposing the principles of the survey to be exactly the same in both countries, (March *9.) 
would it be either more easy or more difficult to complete a survey of Ireland, than to 
complete a survey of Great Britain? — I look upon it, that Ireland is the easiest 
country in the world to survey, because you have so many rivers and eminences 
which mark the country ; perhaps you have not so many churches as there are in 
England, but you have as many points. 

Do you conceive that the climate of Ireland would present any difficulty ?— It 
certainly would not give the same facilities as the climate of England. 

Would the out of doors work be limited, in your opinion, by the climate?— 

Certainly. 

Have you considered at all what time the completion of the survey, upon the 
principles of the Ordnance survey, would take ? —I am very certain that the survey of 
Ireland cannot be completed, so as to render it beneficial to the country, that is to go 
into the minor subdivisions of land, in less than ten years. 

What disposable force do you assume ? — The primary triangulation will require, 
at the least, four years; 100 engineers will be necessary to complete the net work 
and the minor subdivisions, for which I calculate a space of 10 years. 

How much work could be executed, how many square miles, by 1 uo engineers ? — 

I would allow that each engineer shall lay down 100 acres a-day ; that is as much as 
he can do ; and in that way I would allow him 200 working days per year, which i9 
more than he would get ; that would be 20,000 acres for each engineer in a year. 

From your knowledge and acquaintance with the people of Ireland, do you think 
there would be, upon their part, a desire to forward it, or would they obstructit, from 
any feelings of jealousy? — I think they would hail any thing that would alter the 
present system of things. 

Are you aware, from your own knowledge, whether there is any complaint on the 
part of the peasantry of the country, of the present system of local taxation ? — 

I should certainly think there must be, in almost every quarter, particularly with 
respect to the grand jury taxation. 

Has there been any anxiety, to your knowledge, expressed with regard to a re- 
survey and valuation that should correct the inequalities of the present system? — 

I believe, on the table of the House of Commons, last year, there were a great 
many petitions presented on this very subject of a revision of the measurement. 

Do you know, of your own knowledge, any striking instances of the tax being 
levied upon’a much larger amount of acres than are held by any persons ; or of other 
persons being exempted? — I knew an instance of a gentleman who paid, upon a par- 
ticular occasion, at the rate of io$. being 5 s. per acre, at each of the two assessments 
within the year, while a ploughland in the same barony, which was land of dearly 
equal quality, paid but 1 d. an acre at each assessment. 

Do you conceive, that for the purposes of grand jury assessment, and for the 
assessment of tithes, it is necessary to adhere to the present subdivision of land into 
townlands or ploughlands ? — I am positive, that so long as you retaih either the one 
or the other, you will involve yourself in inextricable confusion. 

What system would you propose to substitute ? — Measures by the’ acre, the abso- 
lute superficies by the acre. 

What subdivisions would you propose ? — The baronial and the parish boundaries ; 
and then I would survey every one of the parishes into absolute acres ; but your tithe 
system now hinges upon the acreable system, not upon the ploughland or town- 
laud system ; nothing hinges upon that, but the grand jury assessment and the 
parish cess. 

Those are the only two things which depend upon this demarkation of town- 
lands ? — Yes. 

Do you conceive townland and ploughland to be synonimous for local pur- 
poses? — In most of the counties that I am acquainted with, they are much tire 
same thing. 

What counties do you allude to? — I allude to Cork, Waterford and Kilkenny. 

Are the subdivisions of those counties by ploughlands or by townlands, dr are the 
words used syrronimously ?— -The subdivisions in the county of Cork are plough- 
lands ; the subdivisions in the county of Waterford are ploughlands ; and in 
Kilkenny they are townlands. 

In the counties of Cork and Waterford, are aR ploughlands taxed equally; does 
C 2 one 
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one ploughland bear the same proportion of the local burthens as another?— So far 
as the treasurer’s warrant goes ; the treasurer’s warrant is issued for so many town- 
lands within the barony, and each of them pays a certain sum. 

Do you conceive, that where the division is in townlands, there is not a subdivision 
of acres, and that a townland consisting of 200 acres docs not pay less than a town- 
land consisting of 400 acres ? — Certainly not. 

If you had only baronial boundaries surveyed, how would it be possible to effect 
the repartition of the county cesses amongst the different proprietors ? — I would 
include the parish boundaries as well, and the minor distributions before mentioned 

. Assuming the parochial boundary to be the lowest subdivision, how would you 
divide the amount of the parochial charge amongst the different individuals of that 
parish ? — As I said before, I was not prepared to’ go into the subject of valuation * 
but if you have made it answer for the tithe system, why not make it answer for the 
others. 

Making the parochial division the minimum?— Yes; and including the other sub- 
denominations. 

Does not your system go to the survey of each individual field ?— Certainly • 
my system, if followed, would go to the valuation of every single field within each 
parish. 

The question refers to the survey ; you would survey each individual field ? — Yes. 

May not every man alter the boundaries of his field ; every man who has property 
may alter it, and throw four fields into one ?— /There should be a law, as there is iu 
every country where there is a good system, to oblige them to serve a notice upon the 
bureau. ^ 

You would then have a separate bureau in each parish?— You must have a fit 
person in each parish, to transmit the notice of alteration to the office of registry in 
each county. 6 J

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hand another barony (the barony of Small County) appears upon the county books 
to contain, and is chargeable with 22,737 acres, and the actual contents by the same , 
survey to which I have before alluded, amount to 22,705 acres, consequently whilst 
the number of acres in the one barony chargeable with cess, scarcely amount to 
more than one half of the actual contents, in the other, the number of acres which 
are chargeable exceed the number of acres contained in the survey to which I have 
alluded. ° According to the scale in the county book, the treasurer applots the sum 
■with which the baronies are respectively chargeable, and he issues a warrant to 
the hi»h constable or collector of each of those baronies, for the collection of the 
portion of the county taxation which is ascertained by that scale. Each of the 
collectors has a table, containing a list of the parishes in his barony, subdivided 
again into a number of townlands in each of those parishes ; and the contents of 
each townland is stated in reduced or computed acres. 

What do you mean by reduced acres?— I mean by reduced acres the number of 
acres with which each of those townlands or parishes appear to be chargeable in 
the county book. The term reduced is used in opposition to the actual contents, 
and in most comities is infinitely less than the actual contents, though in some 
instances, the number of acres with which specific townlands are chargeable, may 
exceed the actual contents. The high constable applies to any individual whom 
he may prefer upon each townland, and states to him that, according to the terms 
of the treasurer's warrant, such townland is assessable with so much money , he 
gives to the individual to whom he has so applied an authority to raise and collect 
the sum, or in default such individual is bound to pay it himself. In most instances, 
the high constable inquires no further; the actual levy is made by an inhabitant of 
the townland, who receives for such duty no remuneration whatever, whilst the 
individual or collector who is paid by the public, does not in fact discharge the 
troublesome duty of collector. The person who does collect is very frequently 
wholly irresponsible; he is not a public accountant, nor is there any mode by which 
it can be ascertained that he has only collected the sum which fairly and justly 
would be leviable upon that particular denomination of land in that county. 

Is he ever in any case responsible? — He is so far responsible, that in the default 
of. his paying over to the high constable the amount of money with which he is * 
charged, he may then be forced to pay it himself; but as to any responsibility in case 
he should collect more than the sum which he is entitled to do, into that the high 
constable has no means of inquiring; nor is there any easy remedy to an occupier 
of land ; he even finds it difficult to ascertain the amount with which he is charge- 
able: besides this, these irresponsible collectors exercise a severe power of distress — 
driving to the pound, and charging, too frequently, extra and illegal fees; and in many 
instances I have known breaches of the peace, and a general disposition to resist the 
law, as consequences of this system ot collecting the county taxes. 

Have you known any instances which show the practicability of screening some 
individuals from payment, when a greater payment is asked from others?— In all 
cases where the number of acres in the county book are less than the number of 
acres actually contained in the land, it is perfectly clear, that the individual who 
collects may very frequently charge the taxes upon such portion of the land as he 
shall think fit, leaving the other portions altogether free from taxation. 

In the comparative instance which you have given, where in Upper Connolloe 
53,000 acres were taxable in the books, and 90,000 acres were the gross amount of 
acres, does not the system which you have explained leave the amount of 40,000 
acres' subject to the partiality of the individual assessing r— It certainly does; and 
until the year 1816, the individuals ' inhabiting townlands were in many instances 
•kept in total ignorance as to the number of acres for which even the townland itself 
was liable. At that period, acting under the statute of 49 Geo - 3 , c. 84. s. 23, the 
grand jury of the county of Limerick made a table of applotment for several of 
the baronies, which set forth the number of acres with which each townland is 
rateable. This has prevented the abuse with regard to townlands, but the abuse 
still exists with regard to the re-partition and applotment of tlw : sum levied upon 
each individual townland; as, for instance, there is a townland in the parish ot 
Killmoylan, which contains in fact 4,000 acres, which is not rated at so many 
hundreds; it is clear that the re-partition of the tax in such a case is liable to all 
the abuses to which the question has pointed my attention. 

Can you suggest any remedy for the abuse to which you have just now referred 
and explained?— There is no remedy, except through the means of a new survey 
and valuation. „

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Upon what principle do you think the valuation of Ireland ought to proceed? — 
I conceive that it is essential to the success of such valuation, both with reference to 
local purposes and to general statistical science, that the principle adopted for the 
valuation should be uniform in all parts of the country ; that the scale of value 
applied to a northern county should be the same scale of value applied to a southern 
county, and that we should not have to complain of the anomalies which often exist 
in other territorial assessments, where a half rate is taken in one part of the country, 
and a rate upon the rack-rent is taken in anpther. In order to ensure this unifor- 
mity, as well as to prevent abuses arising from local interest or local prejudice, 
1 conceive that there should be a commissioner or commissioners employed by 
Government, to co-operate with the local valuers in the several counties, baronies and 
parishes. Such officer or officers should exercise a regulated power of direction and 
control ; and further, in order to insure an uniformity of assessment, I conceive that 
in taking his valuation, he ought not to refer to the market prices of the day so much- 
as to a fixed scale of value of all the articles of produce. Without such precaution, 
supposing the valuation to be six years in progress, it is clear that a valuation so 
made would vary directly with the fluctuating prices of the period of time to which- 
I have alluded; whereas, if for purposes of the valuation, the different prices of 
wheat, barley, oats, butter and other produce, were assumed as the scale, and the 
quantity of produce were to be looked to as the mode of reaching the value, by 
comparing the fixed scale with any subseqnent fluctuations df price, the value of the 
day might always be, found. By. those means, the valuation would not only apply to 
the local purposes for which it is directly intended, but it would afford at all times 
a mode 1 of ascertaining the territorial resources of the country.

IN THE CHAIR. 



Major Thomas Frederick Colby again called in ; and Examined, as follows : 

WHEN you were last examined with regard to the time that the proposed Survey 
would take, did you give your answers under the supposition, that the labours of the 
ordnance were to continue in Great Britain during the survey in Ireland, or that the 
whole df the ordnance force was to be transferred into Ireland?— Under the suppo- 
sition that the survey of Great Britain was to continue. 

If the survey of Great Britain was to be suspended, so as to place at your 
disposition the entire of the engineering force, in what time could your operations' 
be carried into effect ?— I do not apprehend that would make any essential difference 
in. the survey of Ireland. 

Have the goodness to explain to the Committee why, if the force under your 
command was to be augmented, the time in which the survey could 1 be effected 
might not be proportionally diminished ? — I estimate the time that- Would be necessary 
for training persons for that survey, when the real exigencies of that survey be’coriYe 
known. 

. Do you not think the survey could be executed in a shorter time, if instead of 
training engineers, you could employ those that were already experienced ?— No 
doubt it could be carried into effect much sooner; but those persons are not existing 
at present. 

If the operations of the ordnance in Great Britain were suspended, placing, those 
persons at your command, would you- not have persons experienced for the survey 
ofi Ireland ?— So small a number, that no essential difference would be made in the 
tihie of ultimate completion. 

Would it be your intention to undertake the survey of Ireland merely with indivi- 
duals you intend to train 'for that purpose ? — Certainly not ; I should employ some 
of the persons that are now employed in the survey of Great Britain, and supply 
their places with others. 

What . time must elapse before you have persona- trained for the Irish survey?— 
t have estimated, that we might commence the survey of Ireland in the Amitner 
of 1825.

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would be satisfied with that degree of compensation ? — That has been about the 
degree of compensation the surveyors have received in England. 

If you should find in Ireland a number of field surveyors properly qualified, and 
who would be satisfied with the same rate of remuneration, would it enter into your 
views to employ them? — We should certainly look to every source for surveyors; 
and if those could be found in Ireland whose integrity could be depended upon, we 
should be happy to employ them at the same rate as we employed other surveyors. 

In 'what manner would you provide the class of engineers intermediate between 
yourself and the engineers? — From the corps of engineers. 

Are they commissioned officers ? — They are at present commissioned officers. 

Should you propose to execute the survey of Ireland upon the same, or upon 
a larger scale than you have already executed the survey of England ? — It has been 
proposed in this Committee, to execute the survey of Ireland on a scale of six inches 
t0 an English mile, to ascertain the contents of the parishes. 

At the scale upon which you executed the survey of England ? — No ; that was 
projected upon the scale of two inches to a mile, and engraved upon the scale of one 
inch to a mile. 

It was begun upon six inches to a mile? — Part of Kent,, which was considered of 
consequence for military purposes, was surveyed upon that scale. 

It was actually protracted upon that scale? — Yes. 

Are there any means now in existence without any new surveys upon the land, of 
protracting the surveys you have made in England upon that scale ? — No, certainly 
not; the survey has been made upon the scale of two inches to a mile, and with the 
degree of accuracy which that scale would require. 

You could not now protract the survey of England from your field notes, or other 
documents, upon the scale of six inches to a mile? — Not with the degree of accuracy 
which that scale would require. 

Does it occur to you, that it might be a desirable plan to lay down a general map 
of Ireland upon precisely the same scale as that which has finally been adopted for 
the map of England, but to have in the form of appendixes to the baronial books, 
maps of each townland, or five or six townlands together, upon a considerably 
greater scale, so as to avoid the necessity of tracing a general map or county map 
upon that enormous scale? — I should think a general map of Ireland would be best 
upon the scale of an inch to a mile, which seems quite large enough for all ordinary 
purposes.

Supposing then no protraction upon any intermediate scale between the one inch 
to a mile and the six inches to a mile, in what manner does it occur to you, that the 
maps upon the scale of six inches to a mile might be constructed ; might they be 
limited to baronies, or extended to counties, or in separate townlands, or in squares, 
without a reference to the territorial boundaries? — It would be better to make 
them all a moderate size, so as to go upon one sheet of paper without joinings. 

Would the map be rectangular, would the delineation upon the map fill the 
four sides of a rectangle, or be confined to the territorial boundaries, whatever 
they might be? — We should use any surveyed line as the boundary; either a road 
or a territorial boundary, it would be of no consequence which we made use of. 

How much would any one map, constructed upon that great scale, contain ; or 
would you propose to put into any one map a parish, a barony, a county, a town- 
land, or by what other principle would you ascertain what each map would con- 
tain ? — It would not be convenient, in making a map of six - inches to a mile, for the 
person who drew it to have more than four miles in height by six or seven in breadth 
on one sheet; the breadth is not of so much consequence as the length. 

Supposing then these maps to occupy rectangles corresponding with four miles in 
height, and six or seven in breadth, would you propose that the delineation of the 
face of the country in such map should extend to the four sides of the rectangle, or 
should be confined by the territorial boundaries that met together within that rect- 
angle? — We would propose to confine it within the territorial boundaries, or sopie 
other lines that were actually surveyed in the country. 

Should you think it practicable to attain so great a degree of accuracy in the 
execution of the map, upon the principle you now suggest, as that if any one was, 
to take the pains of cutting out those several territorial maps, they would fit 
together so as to form one map? — The expansion and contraction of the paper 
would prevent them fitting exactly, but they would fit very nearly. 

Supposing, as is the fact, that there have been seven counties of Ireland trigono-.

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metrically surveyed, and the delineation of the face of the country as good probably 
as the resources of thescience will admit of, do you conceive that would afford you 
any material assistance so far as: they, were concerned ?— I never found any plans in 
England i that would afford us any assistance ; they are seldom executed with the 
degree of ' accuracy necessary. , 

Supposing the triangulation of one of those counties was exhibited to you sepa- 
rately from the map, and that by any experiments to which you might subject it it 
should appear to be perfectly accurate and trustworthy, would such a triangulation, 
as far as it went, save you much labour ? — I could not ascertain the accuracy of the 
triangulation without repeating it. 

; ' What is the force employed in England and Scotland now? — We have ten officers 
of engineers. 

Is that all ?-— Yes, all the engineers. 

What force have you under them; what is the whole force actually employed in 
the survey. P-^-I have fen surveyors under them. . ... 

.■Is that the whole ?i— Yes, the whole force. 

How many experienced persons will go to Ireland, independent of yourself-' 
according to your plan ? — -It is difficult to state that, because I have not selected the 
whole of the persons required for it. . . 

Supposing that, in addition to the twenty young men now educating, twenty mdre 
surveyors could be educated or procured at the end of the period you described, 
could you not advantageously employ a corresponding additional number of directing 
persons, and, in fact, transfer the whole of the experienced persons now occupied in 
Scotland and England, the consequence of which would be infinitely shortening .the 
peribdmf the whole work ?— --Considerable inconvenience would arise in transferring 
the experienced persons now proceeding with the survey in England and Scotland,' 
because a large proportion of the British work is in a very unfinished state, arid con" 
siderable expense must be incurred by such transfer. As those persons will, as ifar 
as .they can, be now employed in training officers and surveyors for the Irish survey, 
no essential difference could be made in the period of the ultimate completion of the 
Irish survey by such a transfer. 

l . Supposing the expense and the inconvenience disregarded, would not the effect of 
a total transfer be to shorten the period of the survey nearly one-half?-— I have already 
stated, that -I- do not think the period could be much shortened by such a transfer. 

Have you seen the Irish maps of the counties of Roscommon, Longford, Mayd 
and Dublin ?-r-I have :seen some of the maps; the original maps of 1 the county of 
Mayo upon a large scale. 

* Do you conceive that the young men now in training in England could execute 
a map. superior to the map of Mayo?— I have no doubt but the maps will be 
superior in; execurion and accuracy. , . 

And equally well drawn as an explanation of the face of the country ?— Better 
drawn,: I should think. 

•• Cbuld you submit to the inspection of the Committee any map you suppose to be 
$o.executed?—^I could. . 

About how many individuals should you contemplate sending over to Ireland 

before this day twelve months from this country ?t- A t least .thirty. 

- How many of those thirty at present understand their business sufficiently' to be 
employed in a work of that nature ?— I should send Over seven or eight of the 
persons at present experienced in the Survey /in : the first instance; Those • persons 
are not permanently- intended for the Irish - survey j I -should send them over arid 
continue them as long as-necessary, and Supply their -places in England by persona 
nOw'-edaGating;- ' :. .

\ Supposing your choice was not restricted to cadets merely, but you had the power (April -ai) 
of seeking among civilians for qualified surveyors either in Great Britain or Ireland, 
do you not think you could obtain a greater disposable force under your direction ?— 

I am doing so, as far as I am able, at the present moment; but so much difficulty 
arose upon the employment of temporary surveyors in the British surveys, that 
I should be very cautious of again employing persons not thoroughly instructed. ; 

What was the nature of the difficulties ? — The work was so inaccurate that a great 
portion was done over again. • • •' 

Could they not be employed in the subordinate parts? — Persons for the sub- 
ordinate parts of the work might be instructed in about four months. 

Are there not now a number of persons who have had a regular education for the 
artillery and engineers, for whom no commissions can be provided for some years'tq 
come ? — It is persons of that class that are under instruction. 

Are there many more than those you have sent ?— About forty more. 

In the event of employing any auxiliary surveyors, being civilians, do you conceive 
it would be necessary to place them directly under your military command and 
control ? — I should conceive it would be necessary to place them under very 
efficient control. 

Assuming, that on the scale of six inches to a mile, one sheet might comprehend 
twenty-four square miles, how many such sheets would be necessary for the map Of 
Ireland? — It would be about 1,300 or 1 ,400. . ' 

, Supposing you should find in Ireland a dozen persons eminently qualified to act 
in the intermediate class of engineers, between yourself and the field surveyors," and 
who would be content to submit themselves in all respects to your discipline and 
command, and further be content with the same remuneration that the public would 
have to pay to the officers you propose to bring over from the ordnance department 
would it enter into your views to employ those persons, or not?— I apprehend consi- 
derable inconvenience would arise from that, because the persons would not obey 
them in the same manner that they would military officers. 

Who would not obey them ? — The surveyors and cadets that would be employed 
under them. - . - ■ - 



Would they not obey them, if it. was understood they would be equally dis- 
missed for disobedience ? — I should apprehend considerable difficulty would arise 
from introducing two descriptions of persons together. 

Supposing you should find in Ireland twenty or thirty field surveyors, quite as well 
qualified as any you could train or import from this country, and who. would bb 
satisfied with the same rate of remuneration, and be equally subjected to your orders 
and the orders of their superiors, would .it enter into your view to employ those per- 
sons, or not?— We should -endeavour to obtain as many persons of integrity as we 
Could" get, if it was desirable to complete the work as rapidly as possible. 

Have you, in point of fact, employed any persons not military, among the field 
surveyors of England?— The field surveyors in the surveys of England, are not 
military. 

No inconvenience has resulted from the employment of such persons ?— When we 
employed persons not brought up in the ordnance department", considerable inconve- 
nience resulted. ' . 

Are the Committee to understand, that the field surveyors now at work upon thb 
survey of. England, have all been trained by the ordnance department? — Yes ; they 
have all been trained by the ordnance, 

Would you describe the inconvenience to which you refer; was it insubordination, 
or. want of sufficient skill ? — Want of sufficient skill, and want of sufficient integrity. ' 

Explain what you mean by want of integrity ?— They performed their work without 
a sufficient degree of accuracy. 

And that inaccuracy was owing to their not being so completely under your com- 
mand? — It arose from not being completely under superintendence at the time it Was 
done ; I had not the direction of the survey at the time they were employed. 

Is there any person co-ordinate in authority with you in this undertaking? — Nb 
person. - 

How many men do vou propose to train for the Irish service? — Twenty in the first 
instance ; and probably in the course of four of five months we should be able to 
send out twenty more. ' . r • 

l - ■“ D 2 Why 
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Why could yon not train forty in the first instance, and forty in the second? — We 
have only one individual accustomed to the training of pupils, and twenty areas 
many as he could attend to at once. 

[A plan of the ground near Henbury , also of Clufden, in Somersetshire, and 
also of the country around Llangollen , in Wales ; the performance of George 
Boscawen, candidate for the coips of engineers , were exhibited to the Com- 
mittee.'] 

How old is Mr. Boscawen who executed that? — About twenty-one. 

How long was he in training, before he executed that map of Llangollen ?— I can- 
not state; but he has been ten months in training altogether, and in the course of 
his instruction he has been absent three weeks in consequence of sickness ; these 
maps were done during the course of his instruction. 

Do you conceive it practicable to attain any thing approaching to that style of 
execution, upon the average, amongst the young men you train ? — I have no doubt 
of attaining nearly the same degree of execution, upon the average. 

Then are the Committee to understand, that it would be your hope to be able to 
lay down a map of Ireland upon the scale of six inches to a mile, nearly in the 
same style that that map of the country round Llangollen has been executed, and 
with equal perfection ? — I should hope to lay it down with greater perfection ; that 
was performed by an individual under instruction ; and we should perform the 
survey of Ireland by persons who had completed their instruction, and had some 
experience. 

And with' equal beauty, as well as with equal accuracy?— I should think so, 
Certainly. 

Then the Committee may understand, that it would be your e xpec tation to be able 
to execute a map of Ireland, in a style equally satisfactory as the map of the country 
round Llangollen, now exhibited r — Certainly. 

The Committee observe in the map of the country round Llangollen, the strata- 
ficationof the coal and shell strata; would it enter into your expectation to be able 
to exhibit the strata of Ireland generally, in the map of which we speak ? — I think 
the geological survey had better succeed the survey of the country ; we generally 
give the young men some instruction upon geological subjects, but we do not enter 
so fully into it as to fit them for making a geological survey. 

Was this map of the country round Llangollen executed by a person jn the rank of 
field surveyor, without any assistance from the superior class of engineers ? — It was 
done under the superintendence of the teaching draughtsman (the same individual 
who is now instructing the cadets intended for the Irish survey), and it was entirely 
the execution of the young man himself. 

Are the roads laid down of the true breadth upon the map in question, oris there 
any discretion in that ?— They are very nearly the true breadth, on the six-inch 
scale. 

Are the houses laid down of the true dimensions? — Very nearly ; they are very 
di(tle exaggerated . 

Would there be any objection to the Committee retaining this map of the country 
round Llangollen, as a specimen of what they are to expect, as to the manner in which 
the map oi Ireland is to be executed?— I should prefer sending a specimen to the 
Committee for that purpose. 

Would such specimen be in your view superior or inferior to the map of Llan- 
gollen and its vicinity?— I should send a superior specimen ; I will get one prepared 
for the purpose. 

Have the Committee understood you right in saying, that you think it would require 
about l, '^ 00 plates to exhibit the whole superficies of Ireland upon the scale of six 
indies to a mile ?— Yes, I think it would. 

Can you form any opinion of the probable expense of procuring lithographic 
engravings of those plates?— I am not acquainted with the present expense of 
lithography. . 

. ; Can you ascertain it?— Yes, I think I conld ; but I should apprehend it had better 
be without the hills upon the very large scale, as you could only represent very small 
parts of hills on one sheet. 

Dq you mean in the lithographic representation ? — Yes. 

Wby probably not amount to half the expense. 

Have you examined the lithographic execution of the French maps?-tl have “Seen 
the pan of Cadiz, and the lithographic execution of some of the others. 

Do 
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Do you conceive we have artists in this country capable of executing a lithographic 
map with the same degree of excellency as those maps? — Very great improvements 
have been made in lithography in this country ; but I am not aware exactly of the 
mode in which they execute such maps in Great Britain ; I do not think it has been so 
applied in this country. 

Has it not been adopted in the quarter-master general’s office ? — Yes; but they 
use it for maps of a much rougher description, and for temporary purposes. 

Have you formed any computation at what rate per acre you would be able to 
delineate the face of Ireland, in the same style as the map of the country round 
Llangollen, now exhibited to the Committee? — I have not made a computation of 
what” would be the expense per acre, because I am not yet informed of what 
boundaries are required in Ireland, and what quantity of surveying is required. In 
England, we survey upon the scale of two inches to a mile, taking in only the county 
boundaries. , ... 

At what rate per acre do you conceive that the survey of any given district in 
Ireland could be executed, in the same style as the map of the country round 
Llangollen, supposing it were not required to exhibit any boundaries and territorial 
divisions, but merely the face of the country, with the same degree of accuracy as is 
exhibited in that map ? — The expense would depend upon the nature of the country, 
the quantity of roads, streams, villages, hills and houses, and the other matters 
which would require insertion on the plan. . . 

Comparing the map you have produced with the general face of Great Britain, as 
surveyed by the ordnance, do you conceive that the country round Llangollen may 
be taken as a specimen of the average difficulty, or that it is above or below 
such average ?— I should think it might be nearly about the average difficulty.

DID you not act as one of the commissioners of the survey of the bogs of J- Looter, 
Ireland ? — I did. * ■ ... 1 ^ 

During how many years were you occupied ?— The survey occupied about four { g ) 

years ; but the attention of the commissioners was not very often required during that 
time ; it was mostly the work of engineers and surveyors. 

Can you state from recollection, what was the extent of land which was surveyed 
under the authority of the bog commissioners?— There was 1,013,358 English acres 
of flat red bog surveyed with perfect accuracy, with their levels ascertained in every - 
direction, and° their depths along all the lines of level, and about half a million more 
in the west and south of Ireland, that was surveyed with less accuracy; there was 
also an estimate made by us, that the peat covering of the mountains extended to 
1,255,000 English acres. Altogether I suppose there may be 2,830,000 English 
acres of peat surface in Ireland. . . 

Therefore, of course, they include bog and mountain ?— Of course ; they include 
both. 1 conceive that the flat bogs of Ireland amount to about one million and 
a half of English acres, or rather more. 

Were the commissioners ever able to compute what was the average expense per 
acre of effecting those surveys ? — I really cannot pretend to be accurate at this dis- 
tance of time. The expense consisted solely in the pay of engineers and surveyors ; 
the commissioners did not accept of any remuneration. A very large proportion of 
the expense consisted in operations peculiar to the bogs, distinct from the purposes 
of a general survey ; for instance, in boring and taking the depths of the bogs m all 
possible directions, and still further in taking the levels. 1 consider, that by very far 
the greater portion of the whole expense that was incurred consisted in taking the 
depths and the levels of the bogs, and not in the delineation of the surface. 

Who were the surveyors that were employed under the authority of the commis- 
sioners?— We employed six or seven engineers, who employed each of them three or 
four surveyors under them. The engineers employed by us were, Mr. R* c 
. -.445. D 3 Gnffith ' 
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Alexander -Nibimo, Mr, Edgeworth, Mr, David Aber, Mr. Lonsfibld 
( Mr. William Bald, Mr- Jones, Mr. Townshend, Mr. Cobourne, and Mr. Brassimu 
ton during a short period of time. ; 8 , 

Were those Irish engineers, or did the commissioners find it necessary to seek for 
professional help from the other part of the United Kingdom ?-^Mr. Nimmo was 
recommended to us by Mr. Telford, Mr. Bald by Sir John Sinclair ; the other. Gen- 
tlemen we found in Ireland. 6 

^ Have the commissioners reason to be satisfied with the execution of the duties bv 
those several surveyors?— Generally speaking, we were greatly satisfied with, the 
manner in which they executed their work. 

Are any of those engineers still in Ireland?— I believe they all are, except 
Mr. kadge worth, who is deceased; but I should state he has left a son, who assisted 
him very principally in the work, and who is eminently qualified to act in any manner 
that may be required. 1 

Do you know whether any of those engineers, since the termination of the boa 
service, have been employed on any other public service in Ireland r— They, have 
been all employed in their several professional pursuits. Mr. Griffith and Mr. Nimmo 
“ PWbculat have been employed by Government for several years last past! 
Mr. Ba d has been in the employment of the Grand Jury in the county of Mavot 
and be has executed an admirable map of their county ; he is at this moment occu. 
pied in making a map of the county of Clare. I should also take this opportunity 
of stating, there is Mr. John M‘ Neal, who was too young.at.the time of the boo 
aui vey to be employed, but who is perfectly qualified to assist in such a work as that 
which is now under the consideration of the Committee. 

HaveCyou reason to believe that the introduction of those engineers from England! 
“h d * C ™Pleyment they received under the authority of the commissioners, and! 
subsequently, under the authority of Government, has formed a school of engineering 
in Ireland of considerable eminence ?-I have no doubt that it has. I consider that 
the elements of accurate surveying were almost Unknown in Ireland prior to the bog 
survey ; and it is my present impression, that we have in Ireland at least twenty 
individuals not inferior to any twenty that could be selected in England, besides very 
many more who might be taken into proper training with advantage to the work 
Were the surveys under the authority of the bog commissioners executed on trigo- 
nometrical principles;— Almost all of them, but not universally; such of those as 
were not executed trigonometrically were the work of individuals, wfeo.rather disap- 
pointed our expectations. ■ ^

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Ireland, I conceive that nothing can be more unequal than the manner in which the 
levy is distributed ; I know instances of gentlemen’s entire domains being nearly 
exempt; I also know instances of gentlemen’s domains bearing a much greater pro- 
portion of the burthens than is equitable ; I , believe it to have occurred in many 
instances, that the principle of applotment, which may have been originally 
equitable, has ceased to be so, ip consequence of a great deal of land having been 
brought into cultivation, since the applotment was, first made. 
t : Are you acquainted'with the. system of section by- ploughlands, which exists in 
some parts of Ireland P-r — X conceive that ploughlands and townlands are synoni- 
mous; that it is the same sort of territorial division called a ploughland in one part 
qf -Ireland, which is called a townland in another part. 

In the county of Louth is not the taxation according to the number of acres each 
townland contains ?— Yes, it is so; the acres; are settled by computation, and 
Is believe in general that that computation is not very far from the truth. 

What are the subdivisions, of counties in Ireland? — Baronies; there are 253 
baronies in Ireland. 

.1 And how are the baronies again divided ? — When I say, generally speaking, into 
parishes,. it is right to observe, that die parishes and the baronies are not in all case? 
conterminous ; there are instances of parishes being part in one barony and part in 
?tqotber; generally speaking, however, the boundaries of parishes and baronies will 
be found to coincide. 

i Ho\y are the parishes again divided?: — Into townlands; I conceive that the 
territorial division of Ireland into the present townlands is of extreme antiquity. 

What steps do you conceive are necessary to be taken, in order to remedy the 
inequalities, and inconveniences to which you have alluded, as incidental to the present 
mode of collecting the taxes?— I should think it necessary tq construct a map, upon 
such a scale as would admit of the boundaries . of the respective, towplands. • being 
clearly laid down; that it should be accompanied by a printed memoir or appendix, 
stating the number of acres, the qualities and descriptions of land in each townland; 
and it is easy to conceive rules finto the details of which it is unnecessary at present 
to enter) by which any sum imposed upon a barony by the grand jury, might bb 
equitably distributed upon each townland, and each description of land within it. . 

Do you conceive that any new survey would be effective for the object which you 
have, pointed. out, which did not comprehend the boundaries of the respective townx 
lands? — I cannot imagine any other mode of doing it ; the parochial division I am 
satisfied would not be found sufficient. 

Do you conceive that any division of lands more minute than townlands would 
he practicable, or would be advisable? — I can conceive .no more minute divisions, 
unless the maps were to specify the different fields, which would introduce the 
greatest confusion ; lam acquainted with large districts in Ireland, in which, the 
divisions of the land are perpetually changing ; I recollect a pp.rt ^of the county of 
Kerry occupied by dairy pasture, in which the people conceive that they increase 
the surface of the land by making new ditches, and they are constantly effecting new 
subdivisions of the land ; under that idea, any map that should lay. down the present 
•division of Ireland into fields, would necessarily become quite inaccurate in the 
course of a few years, and it seems very undesirable to insert any thing in the map, 
except what will equally apply to tire country. at a future time as at present. 
ti Are, you acquainted with .the survey which was effected by Sir William Petty, 
commonly called The .Down Survey ?— Yes ; I have frequently had occasion to refer 
to.it . 

•a Are you aware what ■ divisions that survey includes in the parochial maps?^tTbe 
Down survey professes tb, distinguish the several townlands, and doea, I have no 
doubt, distinguish all such, according to the names and boundaries that were then in 
use ; it may not be amiss, however, to observe, that the proprietors deriving under the 
Down silrve'y, have, in very many instances, had an interest in changing both names 
and boundaries, and I conceive, that any variation that may now be found -between 
the- Down survey and the names in use, has a reference to that -cause ; I take this oppor- 
tunity of saying, that the Down survey was not laid down trigonometrically; but It 
waslaididown by the chain, and with wonderful accuracy, considering the period at 
which it was executed. • • . . ; t ■ s< . 

- Is not the Down- survey appealed to in courts of law in . Ireland, as being of 
authority, at the time it was made ?-xr-ltis, as between the Crowh and those deriving 
under it, and also between two persons, both deriving title under the. Crown ; .but -I do 
not conceive it is evidence, except in those cases. *- • 

-j • - D4 Does 
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Does the existence of the Down survey, and the introduction into that survey of 
the territorial division by townlands, impress your mind with the necessity of the 
adoption of the townland division in the new survey ? — Most certainly ; in every 
possible view I can take of the question, I cannot imagine any mode of proceeding 
except by townlands. . 

Can you explain to the Committee how the Down survey is received as evidence 
in courts of justice? — The original Down survey is deposited in Dublin Castle, and 
whenever occasion for referring to it arises, traced copies, upon transparent papers 
are produced in court, the authenticity of which remains for proof. ’ 

■ The question had more particular reference to the original survey ?— The original 
survey was made at the period when, by the rebellion of the original proprietors 
those lands had become forfeited and vested in the Crown. 

Made in the year 1656? — Yes; immediately prior to the Crown’s granting those' 
lands to the ancestors of the present proprietors ; they have made those grants accord- 
ing to the Down survey, and of course the grantees are bound by it. 

What extent of land is comprehended in the Down survey? — I must speak some-* 
what doubtfully ; but upon a general recollection, I conceive it to have been about 
1 2 millions of English acres, nearly two-thirds of the superficies of Ireland. 

Are you aware whether there have been any other surveys of a public nature made 
either prior or subsequent to the Down survey ? — I have heard of a survey 'which 
was executed by Lord Stafford, but I never saw it, and I apprehend it does not exist: 
there^sasimiar survey made of the lands forfeited by the rebellion, in the time of 
King -William the Third, which I have seen. y 

Does that still exist ?— Yes ; I have seen that 

Is that survey in the Auditor General's office ?_It is ; this survey is not very W 
tensive; there is not, I believe, more than two millions of acres in it . 

Concurrently with the survey of the bogs, under the authority of tint cottnilissbhert, 
did you also obtain from your engineers any mineralogical reportof the districts which 
they surveyed ?-Not generally ; but there were both geological and chemical obser- 
vations from our engineers, occasionally contained in their reports, some of which

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Under what authority were those maps executed ?— At the expense of the different J. L. Foster, 
counties ; the maps to which I have referred are, however, of different degrees of . -&?• 

merit ; they are executed upon different scales, and by different persons ; there was V ^ 

an engineering surveyor of the name of Larkin, who died some years ago, who sur- (Aprils.) 
veyedthe counties of Cavan, Meath, Sligo, Leitrim, Galway, Limerick, and perhaps 
some others; his style of execution was extremely beautiful, and, on the whole, more 
accurate than one would suppose, when it is stated, he neither proceeded on trigono- 
metrical principles, nor employed any superior description of instrument 

In point of fact, were his surveys executed by the compass or theodolite? — I have 
heard that Mr. Larkin never used a theodolite, Gut was satisfied with a common cir- 
cumferentor ; I conceive that Mr. Larkin’s maps, however pleasing to the eye, are 
not sufficient for the purposes for which they were executed. 

Do any of those maps to which you have alluded comprehend the division of 
tpwnlands?— I never saw any map that did; I understand that the new map of 
Armagh does. - 

Have you not heard and believe that a great many maps for the grand jury were 
compilations of private surveys of gentlemen’s private property, and reduced to one 
scale, and given to the world as a trigonometrical survey ? — L never heard of them’. 

Do you think it possible, under the authority and agency of the grand juries of 
the several counties, to obtain a survey of the island that will be formed upon scien- 
tific principles, and which will effect the object you have pointed out in the former 
part of your examination ? — I think they would not agree either about a scale or 
price ; and it is obvious that in some instances, incompetent individuals might be 
entrusted with the undertaking ; neither could any provision be made upon that 
principle for connecting the different counties trigonometrically, without which there 
could not be any general map. 

Supposing a survey of Ireland to be effected, marking the subdivisions into towti- 
lands, how would you proceed in order to add to that survey the value of those 
respective townlapdsPrr-Jf should recommend, that the valuation should be a subse- 
quent and distinct operation, and not even committed to the same persons by whom 
the survey should be executed. I should recomraeud, that the valuation should not 
appear upon the face of the map, but in a book, in the nature of an appendix or 
memoir, connected with the map ; that in such book the number of acres in each 
townland should be specified, distinguishing, in the first place, the number of acres 
occupied in tillage ; secondly, of meadow or profitable green pasture ; thirdly, moory 
pasture ; fourthly, marsh and bottoms, not being peat soil ; fifthly, flat bog ; sixthly, 
rock; seventhly, water; eighthly, unprofitable mountain. I should think that the 
two first classes should pay equally a certain number of shillings in the pound for 
any payment that might be laid upon such townland; that the third and fourth classes 
should also pay equally as compared with, each other, but at a less rate than should 
bp. imposed upon the first two classes ; the remaining four classes . I should think 
should be exempted altogether. The idea, I am aware, is a efudeone; but I corn 
ceive that the principle might be so adjusted as to make it fair. I think it would be 
very desirable to avoid fixing any positive valuation od the land itself ; it would 
not fail to be objected to as a proceeding of too inquisitorial a nature, and affecting 
the interest of individuals holding by certain determinable tenures; for instance, the 
tenants of ecclesiastical lands, crow n lands, and college lands, and the estates of the 
English companies ; in short, it is the number of acres of each denomination in each 
townland, and not the acreable value of them, that 1 should recommend should be 
aspdriaiqed. 

Then the Committee are to understand, that you would propose the land to be 
divided, fqj practical purposes, into tbree classes; the first, containing tillage and 
profitable pasture ; the second, moory pasture and marsh, not being bog; and the 
third, consisting of the four remaining descriptions you have mentioned P-^Yes, 
distinctly. 

Would you propose that the first two classes should be subject to a fixed propor- 
tional payment, so that when the first paid two shillings, the other should pay one 
shilling, or some other fixed proportion? — My idea is, that the grand jury should 
proceed, as at present, to lay a certain sum upon the barony ; a barony may contain 
perhaps 150 townlauds. I think the books of survey should ascertain, ooce for all, 
how many shillings and pence should be paid by each townland out ot every 10/. 
imposed upon the barony, f should propose, that the sum so assessed upon each 
tow nland should be paid by the different denominations of land w ithin it, according to 
the principle above suggested. I think this would attain sufficient practical accuracy 
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J.L. ' Fosielr , if one was to insist upon doing more exact justice. I see not where it is to end ; I think

(April 5-) Are y OU acquainted with the limestone district of the counties of Cork and Limerick* 
which immediately bound the coal field which stretches towards the Atlantic? — I have 
seen that part of the country, and I have a general recollection of it, as delineated on 
Mr. . Griffith’s geological map. 

Then do you not conceive, that any system of classification which would place the 
tillage of the limestone district upon the same scale of value with the tillage upon the 
coal district, would be unequal? — I do certainly think so; the question is, and upon 
which I am very far from giving a positive opinion, whether the rendering of strict 
justice might not be attended with so much practical inconvenience, as to make it more 
expedient to rest upon that approximation to perfect justice which I have already 
suggested ; I beg, however, to be understood as not giving a decided opinion against 
a still greater approximation to strict justice than 1 have stated. 

Do you hot conceive, that whatever may be the system of Valuation, that in .order 
to provide for the future, it would be necessary that a periodical valuation should 
take place? — Probably; and that is an additional reason for keeping the valuation 
distinct from the map. 

Do you consider, that the valuation could altogether be. carried into effect by local 
agency, by commissioners, for instance, appointed by the grand jury, or in any other 
way ? — That is a point I have not turned in my mind ; I should' certainly wish to seq 
some check by the infusion of persons not acquainted with local interests, and of 
superior attainments to what might be obtained on the spot. 

If the question of. valuation were left altogether, either to the county, baronial, or 
parochial authorities, do you think it would be possible to effect the valuation of all 
the island upon one common principle, that would make it available as a national 
record for national purposes? — Obviously not. . 

If the commissioners for valuation were altogether under the appointment of the 
Crown, and locally unconnected, do you conceive that it would be difficult for them 
to obtain sufficient local information to carry that valuation into effect? — Certainly ; 
I conceive you must combine local information and general impartiality. 

In the event of Government commissioners being combined with commissioners 
locally appointed to carry the valuation into effect, do you conceive that any appeal 
should be given to the people interested, from the award of those commissioners?— , 
I should be inclined to say not ; and this, on account of the inconvenience which 
would ensue, I am persuaded that the appeals would be unreasonably numerous. 

Are you aware of the surveys that were effected by the late General Vallancey, 
of Ireland ? — I have seen them. 



Do you consider them to be accurate? — By no means; they were not.trigonoi 
metrically constructed, and I consider their aberrations from trigonometrical accu* 
racy, to be very considerable.

, HAVE.jwMt! occasion to turn your, attention to the question of tlie Survey oif 
, Ireland ?— My attention was turned to the survey of Ireland a great many years, ago, 
from the circumstance of having had occasion to examine the Down survey, its it 
•is called. I lo.und that survey in, I thought, a very perilous state in point pf location, 
and a very impaired state in point of preservation: It was situated in, I believe one 

of. the upper stories of a very old building, and very liable to accident by fire ; some 
.parts of it, as well as I recollect, bore the marks of having already suffered by fire and 
as the survey itself was considered of great importance to Ireland (it being adpiUteA 
as legal evidence in certain cases), 1 thought it would be wise to guard against 
thetolaL loss of the survey by fire, as well as the slower- but equally sure- process- of 
destruction wtach it was undergoing, by the mode i|i which those whp, had occasion 

• to 
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to consult it were allowed both to handle the sheets themselves, and to make tracings or 
drafts from it. This was before I came into office. During the war, I had, as secretary 
of the Admiralty, abundant reason to see that the maritime surveys of the coast of 
Ireland were exceedingly imperfect, as to the principles upon which they were 
laid down, and it follows, of course, incorrect in their general result. As soon as the 
peace gave the Board of Admiralty the leisure and means of extending hydrographical 
inquiries, they were, of course, anxious, not only for the credit of the country, but for 
the safety of His Majesty’s navy, that so great an evil should be remedied ; and : 
accordingly, their Lordships have for these some years directed a series of maritime 
observations relative to the coast of Ireland to be taken. It happened to me also, 
being fond of maps and plans, to purchase several of the county maps which were 
published in Ireland, under the sanction of the respective grand juries ; several^ of 
them that I had an opportunity of seeing, appeared to me to be constructed 

f n no scientific principles, though a few of a later date, for instance, those of 
.ongford, Mayo, and two or three others, were on better principles. I also had 
heard, that there were local surveys of particular parts for particular purposes, 
sudh as of the Bo^ of Allen, . the Fishery harbours, and other portions of the 
country. It naturally occurred to me, that a great expense must have been in- 
curred by endeavouring to perform, by so many different means, what ought to 
be a single undertaking ; that if a maritime survey were to be scientifically ac- 
complished, any particular surveys carried on, on a less scientific principle, would 
become unnecessary, and, that expense (whatsoever it might be) might be at 
Once saved. Again ; if the territorial survey on trigonometrical principles was ever 
to be carried into effect, it appeared to me that the expense of the less scientific 
eurveys, by the grand juries, and by the commissioners for reclaiming bogs, and 
so forth, might be saved. Although all those separate expenses appear to come from 
different sources, some of them apparently of a private nature, yet it is evident, that 
ultimately the whole falls upon the country, and it would therefore be much better 
that a general'tuad scientific survey should be conducted at the public expense, which 
might afterwards be applied to the purposes of civil and military engineering, of 
maritime charts, of local plans, and all the other purposes to which a survey of 
a country can be applied. I stated these views to the Board of Admiralty, who, as 
far as the maritime survey was concerned, fully concurred in the opinion which 
I took the liberty of expressing, and they accordingly directed, that the maritime 
surveys (which it was thought necessary to proceed in, from the pressure which we felt 
on account of the badness of the existing charts) should be conducted in such a manner 
as would render them hereafter applicable to the trigonometrical survey of the coast. 
Some verbal propositions to this effect were made to the Board of Ordnance; but, as 
has been already stated in Major Colby’s evidence, the. means of that department at? 
that time did not enable them (and perhaps it w ould not have been desirable) to have 
two surveys going on at the same time; they therefore expressed their intention to 
postponethe survey of Ireland until that of Great Britain should have been con- 
cluded, and they -then meant, as I understood, to connect the triangulation of Scotland 
tvith. the new survey of Ireland. 

■ Have any other than verbal communications taken place between the Admiralty and 
the Ordnance upon this subject? — On the 22d of April 1822, I was commanded by 
the Board of Admiralty to address a public communication on this subject to the 
Ordnance, of which, thinking it likely 1 might be questioned upon this subject* 
I have received their Lordships permission to produce a copy.

several instances, and whenever we have had occasion to pSw^SjS^ 
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of the coast of Ireland, the hydrographer, of course, availed himself of the later 
information which had been collected. 

Have you found, that the inaccuracies of those charts, and the sailing di- 
rections connected with them, were such as to interfere materially with the safety 
of the shipping? — I cau state, that the inaccuracies are very considerable, and, as 
might be expected, particularly in the longitude, a difference of several miles, 

I believe, is frequent ; for instance, the latitude of the south-west point of Dursey 
Island, a remarkable headland, appears on Dr. Beaufort’s map of Ireland, which 
is considered the most accurate that we have, to be io°5' west; on Heather’s 
chart, which is the latest, it appears to be io° 36'. I do not wish to be 
understood as giving those figures with perfect accuracy, as I only this morning 
measured them off from the respective charts in a hasty and popular manner; but 
I: have little doubt, that a scientific examination of the charts would afford results 
equally unsatisfactory. 

Have you any idea which approaches nearest to the correct longitude of the 
place? — I believe that the Admiralty chart of the channel, which includes that 
portion of the Irish coast, gives the longitude of Dursey at io° if/; and a large 
and . magnificent survey which has been published of the county of Cork, gives it 
jo* 15' 27". 

Have you examined the survey of the county of Cork to which you allude? — 

I have brought my own copy of the map to show to the Committee, in order that 
they might the better judge, both of the immense expense that must be incurred by 
those local maps, and the unsatisfactory principle on which they are executed. 

On what scale is that map ? — It is stated to be on the scale of one Irish mile to 
an inch. 

What are the territorial distinctions which are specified upon that map? — It 
seems, from the inspection of the map, that it only distinguishes the baronies and 
certain divisions, such as the liberties of towns, which partake of the nature of ba- 
ronies ; the parish churches and the names of the parishes appear to be marked ; 
but there are no boundaries of parishes, unless where the boundary happens to 
coincide with that of the barony. 

Are there any boundaries given of townlands or sub-denominations? — I see the 
names of certain places, some of which I happen accidentally to know to be the names 
of townlands, but there are evidently no boundaries given. - 

Are you acquainted with the principle upon which the map which you now; 
produce was constructed?— No otherwise, than as 1 gather from the appearance of 
the map itself, on which the latitude and longitude seem to be wholly omitted ; there is 
a note, in the corner of the map, that “the latitude of the city of Cork is 5 1*53' 54" 
“ north, that its longitude is 33' 56" west of Greenwich the latitude, I have reason ter 
believe, is pretty nearly correct; it agrees with Dr. Beaufort’s and the Admiralty chart/ 
and is very near that of Heather; in fact, I have some reason to suppose that it- was 1 
taken and furnished by Dr. Longfield, a very respectable and ingenious gentleman, 
who, many vears ago, was resident in Cork ; but while the latitude of the city itself 
^tlius approximates to the other three surveys w'hich I have examined, the distant’ 
parts differ materially from them, which proves, at least, that they have not been 
constructed upon the same principles ; and I therefore conclude, knowing that some? 
of the other surveys have been constructed by astronomical and scientific ob- 
servations, that this map of the county of Cork must have been put together in a 
more popular manner. I would observe, that the latitude stated in the note I have 
referred to is in degrees and minutes of space, and that the longitude seems to be 
expressed in degrees and minutes of time; but this difference I only arrive at frefm 
knowing what the longitude of the place is, for there is no note of any such diffe- 
rence on the map itself. ' 

Have you examined any of the other county surveys of Ireland? — I have seen 
a great many of them, and as I have had a pretty extensive knowledge of all parts 
of Ireland, I have amused myself occasionally with comparing the maps with the 
places I have visited, but I have never made any very accurate observations upon 
the subject, nor indeed thought of this part of the subject with any precision until 
this mornkig; when I made the measurements which I have already given, in con- 
sequence of the intimation I received yesterday, that the Committee might probably 
wish to ask mq some questions; and I am sorry that my other unavoidable avoca- 
tions this morning, have not permitted me to inform myself more fully and accurately 
on the subject. ' ftp ' 

Have the observations you have made led you to a general conclusion respecting

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either the accuracy or the inaccuracy, generally speaking, of those local surveys ?-^. 
The first observation I should make is, that in a general point of view, the local 
surveys, not being made to the same scale, are generally incomparable with one 
another; but with regard to the details, the Committee will see, that the popular 
view which I took of those surveys, was not of a nature to detect their inaccuracies. , 

Do you think it possible, that the several grand juries in Ireland could, by pro* 
heeding separately and without concert, give to the public such documents in the 
shape of maps, as would be really important and available for national purposes?— 
I think that my answer to this question may be inferred from what I have already 
stated; that the grand jury, maps do not, is evident; that they might do so, if conducted 
on one general system, is equally clear; but that is only saying, that the ordnance 
operations, or some other general trigonometrical system, could with advantage be 
spread over the whole face of Ireland indiscriminately; but I do not well see how the 
several grand juries could combine for the execution of such a system. , 

. Have you considered how the scientific survey, under the control of the Board of 
Ordnance, could be made applicable to the grand jury and local purposes of Ireland ? 
— I have given 'that subject some consideration ; but I feel that I am wholly inadequate 
to give a satisfactory opinion upon so large a question. I can have no objection 
however to state to the Committee my humble view of the subject. I am of opinion 
that the ordnance survey ought to be extended over the shores and surface of 
Ireland, in precisely the same mode (I do not mean on the same scale, for I should 
prefer a larger scale) that it has been over Great Britain ; but the ordnance suff 
veyors, or any other scientific surveyors, can only deal with the natural features of 
the country. The civil divisions are not capable, of being reduced to the same cer- 
tainty as the natural divisions ; they can only be obtained by the surveyors from the 
reports of individuals ; it is obvious therefore, that to the time occupied in the linear 
measurement of such civil divisions, must be superadded the time necessary for 
making such inquiries, in many cases a very debateable and intricate subject; and 
it appears to me, that it would be throwing away the public time and money, to 
employ the scientific surveyors in tracing those lines which do not require the same 
degree of science, and which, after all, they are not likely to he able to accomplish 
satisfactorily. I except however, from this general opinion, the great divisions, 
such a.s the boundaries of counties, and perhaps I might not wish to exclude 
the division into baronies, which as they are to be found upon most of the county 
maps, and as the divisions would sometimes coincide with natural objects, the 
scientific surveyors might add to their survey with little trouble or delay : it follows* 
from what I have stated, that if it be desirable to have a map of Ireland exhibiting 
tpe. more minute divisions, the most economical and satisfactory method would be 
(hat the scientific survey should be first completed upon the principles I have stated* 
and that then another set of surveyors, under the respective grand juries, or some 
other local authorities, should to that scientific outline add those divisions which they 
should think necessary for their internal use, just as it is proposed that the maritime 
surveyors shall add to- the scientific outline, the details which they may be desirous 
of. exhibiting. 

Do you not conceive that additional expense would be ..produced by the separation 
pt the survey into two separate and distinct operations? — If I understand that, by the 
words two separate and distinct operations , the general Survey and the' local details 
are meant, I should say certainly not. The machinery, if I may use the expression, 
lor the general survey or great triangulation, must be of a higher and more expensive 
nature.; there must, be, m any case, two or three classes of surveyors; in the first 
ypu must have engineers and instruments of established character; the time of 
Major Colby and his assistants is infinitely more precious. to the. public than that 
of mere local surveyors; and I think it would be employing .the scientific surveyors 
upon objects, which others of an inferior scale would execute at half the expense, and 
in point of fact better. Even in the ordnance survey of England,, these .gradations 
are I believe observed; a superior class of observers take the great triangles, and a 
^ eC i ), i C |i , and P e . rha P s e .y en a cla ss, is employed in constructing the. lesser triangles 
and filling up the details. I would take the liberty of recommending the Irish survey 
to r . bq ^conducted on the same principles.. But if the local details are in Ireland 
wanted for public purposes, there must he some local authority to decide what shall 
prjghalLnot be inserted. 

Do you conceive there is any considerable difficulty incidental to tracing out the 
boundaries of the several townlands and sub-denominations in Ireland ?— I am sorry 
{o.say, that I have but.a very narrow experience upon that subject; but even in that 
' i: ' •„ .. .narrow 
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narrow experience I sec reason to authorize me to state, that I believe it would be very 
difficult to assign the boundaries of those minute divisions, which are, up to this hour as 
far as I know (with the exception of the information given by the Down survey, or by v - 
the internal surveys of gentlemen’s estates) wholly traditional, and I will add, in many 
oases, arbitrary ; in the Down survey the townlands are undoubtedly exhibited, and 
as it . has-been held to be legal evidence, its divisions are conclusive ; but if you were to 
ask the country people for the boundaries of their respective townlands, I apprehend 
you would find that there was a great deal of difference of opinion as to boundaries, 
which by being included in the Down survey, are taken for ascertained ; but it is well 
known, that a Considerable part of Ireland is not included in the existing Down 
survey ; and on the whole, I really believe that the ascertaining the boundaries of 
the townlands is so very difficult, that if it is thought necessary to accomplish it, it 
must be done rather by authority, as in the case of the Down survey, than by 
evidence to be collected from living witnesses. 

For the purposes of a valuation, and a more equal assessment of the territorial 
charges in Ireland, would a map which did not embrace more minute divisions than 
those of baronies, be of any service whatever to the counties of Ireland ? — I never 
have had very much experience of the mode of conducting the business of the county 
assessments of Ireland, and I therefore cannot say to what extent a valuation map 
may be necessary ; but it appears to me that there are few countries in which it 
would be so difficult to make such a map, and where the map, when made, would be 
liable to such frequent alteration. I think I have seen in my own experience a great 
change in the value of different portions of Ireland ; of a country which, like France 
has been for centuries under the same mode of cultivation, and in which there are 
extensive districts, affording little difference of natural feature, it may perhaps be 
possible to make a valuation that shall not fluctuate within a certain number of 
years ; but in Ireland, a country of such a variety of soil — of which so much is at 
present uncultivated — of which so much has been 1 brought into cultivation within 
the last few years — of which so much appears, from ancient marks of the plough, to 
have gone out of cultivation, it seems to me, that however useful for county purposes 
such a valuation may be, it will be very difficult to make it, and when made can be 
useful but for a limited time. 

Do the difficulties, which appear to you to grow out of this valuation system, strike 
you as equally applicable to a division to a certain extent, taking very broad lines of : 
valuation as a distinction, into three classes, for instance? — Undoubtedly, the wider 
you spread an average of valuation, the more lasting the result will be ; because 
what may be lost in one part of the district may be gained in another- the 
difficulties that I stated were suggested by me, in consequence of the honourable 
member's former question, relative to the division into townlands-, and in every 
degree that you enlarge the limits of your inquiry, you diminish pro tanto the' 
difficulties I have stated. 

The question refers not to the territorial division of the country, but to a classifica- 
tion according to the value ?-^-I presume that it may be possible to make such a classi- 
fication, but 1 do not exactly see the object which it would produce towards facilitating- 
the local assessment. I beg leave to add, that I am very imperfectly informed upon 
the subject ; but it seems to me, that it is not so much an actual valuation that 
would-be desirable, as a proportional one; and that provided certain large lines could- 
be drawn, and certain values (even though arbitrary) affixed to them, it would serve 
not indeed for any topographical purposes, but to afford a scale by which the grand 
juries might apportion the several assessments. 

- With reference to the distinction in the manner of survey which you just now laid 
down, that the great division should be surveyed by engineers, and the smaller sub- 
divisions left to surveys by the grand juries, with a view to distinguishing boundaries, 
could not that latter operation, the distinction of boundaries, be carried on previously to 
or in concurrence with the grand survey, so as to save time,- and have those boundaries 
feady for the application of the engineers? — No, in my opinion, if accuracy be 
desirable ; because wherever a local boundary ought to be co-incident with the 
greaterboundary, it is evident that there would be risk of their not coinciding, and 
you would then have a portion of space comprehended between the two boundaries, 
which you would not know how to designate, 

. Upon what authority would you ascertain those boundaries, and would not that 
authority be applicable, and be decisive in both cases? — I apprehend not ; for the 
authority would be wholly different. The authority for the greater boundary 
■ E 4 would 
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J. \V. Croker, would be the authority of science and observation, because those greater boundaries 

Esi i- / are frequently marked by natural objects, which are capable of being surveyed ; 

whereas the more minute boundaries must generally be laid down by the authority of 
(April 7.) njere tradition. 

If the engineers surveyed baronies, the boundaries of baronies must be presented to 
them by some competent authority, that will give a boundary of science ; the minor 
divisions are those to which the question refers ; the baronial boundaries being ascer- 
tained by men of science on a proper and sufficient authority, the sub-division of each 
boundary being to be laid down, may not that be prepared before-hand, whether it is 
to be executed by grand juries or by engineers? — I have no doubt that internal, 
divisions, strictly speaking, may be performed entirely independent of the scientific 
survey ; but wherever those internal divisions are to coincide with the lines of the 
scientific, survey, then I conceive that the mode alluded to by the honourable , 
member, would be not only very difficult, but would perhaps, at last, from the. 
necessity of varying and reconciling those boundaries, lead to considerable expense 
and delay. 

Do you know of any means by which the operation of the sub-divisions could be. 
accelerated before the actual survey commences ? — I have already stated, that the> 
surveyors must take the boundaries of the counties (and of the baronies, if they are to 
be included) not altogether from observation, but in some degree from authority ; 
and therefore, if the parties interested will before-hand agree where the boundary does 
actually run, the surveyors will be saved the trouble of inquiry, which I have already 
alluded to as a certain cause of delay. 

Do not you, think, that those sub-divisions will be infinitely better done by. the 
same hands who make the large sub-divisious, than by the local surveyors ?—I have 
no, doubt, that cceteris paribus, clever people with better instruments will do the work 
better; but there are some circumstances to be considered with regard to the de- 
scribing those sub-divisious ; they will depend not upon science or observation, but 
upon inquiry, and the evidence of witnesses on the spot ; now I apprehend, that 
persons locally acquainted with Ireland, will pursue inquiries of that nature more 
easily than a number of scientific gentlemen, who know little ot the country, and. 
nothing of the manners and habits of the individual inhabitants, whom it will be, 
necessary to consult; allow me to -repeat, that it appears to me, that there must be 
at least two and probably three degrees of persons, and instruments, employed upon 
this survey; such has been the case in the English survey ; such I believe must 
be the case in every survey, that endeavours to unite information derived from such 
different sources, as scientific observations, local measurements, and popular 
tradition. 

In every case where the division is of a civil nature, as the counties are not 
distinguishable by the internal structure of the country, how do you conceive that the 
officers of the ordnance would be able to ascertain those divisions, and trace them 
upon their maps ? — I conceive, and I think I have already stated, that there would 
fie some difficulty on this point ; but considering that the counties are but thirtyHwo 
in number, that there are maps of all of them, that their boundaries are of a much 
greater notoriety than those of smaller divisions; I think it would occasion no. great 
delay, if the scientific surveyors were to lay down those boundaries ; but it is quite 
evident, that none of those facilities apply to the sub-divisions about which I have 
been speaking, 

By what authority would the boundaries of counties be settled? — I really do not 
know on what authority the Ordnance surveyors have laid down the boundaries of the 
English counties; but I conceive that there could be little difficulty in obtaining a per- 
fect cei tainty upon this subject; there might for instance be a comparison and reduc- 
tion to tlie same scale of the maps of any two adjoining counties ; when they coincided, 
there js no difficulty: where they did not, a reference might be made to the respective 
grand juries to arrange the difference. . . 

Do you mean to advise, that the third process, or filling up of sub-divisions; should 
be committed to the grand juries?— No; when I alluded to the grand juries-, I meant 
tp say, that if the survey is to include the valuation, and the subdivisions of town- 
lands, there must be some local authority, with power of deciding differences in 
these minute questions, and I merely spoke of the grand, jury as a local authority 
applicable to such a purpose. I repeat, that it appears to me, that the great 
triangles would be taken by the superior officers and the more accurate instruments :■ 
that those triangles woyld th.en be filled up by the. second or even the, third class.

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of surveyors ; and finally, if it be necessary to add matters, which I cannot but J. W. Croker, 
suspect will be found to be matters of controversy, such as the boundaries of town- £«?. 

lands, and the valuation of the land itself, I think that there must be appointed v - v- 

another set of inquirers, I should rather call them, and there must be authority (April 7 -) 
somewhere to decide what they are to set down ; that authority may be the grand 
juries, or a committee of magistrates, or a commission. I do not pretend to give 
any opinion as to what the fittest authority would be. 

Cannot this last operation you have described be prepared and held ready, so as 
to prevent any loss of time when the actual survey of the engineers comes to be 
carried into effect ? — Certainly, the persons may be named, and their duties pre- 
scribed ; they may even make themselves acquainted with the value of the land, but 
I cannot think that any preliminary steps about boundaries can be taken, until the 
more scientific parts of the survey shall afford data to proceed upon. If the object 
of the committee be perfect accuracy of boundaries, I conceive that the nearest 
approximation to that will be made by having, in the first instance, the great lines 
scientifically defined; but if the Committee sees reason to be satisfied with a popular 
division, then I conceive that some time may be saved in the manner alluded to in 
the honourable member’s question. 

What steps should you think it necessary to take, in order to make the county 
boundaries, as set out on the maps, evidence in the courts of law as to the division 
of those counties ? — I know of no means by which that can be done, unless the 
Legislature, on a view of the accuracy of the survey, and of the wants of the country, 
should make such an enactment. 



Before the Legislature was called upon to do that, would not they require that 
some commission should be appointed in order to examine evidence, and ascertain 
what those boundaries are, lest injustice should be done? — I can hardly presume to 
say what the Legislature might be disposed to do in a presumed case, "but I appre- 
hend there is little danger of litigation with regard to the boundaries of counties in 
Ireland, not much, perhaps, as to the line of baronies, because, as the assessments in 
Ireland have been conducted upon the principle of baronial contributions, the boun- 
daries of those baronies, whether originally right or wrong, are now pretty generally 
admitted ; and I do not in my view of the subject contemplate the marking the 
public survey with any boundaries more minute than those of the baronies. 

Having regard to the Down survey, can you give the Committee any information 
with regard to that part of it which is not now in the Record Tower, in Dublin? — 
Some years ago, being in France, I inquired after the Down survey, which was 
known, from General Valancy’s information, to be preserved at Paris, having been, 
as it was understood, conveyed thither by James the Second on his abdication. 
I was informed that the survey was still there, and in good preservation ; and 
I even understood, that the French government would not be indisposed to give it to 
ours, or rather, I should say, would not have been indisposed to exchange it with 
Ours, for any objects of a similar nature which we might be able to offer. I have no 
official, nor indeed any precise, information on this latter point; but I can have little 
doubt, that, if the matter be undertaken by His Majesty’s government, and the object 
be of sufficient consideration, the French copy or original, which ever it may be, of the 
survey, might be obtained. I cannot but think, that if the French plans cannot 
be obtained, an authorized and official examination of them should he made, for 
although General Valancy’s and Major Taylor’s copies are no doubt accurate, 
I think they ought to be authenticated by an official comparison with the French ori- 
ginals, which, as far as I am informed, has not been yet done; and convinced as 
I am that Sir William Petty’s survey will be found of great use in giving tbe deno- 
minations of subdivisions, 1 think care should be taken to restore it, as far as cir- 
cumstances will admit, to its original integrity and authority. I beg to add, that 
there are in the State Paper Office and in the British Museum several maps of' 
counties and baronies in Ireland subdivided into townlands. They, however, relate 
chiefly to the province of Ulster, and are probably to be found in the Down -survey. 
These great depositories, and particularly the Museum, should, I venture to think, 
be examined in hopes of finding duplicates or copies of Irish records, of which the 
originals are lost, and which might be important as to the names and boundaries of 
the subdivisions of the country. I must also state, that there exists in the possession 
of the Dowager Marchioness of Lansdowne a volume carefully written and in excel- 
lent preservation, intituled “ Sir Wm. Petty’s History of the Survey of Ireland in* 
“ 1 8 chapters.” 1 There is also in the same collection a very curious and detailed 
account of the population of Ireland, distinguishing the English inhabitants from 
.445 F tbc 
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the Irish, and their respective numbers and property. I know not whether either 
of these works or any abstract have been published, or whether transcripts of them 
are to be found in the Lansdowne collection in the British Museum; but if not, 
I should venture to think that documents so interesting to the statistical history oi 
Ireland ought to be in the possession of the public.

Mr. Richard Griffith called in; and Examined. 



WHAT is your profession ?— A civil engineer : I am also professor of geology, 
and mining engineer to the Royal Society of Dublin. 

Where nave you chiefly been occupied in the pursuit of your profession?— In 
Ireland. 

How many years have you been occupied in Ireland as am engineer? — Since the 
year 1808. 

During that time what works have you been engaged in, either for individuals or 
for the public?— I have been engaged for the public in surveys under the Commis- 
sioners for the improvement of bogs in Ireland, from the year 1800 to 1812; for 
the Dublin Society, in making mining and geological examinations and reports, 
from the year 1812 to the present time. I have also been employed by Government 
as civil engineer, in constructing the public works in the southern district, since the 
month of June 1822. 



In what counties? — In the county of Cork, of Limerick, and in the county of 
Kerry. I was also engaged in 1813, 1814 and 1815, in making a survey of the 
southern, part of Roscommon, which has since been completed. 

Under what authority? — Under the authority of the grand jury of the county. 

- Have these occupations given you. a pretty general acquaintance with the wliolc 
of Ireland, or will your subsequent evidence be confined to particular parts of it ?— 
In making my geological examination of Ireland for the Dublin Society, I neces- 
sarily traversed the greater part of the country, and I can state, therefore, that I am. 
generally acquainted. with Ireland. 

Are you well acquainted with England?— From the year 1804 to 1808 I was 
chiefly occupied in visiting and examining the mines and manufactories of Great. 
Britain, and in consequence I am well acquainted with the greater part of the 
country. 

What do you conceive would be the comparative facilities or difficulties of exe- 
cuting extended surveys in Great Britain and in Ireland? — That would depend upon 
the particular nature of the survey. A trigonometrical survey will be more difficult 
to accomplish in Ireland than in England, owing to the mistiness of the climate, 
particularly on the west coast, except when the wind blows from the north or north- 
west; it is rarely clear in a northern direction. 

Is there any other cause that would make the trigonometrical survey of Ireland 
more difficult than that of England, besides the climate? — I conceive not; the 
country is more open, and a sufficient number of station points will be found in most 
cases. I have made trigonometrical surveys of different parts of Ireland, and ex- 
cepting where it was necessary to make marks, on the summits of hills or moun- 
tains, I found sufficient in the country. 

Did you find any difficulty, by reason of the state and condition of the population, 
in the execution of your trigonometrical surveys?— In some instances I have: the 
people being unacquainted with the object I had in view, sometimes threw down mv 
marks, but I think merely from ignorance. J 

Were those cases sufficiently numerous to throw, material .impediments in your- 
wayr ihey were not; and I believe that no inconvenience of that sort would 
occur when the people became acquainted with the object for which the marks were

local taxes are now assessed in the interior of Ireland? — I am. Richard Grijjthi 

What are the divisions of the ciyil geography of Ireland? — The counties are ^ ^ 

divided into baronies, parishes, and townlands, and in some parts ploughlands ; ?•) 

in the county of Cork, the ploughlands are divided into minor divisions called 
gneeves. 

With a view to a survey and valuation for the more equal apportionment of the 
grand jury taxes, to what extent of subdivision of the civil geography should 
you consider it necessary to extend the survey ? — As far as the townlands, and in 
many cases to ascertain the valuation with sufficient accuracy, it would be necessary 
to go further. 

Do you think it possible to ascertain the value, without comprehending in the 
intended survey, the division into townlands? — Certainly not, if accuracy be 
required. 

In any of the surveys which you have undertaken, have you had occasion to 
represent .the boundaries of counties in your maps? — In the county of Roscommon 
I have. 

Did you find any difficulty in ascertaining the county boundaries? — Generally 
speaking, they were well known and easily traced ; but in some cases, where the 
boundary passed through bogs, difficulties did arise. 

What means did you take in order to ascertain the couuty boundary in those cases 
of difficulty ? — I employed the country surveyors, to show the boundary, who are 
more generally acquainted with boundaries and divisions of land than any other 
persons. 

The map of Roscommon which you made, have you communicated it to the 
county? — The manuscript map has been communicated on a large scale of two 
inches to the mile, and is in their possession. 

Have you reason to think that the county boundary, ascertained in the manner you 
Lave described, is correct? — In the southern part of the county of Roscommon, 
which I surveyed, no difficulty of importance occurred ; the county is bounded on 
the south and east sides by the river Shannon, and on the west by the river Suck, 
excepting a small part, where the boundary was traced with little trouble. 

Where there was difficulty, and you took means to ascertain the boundary, have 
you reason to believe the means were effectual for the purpose? — I have reason to 
.believe they were ; I exhibited the map to gentlemen of the country, to ascertain 
wliat they thought; I also compared it with the boundaries represented on the map 
of the adjoining county of Galway, and they were found to agree. 

In the map of Roscommon, are there any other civil boundaries, which are traced 
in that survey ? — The baronies and parishes are traced on it. 

What means did you take to ascertain baronial and parochial boundaries ? — The 
baronial by means of the country surveyors, as I have already expressed; and' the 
parochial, by inquiring of the clergymen, where there was any likehood of dispute. 

Did you find much difficulty in ascertaining the baronial and parochial boun- 
daries?— Very little, .almost none. 

Did your survey extend to the sub-division of townlands? — It did not. 

Have you ever made any survey in which you have found it advisable tq include 
the subdivisions by townlands? — Never as a general survey; I have made surveys of 
large estates, where the fields were shown. 

Did those property surveys not only contain the boundaries of fields, but the 
boundaries of townlands also?— I am not perfectly clear as to the boundary ol the 
townlands, for sometimes two estates are one townland ; I cannot speak accurately 
as to that point. 

Have you had the means of ascertaining, whether there would he any considerable 
difficulty in ascertaining, for the purpose of valuation, the boundary of the town- 
lands of Ireland? — I should think not; the townlands are very generally the pro- 
perty of one individual, and the boundaries are well known; but in some cases, 
where the property belongs to the church or the college, the boundaries are not go 
well ascertained. 

Supposing, that in the task you undertook ol surveying the county of Roscom- 
mon, the boundary by townlands had also been comprehended in your duty, what 
step should you have taken to ascertain the boundaries of townlands?” I would hayp 
applied to the proprietors of the townlands, and also to the persons residing ip 
•the neighbourhood, for information; I should have also employed the couutny 
surveyors, who possess a more accurate knowledge of boundaries t,lpan any ot(jer 
; T p 2 ’ persons; 
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persons ; in all the surveys I have made, I have employed them as assistants ; in 
addition, I should have made use of the document known by the name of the Down 
Survey, which represents those boundaries of townlands, with sufficient accuracy to 
guide a surveyor in cases of difficulty. 

Have you had occasion to refer to the Down Survey? — In several instances 
I have. 

Have you compared the Down Survey, comprehending the boundary of townlands 
with the actual boundary of such townlands as are now existing? — I have, and 
found them, though not perfectly accurate, quite sufficiently so to indicate with cer- 
tainty the boundary intended to be represented. 

Are you acquainted with the present state of any county survey executed in 
Ireland under the authority of grand juries, besides that of the county of Roscommon 
executed by yourself and Mr. Edgeworth ? — I am acquainted with several. 

What divisions of civil geography of the country are already laid down on those 
county maps which you are acquainted with ? — They rarely go beyond the baronies. 

Do you conceive that these county surveys could be made available for the pur- 
pose of a future valuation of the country? — I think not; they are not sufficiently 
accurate ; and even an accurate survey, not originally made to the extent of a survey 
of the townlands, could hardly be made available for one where they were to be 
surveyed. 

Could you make your own map for the county of Roscommon available for the 
purposes ot valuation? — No; for though the survey is sufficiently accurate on a 
scale of four inches to an Irish mile, on which it was laid down, it would not bear 
enlarging to double the scale, which would be requisite for a townland survey. 

Are many of these surveys executed on trigonometrical principles? — Some of 
them have been, namely, the counties of Longford, Mayo, Kilkenny, Armagh and 
Dublin. 0 

In what points do you conceive those local surveys to be deficient for the purpose 
of future valuation ? — They were surveyed only with a view to be laid down on a small 
scale ; consequently, though the surveyor might possess his notes, and re-protract his 
work so as to lay it down on a larger scale, still the accuracy would not be procured, 
as the offsets were not originally taken with all the minuteness requisite for a ter- 
ritorial survey, besides the station points of the former survey could not be found at 
a more remote period. 

For the purpose of laying down the boundaries of townlands, what scale should 
you propose for a new survey to be carried on ?— On a scale of six inches to an 
English mile; the usual scale for making territorial surveys in Ireland, where only 
the farms are laid down, is 40 perches Irish to an inch, which is equal to eight 
inches to an Irish mile, and the difference between eight inches to an Irish mile and 
six inches to an English one, is as 21 to 22. 

What would be the smallest sub-division of land, which, in a survey of six inches 
to an English mile, could be laid down with distinctness and accuracy ? — Ten 
acres, 17. 3. statute acres would occupy one square inch. 

Supposing a survey completed, comprehending the whole of the civil divisions of 
the country to which you have referred, as low down as the boundary of the town- 
lands, how would you propose to proceed in order to ascertain the valuation of the

Do you then mean, that every acre, classed under any one of these separate heads, 
should, with a view to future taxation, bear an equal proportion of the county 
levies? — No; I mean, that the land should be valued exactly in such manner by 
the valuator, as if he were sent by the proprietor of the land to ascertain at what rate 
it should be let for. 

In that case, where would be the advantage of this artificial system of classing lands 
at all ? — It would be necessary, as a guide to the valuator himself ; if you give the 
valuator a large tract of country to value, he cannot go accurately to work without 
some divisions; he should know how many acres there were of arable of one 
quantity, and of another, and also of the different varieties of land I have mentioned. 

Suppose the duty of the valuator to be strictly confined to ascertaining the value 
of each separate townland, do you not think that the future repartition of the taxes 
of that townland might be left to the inhabitants of that townland itself?— It might, 
but it would lead to difficulties and quarrels among the people ; but, exclusively of this 
consideration, I conceive that the valuator himself could not proceed accurately, 
without the divisions were supplied to him ; he must enter into the particulars in the 
first instance, or the result will be erroneous. 

You state, “ unless the divisions were given to him ;” by whom do you propose 
they should be given to him ? — By the survey, the map. 

Then, do you conceive that the surveyors ought to include in their duty any divi- 
sion of the qualities of the land, independent of the territorial division of the town- 
land ? — With a view to the valuation, 1 am of opinion that they should ; but I think 
that those divisions should not be laid down in the map to be engraved, because 
they are liable to change ; the internal survey of the townlands might be preserved as 
a separate document. 

To what change do you allude ? — I mean the internal boundariesof farms and fields. 

If you can obtain an impartial and competent authority, could you not ascertain 
the real value of the soil of each townland, sufficiently for the practical purpose of 
division ? — You might make a guess at it; it would be but a guess. 

Will you inform the Committee, whether it would not be practicable, with a very 
moderate exertion of time and labour, to class the lands from three to five classes of 
rental, so as to make them applicable to grand jury assessments? — I think the 
valuator could proceed if the survey were given to him, containing the different 
classes of land which have already been mentioned. 

Do you conceive, that men of science, who might probably be engaged in the 
general survey, would be competent to a classification of land under these several 
heads ? — Perhaps that department should be made subordinate to the first survey, 
and be executed by a different class of persons, or the surveyor employed by the 
ordnance might be assisted in his judgment by a person appointed for that purpose 
by a commission of magistrates and gentlemen of the country. 

Would you not have a second operation of valuation, as well as this first? — No, 
but one ; the valuator should not proceed until he was supplied with a map. 

Would you not require an original ascertainment of the classification of land, and 
then a subsequent valuation of land so ascertained ? — 'You should have a man ca- 
pable of discriminating between the different kinds of land to attend the surveyor, and 
the map should afterwards be supplied to the valuator. 

Supposing the following plan, recommended by the Committee of i8i(>, were 
carried into effect, how far do you conceive it would be applicable to the future See 2d Grand Jury 
valuation of the lands of Ireland ; “ that all land of less value than one shilling Report 181G. 

“ per acre be deemed unprofitable, and not liable to assessment, that tire three 
“ classes of annual value should be from one shilling to 15 shillings, from 15 
“ shillings to 30 shillings, and all above 30 shillings to be in the third class?” — 

In making a valuation I should not wish to class lands in money value, particularly 
where one class includes so great a difference as between one shilling and 15. 

In every instance the valuator should ascertain, as near as possible (to the very 
shilling), the value of the tract of land under consideration, no part of which 
should be free from taxation. It might be necessary to make 3, 4, 5, or 20 
divisions, but the number should be left to his discretion as a conscientious man, 
and afterwards, if necessary, he should state on his oath, what was the valuation of 
the townland, taken as a whole. 

Then your classification of lands would have no other object in view whatever, 
except the ascertaining the specific value of respective townlands per acre? — None 
whatever. 

Would the actual valuation of the lands per acre be incompatible with the elassi-

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Mr. fication that has just been alluded to? — The objection that I have to this classification 
Richard Griffith. ^ j s the great difference between one shilling and fifteen, as forming one class. 

„ Suppose that a valuation were carried into effect, not only for ascertaining the 
^ 7vJ value of the townlands, but, with a view to the future levy of the tax itself, might 
it not lead to this consequence, that a particular part of the scale, a fraction of 
a single farthing, might alter the situation of the land from one class to another, 
whilst many shillings in another part of the scale of difference of value would produce 
no difference of classification at all? — I think it might; that is the objection I make 
to it ; the classification is too wide ; I do not approve of any classification of the 
Find. 

Does not land vary from a shilling to to/.? — Yes. 

Do you consider that it would be dangerous to take any division by rent, as the 
measure of valuation of townlands? — I think it would, for the rent of land is pro- 
portioned to the time at which it was let, and therefore does not afford a true cri- 
terion of its present value. I really think that nothing beneficial will be effected, 
except by ascertaining accurately what the value of the tovvnlaud would be if let at 
the time, or any given time; and having ascertained the value of the townlands con- 
tained in a barony, then it might be determined to a single shilling, what proportion 
of the barony tax each townland should bear. 

How would you preserve a unity of principle, so as to insure that the valuation in 
one part of Ireland and atone time, should be the same with the valuation in another 
part of Ireland, and at a time either prior or subsequent? — I would fix on a certain 
year, and determine that the price of commodities for that year should be the 
standard of value, and that the valuator being sent into any barony to value, should be 
furnished with a statement of the average prices which the different agricultural 
productions brought during that year, at the nearest sea-port or market-town, and by 
this means, different valuators acting at the same time in different parts of the 
country, or the same valuator acting in different years, would still be guided by the 
same standard of .value. 

Do you not conceive that there exists among the people a very accurate compa- 
rative estimate of the value of townlands?-— In smaller ones there may, but not in 
larger ones. 

Of the rent the townland might be worth ?— I think there might, but still it is 
a guess; I wish the valuation to be made with accuracy. 

■ Would it be a guess on your part, or would they estimate it in guessing? — 
I think a farmer .might make a good estimate of the value of land in small portions; 
he could tell how many cows it would support. 

A farmer calculates by the produce? — Yes. 

Have you made any survey with a view to buying or purchasing land ?— . 
I have not. 

You have never made a territorial survey? — I have made territorial surveys for 
the Commissioners of the board of education in Ireland, but it was a mere territorial 
Survey. 

• Or any survey with an intention of valuing it?— I have valued, but I did not 
make the survey, 

Nothing with reference to valuation? — 'No. 

Are you aware of any. county survey that has been going on in Ireland accompa- 
nied by a valuation?— No; but I am aware of county surveys being made, showing 
the boundaries of the townland, but without a valuation.

— I anj of opinion that there are very 
accurate surveyors in Ireland ; but none who have had the same degree of practice 
in trigonometrical surveying that the engineers of the ordnance have had, and they 
do not possess instruments of equal accuracy. 

Flow far do you conceive the ordnance could proceed in the survey of Ireland 
with advantage to the public; how low down?— I conceive that the ordnance might 
effect the whole ; but if that were deemed inadvisable, I have no doubt that engi- 
neers and surveyors might be found in Ireland- who could supply the detail as 
accurately as the ordnance, 

Do you conceive that the ordnance could undertake the internal subdivision of 
the land by townlands ? — I conceive that if the ordnance surveyors had persons 
appointed to show them the boundaries, they could ; but there would still be a greater 
probability of their making mistakes than persons already acquainted with the 
country, and who, in disputed cases, would be more likely to ascertain the truth 
than strangers unacquainted with the character of the people. 

Supposing the attention of tlie ordnance to be confined to the trigonometrical part 
of the work, how would you suggest to the Committee the supplying further in- 
formation with a view to the valuation ?■ — If the ordnance survey was confined solely 
to the trigonometrical part, I conceive that Ireland might be divided into a certain 
number of districts, and that engineers might be appointed to carry on the survey in 
those districts. 

Supposing such a plan to be carried into effect, how would you propose that these 
engineers should acquire a knowledge of the internal boundaries of the country, with 
a view to the formation of a map ? — The engineers would naturally proceed by 
selecting those persons in the country, (chiefly the country surveyors), who are most 
accurately acquainted with the internal divisions of the country. They would also 
apply for information to the gentlemen who possessed the townlands, the boundaries 
of which they were going to survey ; and they would also have reference to the Down 
survey ; but if the whole of these were not conceived sufficient, as I mentioned in 
iny former evidence, a commission of magistrates and gentlemen of the country might 
be fonned, who might depute persons to assist the engineers in that department. 

Might not the application of similar local assistance enable the ordnance to com- 
plete the map of the subdivision of the land, without the division of Ireland into such 
districts, and the employment of such civil engineers? — Certainly it might; hut 
I conceive that more assistance would be required by the ordnance surveyors than 
engineers well acquainted with the country. 

Do you think the civil engineers, whose appointment you have suggested, would 
he as competent to direct the valuation as the survey of the internal boundaries ? — 
lam persuaded that engineers could be found in Ireland who would be capable of 
directing the valuation as well as the survey. 

Is it your opinion, that the ordnance engineers, under all circumstances, would be 
likely to mark the sub-divisions as accurately as engineers in the practice and habit of 
measuring in Ireland ? — As to the point of accuracy of the survey, I conceive, if the 
ordnance surveyors had the boundaries pointed out to them, they might survey 
with equal accuracy with other persons ; but as I have already expressed, I think 
they would find greater difficulty in discovering those boundaries than engineers 
already acquainted with the country. 

Do you conceive that a survey and valuation of Ireland, sufficiently perfect for 
equitable taxation could he made by civil engineers ? — I conceive that there are 
engineers in Ireland who are capable of making the survey and valuation sufficiently 
perfect. 

Do you conceive that any greater facility for a detailed survey and valuation 
would be found in the professional habits of civil engineers than in those of military 
surveyors? — I do conceive, generally speaking, that the professional habits of civil 
engineers and surveyors are better adapted to such a survey than military engineers; 

State your reasons ? — Because military engineers have not been in the habit of 
making territorial surveys, their views being generally directed to the representation 
of the natural features of the country. 

I think you stated, that the engineers could be assisted by views of the Down 
survey? — I did. 

Do you still think so ? — I do. 

Is the Down survey general throughout Ireland ?— Not throughout Ireland ; I be- 
lieve it comprehends nearly two-thirds of it. 

Is, not the whole province of Connaught measured by what is called the Straflbrd 
F 4 survey.

Rickard Griffith, seen it. 

^ J Do you consider the Down survey an accurate survey ? — Some portions of it are 
(May 12.) more accurate than others. It is all a moderately accurate survey. 

Do you think fair taxation or valuation could be made from the Down survey ? 

I think not. 

Have you been able to determine what in your opinion would be the best practical 
plan for carrying the intentions of this committee into effect ? — I have considered the 
matter, and to a certain degree have already expressed my opinion on each point; 
but until it shall have been determined how far down the ordnance survey should 
proceed, it will be impossible to form any fixed plan, either for the detail of the 
survey or the valuation. 

Supposing the ordnance not to undertake the whole of the work, but that the 
details were to be supplied from any other authority, do you conceive that it would 
be expedient to proceed with those details in the first instance, or to take the trigo- 
nometrical proceeding of the ordnance as the basis, and supply the details after- 
wards ?— I conceive the survey of the details might be commenced forthwith, totally 
independent of the ordnance. The ordnance survey should afterwards be used as 
a criterion by which to determine on the accuracy of the detailed survey. I con- 
ceive that the trigonometrical survey should at least fix two points in every square 
mile. 

Do you think that the subsequent proceeding of the ordnance would be a check 
upon the surveys by the local authorities ? — I do. It would be the criterion by 
which the accuracy of the surveys of the local authorities might be determined. 

Would there be any inconvenience in reserving the payment for these local surveys 
until their accuracy had been determined by the ordnance, and in making the pay- 
ment contingent on the ascertainment of their accuracy ? — There certainly would. 
It is probable that the ordnance survey will not be finished in less than seven years, 
and local surveyors could not afford to lie out of their money for so long a period ; 
but part of the payment might be reserved. I think if engineers were appointed to 
separate districts, as 1 have already mentioned, they would naturally take the means 
to ascertain the accuracy of the survey. 

State those means? — Taking the angles and measuring small portions in different 
parts of the country comprised in the map ; and if they be found to agree, it may be 
pretty certain that the other parts of the map are correct. 

Supposing steps were taken, under the sanction of Parliament, for the separate 
survey of every parish in Ireland, comprehending the survey of the internal boun- 
daries of each townland, and the valuation of each townland, would there be any 

difficulty in the ordnance combining those surveys with their trigonometrical map? 

The ordnance map should be considered as the foundation or skeleton map on which 
the detailed surveys might be laid down. But the ordnance in that case would have 
to employ mere draughtsmen to fill in the details from the maps supplied to them. 
This plan might be carried into effect ; but I should doubt the propriety of doing so ; 
because I conceive that the persons who make the survey would be more competent 
to give accurate and faithful delineations of the country, than those who had only 
been acquainted with the trigonometrical part. 

The question does not apply to copying these maps ; but could the ordnance, in 
completing the survey of the natural geography of the country, introduce the civil 
geography, the boundaries of towns, parishes and baronies, from these local sur- 
veys?— Supposing the ordnance survey to be quite accurate, and the other quite 
accurate, they could certainly prick off one map from the other, and therefore they 
qould dq so. J 

What method would you point out by which the ordnance could ascertain whether 
these local surveys were accurate or not ; would there be any other, except going 
over the same ground? The fixed points which the ordnance should make in every 
square mile would be the guide, for they would be common to both maps, and if three 
or four agree in one map, it is pretty certain that the remainder would be correct. 

Am I right in understanding that you propose the ordnance should execute nothing 
but the mere triangulation, no delineation whatever of the face of the country?— 
No, I never have expressed that opinion ; I do not know how far it may be deter- 
mined that the ordnance should proceed, but if I were asked the question, I should 
propose that the qrdnance should not only make the triangulation of the country, 
but survey the boundaries of the island, the roads of every description, and the 
rivers and streams, i , . • 

Would 
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. Would you not include the boundaries of the mountains? — Yes, every thing but Mr. 

the civil divisions. Richard Griffith.^ 

Do you mean they should delineate the features of the mountains ; the relative " ~ i ~' 

height of the hills, for instance? — I mean they should make a perfect geographical (May. 12.) 

map of the country, I would only exclude the civil divisions. 

Will you take the trouble to compute, and see whether the effect of what you 
propose would be to require at least 60,000 triangles at the hands of the ordnance? — 

Ireland contains nearly 30,000 square miles statute measure, and consequently, if 
two points were required in every square mile, there would be about 60,000 
points. 

In triangular measurement, is there generally more than two of these points to 
a square mile, or how many; in Mayo for instance? — I do not know how many m 
Mayo. In the county of Roscommon I have fixed two points in every square mile, 
sometimes more ; . but I made it a rule to have two points in every square mile. 

What scale would you propose for the maps that are to be executed by the sur- 
veyor for the purpose of valuation? — 1 should recommend the scale to be six inches' 
to a statute mile, but in the survey of towns or villages, or townlands immediately 
adjoining, where portions of acres are of great value, I think it would be necessary to 
lay down the map on a scale of 20 inches to a mile ; but these should be considered 
only as supplemental maps to the others, for every townland should be laid down 
on the scale of six inches to a mile. 

Do not you conceive that it would require a surveyor of very extraordinary inte- 
grity for the purpose of this valuation? — I conceive that there should be district 
engineers to superintend the whole of the detailed survey of the district, and he 
might be made one of a commission of valuators ; there should, perhaps, be three, 
to value the land. 

What check would you have on the valuation of the surveyor, the person w-ho 
actually surveyed the land? — The person who surveyed the land should not be the 
valuator, he should be merely the surveyor; there would be no use in bribing him, 
because the only thing he could do would be to make an inaccurate survey, which 
would afterwards be detected. 

The survey you suggest is to be made first, and afterwards the .valuation? — 

I conceive that the valuator is to proceed to the land with a map in his hand, and 
is there to act for the public exactly in the same manner as if he were employed by 
an individual about to let his estate, and to value it according to its intrinsic 
value. 

Have you been in the habit of valuing grounds as 'well as surveying them?— 

Occasionally I have. 

What check would you have for the integrity of the valuators? — The only check 
would be the publication of their valuation, and if there was any objection to it, it 
might be examined into by a commission afterwards. 

Do you conceive the system of valuation of lands by surveyors is by any means 
so general in Ireland as it is in England? — Not so general, but is becoming very 
general. 

Do you think it is as well understood? — I do. 

Who are the principal valuators in Ireland? — I believe Messrs. Sherrard and 
Brassington. 

Have they very considerable business? — They have. 

Are there a great number of valuators in Ireland, and is it a very common prac- 
tice?— It is not a very common practice, but is becoming more general every day. 

. Do you not conceive, that in any case of local valuation, in order to protect the 
public from any possible fraud or mistake, there should be an appeal to some com- 
petent tribunal? — No doubt it would be a very proper mode of proceeding, an<J 
I think a commission might be appointed for that purpose, to go into every county 
or every district, and settle all disputes of the kind, and that is one reason why it 
would be necessary to make the valuation public. 

Do you not conceive, that if the whole proceedings with respect to the valuation 
were public, that the conflicting interests of the parties themselves would product 
a very strong check against fraud ? — Certainly ; I think, that making the valuation 
public would act as a check on the valuator; he dare not 'wilfully make an unjust 
valuation. . . ‘ * 

Supposing the time and mode of ascertaining boundaries to be public and fixed} and 
the parties who had an interest in the boundary to have a mode of tendering their 
evidence, do you not think that the conflicting interests of these two parties would 
445. G enable 
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enable the surveyor to ascertain the boundary with tolerable certainty ?— Certainly 
I think it would be one of the inodes, and I believe I have recommended it in j™ 
evidence already. * 

Do you not conceive that the same principle would be equally applicable to the case 
of valuations, so as to prevent an excess of valuation on the one hand, or an undue 
depreciation of value on the other r — As the people of the country would be all 
interested, the valuator should be cautious in receiving information from them. 

Do you think that the conflict of opinion and interest, together with an appeal, would 
be sufficient protection to the public from either fraud or errors in valuation? — I con- 
ceive, if there were three persons appointed as valuators in each district, their own 
judgment, assisted by any information they might derive from questions, or taking 
evidence Irom individuals of the country, would enable them to form a just criterion 
of the value of the land; but it it was supposed they made a mistake, a commission 
as already mentioned, might be appointed to inquire into the facts. 

Do you conceive that the survey should go to the division of every different oualitv 
of land r — I do. 1 J 

Not merely distinguishing bog from upland, but arable land No. i, from arable of 
quality No. 2. I answered that question in my examination on a former day and 
stated that it would be necessary to distinguish the good arable and the middling arable 
from each other, and, in fact, to make as many divisions as a conscientious valuator 
would think necessary; in many cases, it would consist of the survey of fields, even 
parts of acres, particularly where the land was very valuable. 

Have you ever formed any estimate of what the expense of this survey would be per 
acre?— Thrt would depend so much on the detail, there would be a great deal of 
difference between one place and another. 

Having stated, in the former part of your examination, that you conceived the 
boundary by townlands would be sufficiently close in the counties, do you think that 
the boundary by townlands would be sufficiently close in the neighbourhood of cities 
and towns?— I conceive I have already expressed my opinion on that point; the detail 
to be gone into must be left to the judgment of the surveyor and valuator, conceiving 
him to be one. 6 



Could you form any estimate of the time it would require to complete the survey ? 

That would depend entirely on the arrangements made, how many districts there 
were, and the number of persons engaged ; it might be done in six or seven years. 

Could any number of surveyors work at it together? — Not any number; if there 
was one engineer directing the whole, the others would be his assistants, and he 
could direct them to act as he pleased. 

Supposing Ireland to be divided into three districts, and three separate engineers 
employed in the way you have suggested, what mode would you take to ensure an 
unity of principle in effecting the survey?— If Ireland was divided into three 
d^tricts, I would have those districts extend from east to west; say the northern 
middle and southern; I would make the three engineers form one board ; they should 
communicate with each other, and act in unity, though each might have the direction 
01 one particular district. 

Do you conceive that three individuals, acting in the mode which you have sug- 
gested, would give you three maps which you could afterwards combine fairly into one 
map, with a certainty that it was conducted upon the same principle throughout?— 
I think it might he so arranged ; the manner of surveying land is not different * 
the only difference would be in the point of drawing ; the general map should be 
drawn by one hand, but different hands might be employed on the barony maps 
without any inconvenience, provided the general character was the same, 
j # ave y° u ever ha d occasion to examine Ireland in a geological point of view ? 

Describe the nature of your opportunities?— I was employed by the Royal Dublin 
Society, as professor of geology, to form a geological map of Ireland ; I commenced 
m the year 1812, and I have continued my observations in different parts of the 
. country from that period to the present. 

Have those researches taken you into every part of Ireland ?— Very nearly • I do

Have you examined all these places in a geological point of view ?— I have

Was there any particular map on which you attempted to lay them down? — — ' 

I coloured geologically two maps, Arrowsmith’s and Taylor’s ; but they are both ( Ma J 12-) 
imperfect. 

Does it appear to you that the present opportunity might be made available for 
Constructing, at no great additional expense, a very perfect geological map of Ireland? 

— I think the details of the survey would enable me to form a geological map of the 
greatest accuracy. 

Can you inform the Committee how many coal fields exist in Ireland ? — There 
are eight. 

Enumerate them if you please? — I shall begin from the north ; the Antrim, which 
occurs close to Fairhead ; the Tyrone, situated immediately to the south of 
Lough Neagh ; the Fermanagh, which occurs to the north of Lough Erne ; the 
Connaught, which occupies considerable portions of the counties of Roscommon, 

Sligo, Leitrim, and Cavan ; the Monaghan, situated to the west of the town of 
Carrickmacross ; the Leinster coal district, which extends through portions of 
the counties of Kilkenny, Queen’s County, and Carlow ; the Tipperary, situated 
between the river Nore and the town of Cashel ; and the Munster coal district, 
which occupies portions of the counties of Clare, Limerick, Kerry and Cork. 

Could you draw any line through Ireland that would separate the bituminous coa. 
districts from the stone coal districts? — The whole of the coal districts situated to the 
north of a line drawn from Dublin to Galway would contain bituminous coal, while 
those to the south would contain only non-flaming or stone coal. 

Among these districts, which do you consider the most valuable? — The Connaught 
coal district, the district of Lough Allen. 

Speaking generally, do you consider the extent of coal fields in Ireland to be greater 
or less than the extent of the coal fields of Great Britain ? — The coal fields of Ireland, 

1 think, taken as a whole, are nearly as extensive as the coal fields of Great Britain, 
in point of superficial extent. 

Considering the quantity of coal that might be applied to beneficial purposes, 
do you consider that England or Ireland is the best provided ? — England greatly. 

Is the quality of the coal that is found in the Lough Allen district, better or worse 
than the Newcastle and Whitehaven coals? — The quality is different; it is not equal 
to either of those mentioned; the quality is a kind of medium between the open 
burning or quick blazing coal of Scotland, and the caking coal of Whitehaven. 

Do you consider it, on the whole, as very good coal for culinary and manufacturing 
purposes ? — I do. 

On what occasion did you examine the district of Lough Allen ?— I examined the 
district of lough Allen for the Dublin Society, and wrote a report on the subject, 
which has been printed, and laid before this Committee. 

What time did you examine it? — In the year 1814. 

Was the quantity of good coal in that district sufficiently known and ascertained 
before your visit ? — It was not known ; there had been two or three collieries opened 
in it, but the extent of the coal field was not ascertained. 

What may be the average depth at which the coal lies of the Lough Allen 
district? — I should suppose the average depth may be about 25 fathoms; I speak with 
caution on that point. 

Is it particularly subject to, or particularly exempt from water, as compared with 
other coal districts ? — It is particularly exempt from it; being placed on a high level, 
the water in most cases may be drawn off by levels or tunnels. 

What is the thickness of the stratum ? — Three feet thick ; there are three beds of 
Coal in the Lough Allen district ; the upper is nine inches, the second is three feet, 
and the third also is three feet thick ; but the centre one is by much the best. 

As to the centre one, are we to understand you as saying its average depth is 20 or 
30 fathom below the surface? — Yes. 

Are there any works carrying forward in the centre bed at present? — There are ; 
coals are working by Colonel Tennison, and also on the Archbishop of Tuam’s 
property. 

Are they carrying on more extensively in consequence of the examination you 
made of the district ? — Colonel Tennison is now working coal in a part of his coal 
field recommended by me. ' ' 

Do you consider the present operations to be skilfully and vigorously conducted? 

? — Very much the corftrarv.

Is there any ironstone in contiguity with the coal ?— There are a great number of 
tlnn beds ot argillaceous ironstone in the district, and in the vicinity of the coal • tliev

At what distance from it?— To answer that question it will be necessnrv to 
describe, to a certain degree, the structure of the district. The Lough Allen coal 
district rests upon hmestone. The first strata consist of alternating layers of shale 
and argillaceous ironstone, 500 feet in thickness, which rise abruptly from the 
limestone, and form a steep hill or cliff. The shale when exposed to air, disintegrates 
at the surface, and large quantities of argillaceous ironstone are thereby loosened 
and are carried by streams into the bed of the river Arigna. During the period the

Does any mode occur to you by which that might be remedied ? — By the adoption 
of steam vessels to tow the boats. 

Has not the Royal Canal been very recently opened into Lough Allen? — A canal, 
but not the Royal Canal, has lately been opened into it. 

Is it not now practicable to send coals from these collieries the whole way to 
Dublin by the canal? — It is ; and the object has been effected. 

Is it your opinion that this coal can ever be supplied to Dublin as cheap as the 
Whitehaven coal ? — I am of opinion that Lord Lonsdale could always undersell 
the Irish Coal. 

Are the peasantry in the vicinity of Lough Allen a quiet and well-behaved set of 
people? — They are. 

Do' you conceive there is any impediment to the investment of British capital, at 
this moment, in that particular district of Ireland ? — None whatever. 

Are we distinctly to understand from you, that you consider the coals to be 
perfectly good for the purposes of smelting iron ? — I consider it to be extremely 
good for the purposes of smelting iron. 

Compared with the English coal at Shropshire, do you conceive it better or 
worse? — I conceive it as good. The advantage of the iron works at Arigna, over 
the iron works in Shropshire, consisted in the superior richness of the argillaceous 
ironstone. 

Are you able to speak as to the extent of the quantity of coal in Shropshire? — No, 
I cannot. 

What is the next coal field in Ireland, in point of value, after Lough Aden? 
— I think the Kilkenny. 

Is the Kilkenny more or less extensive in the quantity of coal than the Lough 
Allen district ?■ — The Kilkenny coal district at present contains three extended beds of 
coal. There were three others, which are now worked out. The remaining beds are so 
very deep towards the centre, that though the actual quantity of coal in the Leinster 
district is greater than that of the Lough Allen district, still as the whole of the coal 
of the Lough Allen district can he made available, I should say a greater quantity 
of coal canTe raised from the Lough Allen than the Leinster district. 

Did you, upon the occasion of your visit, discover any additional or more valuable 
strata of coal in the Leinster district, than the proprietors had before been acquainted 
with ? — When I visited the district, it was generally believed that it contained but 
one bed of coal ; I afterwards ascertained that it contained eight workable beds, six 
of which were of considerable thickness. 

Have all the beds been worked which were discovered by you ? — The whole of the 
beds had heen previously discovered, but the workmen and agents were unacquainted 
with their relative positions. 1 traced them in places throughout the district, and 
where no coal was supposed to occur. 

Do you consider the Kilkenny coal to be proper for manufacturing purposes? — For 
certain kinds of manufactures ; when free from sulphur, it would answer for melting 
iron, and it would also answer for distillation, malting, and other purposes of that 
kind. ■} 

Taking then the Lough Allen coal district to be most valuable, and the Kilkenny 
district the next in poiut of value, what should you say was the third? — I think the 
Munster district, which extends through the counties of Clare, Kerry, Limerick and 
Cork ; but the most valuable part of the district is the southern portion in the county 
of Cork, situated immediately to the north of the river Blackwater. 

Is that worked at present? — It is. 

By whom ?— There are several collieries at work, but the most important is that of 
Dromagh, worked by Mr. Leader. 

To what purposes is it applied ? — Chiefly to the purpose of burning lime; within 
the last year, the produce of one of the purer beds has been used for domestic pur- 
poses. Owing to the change in the distillery laws, this coal may be made available 
for the purposes of distillation, and a distillery is now erecting at Dromagh. The 
coal is slow in burning, and gives out a very great heat 

Can you give us any satisfactory information as to the value of the 1 ipperary coal 
district? — I am not accurately acquainted with the whole of the details of the 
Tipperary coal district, but I know it contains three workable beds of coal, two of 
which are two feet in thickness, and are fully equal in quality to any which now 
remains in the Kilkenny coal district. uJ h

(May 1-2 ) Describe, if you please, the Antrim coal district to the Committee ? — The Antrim 
J •> coal district forms a narrow strip immediately to the south of Fairhead ; the strata 
are exhibited on the face of the cliff; they lie nearly horizontal, and the coal is raised 
by driving drifts inwards from the cliff. 

Do you consider there is any considerable quantity of coal in the district?— I do 
not conceive there is any considerable quantity ; the whole of what has been dis- 
covered is now nearly wrought out. 

Are you able, from the resources of geological science, when you have ascer- 
tained the strata fication of the country, to say, with tolerable confidence, in what 
country coal can be found ?— I am able. 

Without any doubt on the subject ?— Without any doubt whatever. 

Is any instance within your knowledge, of the Grand Canal company having bored 
at a very considerable expense, at a spot where any person acquainted with the 
subject could have told them it was impossible they could have found coal ? —The 
Grand Canal company did make some experiments on the limestone district, bevond 
t m boundary of the coal country ; though close to it. there was no probability of 
their finding coal m that situation. J 

Where was that trial made ?— In the Queen’s county. 

Will you describe the extent and the value of the Tyrone coal district?- The 
Tyrone coal district is very small ; it is not above four miles in length, or two in 
bie ad th ; it contains nine beds of coal, one of which is n feet in thickness • one five ■

Have you examined the quality of the porcelain clay of Ireland? — I have. 

Have you found any that is sufficiently pure to serve for manufacture? — That of ' ' y ■ 
the county of Wicklow, in the neighbourhood of Baltinglass, was found fully equal 
to that of St. Stephen’s, in Cornwall ; but that from Tullow, in the county of Car- 
low, was not equal; it was found to contain small portions of iron. 

Are you acquainted with the position of the different metallic ores in Ireland, 
and in what districts they occur? — I am generally acquainted with what is at pre- 
sent known of the metallic mines of Ireland. Few have been worked to any extent, 
and consequently, it is difficult to give an opinion of their value. 

Does your geological knowledge enable you to point out the situation in which 
such metallic ores are likely to occur, and such in which they cannot occur? — It 
does not enable me to particularize the country in which they cannot occur, but 
I am enabled to state where they are likely to be met with. 

In point of fact, such as you know to exist, are they found in any particular 
description of country? — They are found in particular districts or lines of country. 

There is no general principle for metallic veins, but they are more frequently to be 
met with near the boundaries or junctions of rocks than other parts, and those veins 
which have been discovered in such situations have been found to produce the most 
metal. 

Is there a considerable quantity of copper ore in Ireland? — Several mines of 
copper have been discovered in many parts, particularly in the western part of the 
county of Cork, to the south of the river Kenmare. It contains a great number of 
veins, traversing primary slate rocks ; but to the north of the river Kenmare copper 
veins are found in limestone. 

Are there not considerable quantities of copper in Wicklow? — Several veins were 
discovered and worked in Wicklow, near the vale of the river Ovoca. Several 
others have been traced, but have never been worked. The great mining district of 
Wicklow occurs on the boundary of granite and slate districts; avast number of 
veins are known, and no doubt others exist which have not been discovered ; the 
surface is chiefly covered by bog, and the veins already traced are visible in the 
precipitous cliffs or the beds of mountain streams. These veins contain lead and 
zinc. 

Are any of them worked? — There are two at present at work; one at Ballycorus, 
near the Scalp, and one at Glenmalur. Several others have been worked at dif- 
ferent times, but never v\ ith any spirit. 

Has it occurred to you to consider, whether, supposing there was sufficient science 
and capital employed in the working of the Irish copper mines, for instance, in the 
Cork and Kerry district, that the copper works could be carried on at a profit in 
competition with the copper works of England and Wales? — The surface appear- 
ances of the copper veins of Cork and Kerry are equally favourable with those of 
Cornwall and Wales, and I have no doubt, if the works were conducted with the 
same spirit, they would turn out to equal advantage. 

Are we to understand, that you think, that neither sufficient scieuce or capital 
have ever been employed in the copper works of Ireland, so as to lead to any fair 
conclusion? — There were only three extensive copper works ever opened in Ireland, 
two of which were in the county of Wicklow, viz. at Ballymurtagh and at Crone- 
bane; the latter was well conducted, but the ores were very poor, and consequently 
the mine was not found profitable. The third is now in operation ; it is situated in 
the county of Cork ; the mine is called Allahies; it is conducted with great spirit and 
science, and with very considerable success. 

Since what time?— It has been in a state of working for the last 12 or 14 
years. 

Are we to understand that, with a geological map properly constructed, all these 
facts and any subsequent discoveries made from time to time, might be so expressed, 
that persons who understood geology would be possessed of the information you 
are now giving? — If the map was on six inches to a mile, the whole of the details 
requisite could be exhibited. 

I believe we need hardly ask, whether you consider that it would be of impor- 
tance, as being likely to attract and direct British capital towards Ireland, that 
a geological map should be so constructed as to exhibit all this information? — I con- 
ceive it would be of very great public advantage.

ay 12 would be necessary to construct the geological map, if a correct map was handed to 
me, and I should think it necessary, where the materials were imperfect, to proceed' 
myself, or employ an assistant, whom I might instruct to till up the remainder. 

Do not you consider a very considerable extent of supplemental examination- 
would still be necessary, before you could undertake to construct a geological map 
of sufficient accuracy? — Certainly. 

In what manner would you propose to supply that? — Entirely from my own ob- 
servation or persons whom I should instruct, acting under my own directions. It 
would be necessary the persons should be connected with me, and I should under- 
stand their descriptions, and they my terms, or we should' not have sufficient unity. 
It would be necessary the geological map should be accompanied with a copious 
memoir, describing every substance which the country contains. 

Does it occur to you to suggest any thing to the Committee, under what authority 
or by what funds such an examination should be prosecuted ? — I conceive the por- 
tion of the funds requisite would be supplied, as it is at present, by the Royal 
Dublin Society, who now employ me in making geological observations of certain 
portions of the country ; but to fill up the detail which would be required for this 
map, I fear the funds of the society would be found insufficient. 

At what expense per annum, and in how many years, would you be able to 
supply the information necessary for constructing the geological map, and sufficient 
details for the purposes we have stated?

What is the most abundant species of rock that is found in Ireland ?— Limestone. 

Can you describe, generally, the situation of the limestone district of Ireland ? - 

The limestone occupies the centre portion of the country; it extends nearly from 
north to south. It begins at Lough Erne, and extends to the county of Cork ■ in. 
an east and west direction, it extends uninterruptedly from Dublin to Galway ' It 
occupies^nearly two-thirds of the whole surface of Ireland. ’ ■' 

Does it, throughout these two-thirds, come, generally speaking, near to the surface 
of the earth. In most cases, it does; but in some parts it is covered by clay and 
m others, to a great depth, by bog. Nearly the whole of the flat bogs in Ireland 
rest upon limestone. 



Is there any chalk in Ireland? — Chalk occurs in the county of Antrim - it is 
much more compact than the chalk of England. 

S enerall y speaking, of better or worse quality than 
that ot England ? It is similar to the mountain limestone of England and of the 
same quality ; but the newer limestone of England is very different : it is more earthy 
and sometimes contains magnesia, and various other ingredients.

Describe the relative excellence of the Kilaloe slate quarries and thosacif Bangor,-.

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The slate quarries of Kilaloe are as easily split, and as light as those of Bangor, in 
North Wales ; but they do not keep their colour as well. 

Can the Kilaloe slates be raised in as large sheets as the slates of North Wales? 

The dimensions of the slates of Kilaloe are sometimes very great ; I have seen 

them as large as four feet by three. 

Will you describe the qualities of the slate of Valentia Island ? — The Valentia 
Island slate is of a very durable quality ; it is rougher in its nature, and heavier, not 
being so easily divisible into thin flakes as that of Kilaloe ; but I think it is of 
a more lasting or durable quality, and it preserves its colour. 

Do you conceive, that it would be expedient to include, upon the proposed map 
of Ireland, the present houses occupied by the peasantry of the country ?— I think it 
important that nothing should be put upon the map which is liable to a rapid change, 
and consequently I would make a selection of the houses. I would not put in 
a house under a certain class. 

In point of fact, have any instances come within your knowledge, in which very 
rapid changes in the houses of the peasantry of Ireland have taken place?— There 
has ; when making a survey of Roscommon, great pains were taken to mark down 
every cabin; and in correcting the map, two years afterwards, I found that in many 
parts the houses had been thrown down, and new ones built in other places; and 
consequently we had to make considerable alterations on the map. 

On the whole, did the number of houses appear to have increased or diminished? 
— I think they appeared to increase ; but in the county of Roscommon the appear- 
ance of increase was unusually great, owing to a general change of system, from tenants 
holding a farm in common, to each individual holding a farm of his own. Each of 
the neW tenants built a house on his farm, and the old villages were thrown down. 

How lately was this? — It was in the years 1814, 1815 and 1816. 

Have you had any occasion to ascertain what the average cost or value of one of 
the houses occupied by the mere peasantry of Ireland may be? — That will in a great 
measure depend on the price of timber ; the expense will vary from 5/. to 7 l. 

Do you know, whether iron works were carried on in' the county of Mayo 70 or 
80 years ago ? — Iron works, in which charcoal was used as fuel, were carried on in 
different parts of Ireland within the last 50 years.

Mr. William Bald, called in ; and Examined. 

HAVE you surveyed the county of Mayo? — I have. 

Have you surveyed any other counties? — I have been employed, and I am now 
engaged in making a territorial survey of the county of Clare. 

Are you now engaged in that survey ? — I am. _ : • 

How long have you been employed in Ireland as a civil engineer. —Since 1809. 

Principally in the county of Mayo ? — Yes. 

Have you surveyed any districts of lesser extent than counties ? I have surveyed 
a vast deal of private property in the counties of Galway, Roscommon, Sligo and 
Mayo ; also some in the Queen’s, and King’s County ; and in Scotland, to the extent 
of 300,000 acres, in minute surveys, between the Cheviot mountains, forpaing the 
southern boundary of Scotland, and the But of the Lewis in the long Island. 

Then you have mapped all this?— Every part, on a large scale; I can sbpw 
a great portion of them ; they were reduced by Arrowsmith, and engraved on his 
map of Scotland. 

Of what part? — The Islands of Harris, Benbecula, South List, Carona 
Monk, &c. &c. They are engraved on the map alluded to, published under the 
authority of the Commissioners appointed by Parliament for making roads and 
building bridges in the Highlands of Scotland ; and for further particulars I refer to 
the memoir published by Arrowsmith, on the construction of his map of Scotland. 
These surveys were valuable, as General Roy’s Military Survey of Scotland did not 
extend into the Western Isles and Hebrides.

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Was it a map engraved under the authority of Parliament ?— It was a map con- 
structed from original materials, obtained under the authority of the Parliamentary 
(May io.) Commissioners for making roads and building bridges in the Highlands of Scotland 
' y 3 ' and by whose permission it was published. 

Have you any engravings of surveys made by you in Ireland ? — Yes, I have. 

What district ? — Part of Mayo. 

How came it to be partially engraved ? — I believe the engraving is now going on 
in Paris. 6 

Do you mean it is part of the county map ? — It is part of the county map. It i 8 
now here, and can be laid before the Committee. 

Have you been engaged at any time in valuing lands? — I have. Upon my 
arrival in the west of Ireland, in the county of Mayo, there were no surveyors in 
possession of a theodolite, they were only accustomed to survey by the magnetic 
needle and compass, and not by the modern plan of England and Scotland. 

And of course, not with the same accuracy ? — Their surveys were princi- 
pally laid down by bearings taken by the circumferenter, not minute, nor were they 
particular in distinguishing the various qualities of the lands ; arable and green 
pasture, bog and water, were all the distinctions made ; any property surveys made 
by me, or under my direction, specified the number of acres of arable, arable 
on bog, pasture, good bottom, inferior bottom, rock, mountain, bog, wood and 
water ; in general extending to a measurement of each field ; and there has been 
considerable demand for surveys done in such a manner. 

Were these surveys for the purpose of purchase and sale generally? — For the 
setting of lands, for the dividing and valuing of lands, and sometimes for the sale of 
property. 

When was your map of the county of Mayo finished ? — The survey and map of 
Mayo was finished in i Si 6. 

Has that map been rendered useful in the levying of the grand jury taxation in 
any respect ?— Not in any respect. It has been extremely useful for engineering 
purposes, laying out of roads, bridges and piers, also pointing out lines of navi- 
gation. 

What scale is it upon ? — It was protracted on a scale of four inches to an English 
mile; there were reductions then made, and a general map of the county drawn on 
a scale of three inches to one mile, and a map drawn upon a scale of two inches to 
an Irish mile, for the purpose of being engraved. 

Will that map produce any equality in apportioning the county cess ? — The 
survey and map of the county of Mayo is similar in execution to the ordnance 
survey and map of England, and does not distinguish the boundaries of town- 
lands, and consequently cannot adjust the county cess; it is purely a topographic 
map, exhibiting the mountains, hills, rising grounds, bogs, woods, towns, houses, 
roads, harbours, piers, lakes, rivers and rivulets, the heights of the loughs and bogs 
over the sea, with the depths of the bogs ; the soundings on the coast have been 
copied in from the Admiralty charts, executed by Murdoch M'Kenzie, of whose 
merits as a hydographic surveyor and works, I will have an occasion to refer to 
hereafter. The heights of the hills and mountains were determined by barometers, 
and a triangular measurement was extended over the whole county, from seven base 
lines, which were measured by a chain made for the purpose by Edward Trough ton 
and had its terminating points laid off from the British brass standard in the Tower 
of London. I have written an account of the trigonometrical operation, which has 
been read before the Royal Irish Academy, and I believe is now printing for their 
transactions. Having been employed as an engineer by the commissioners appointed 
to inquire into the nature and practicability of the drainage of the bogs of Ireland 
to survey level and report on 1 60,000 acres of bog in the counties of Mayo and Sligo’ 
1 was thereby, enabled to extend a series of levels over Mayo which have been 
copied into the map of the county. 

What are the civil divisions by which the county is distinguished in the county 
map? — In baronies. 1 

No smaller divisions?— No smaller divisions than baronies. 

.^o the surveys you have made of any other large tracts, what divisions have you 
adopted ? — When I have been employed, with a view to give a survey and valuation 
of anykuds, for the purpose of being either set, sold, bought or divided, I have 
usually surveyed each field. 

What civil divisions have you adopted ?— Divisions of parishes, towntands and 
denominations within lowulands. I issues, rowmanus, anu 
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Have you a general scale of expense of these minute surveys you have made?— 

I have. 

What may the expense be? — For surveying inclosed districts, in minute detail, as 
1 have before described, per acre; but chainmen and mearsmen are furnished 
free of expense. 

That was the expense for the most minute survey you could make'’ — The most . 
minute survey I could make; in other tracts, with few divisions, at the rate of 
6 d. per acre. 

How minute was the survey? — In divisions extending from 20 to 80 acres each. 

Do you mean distinguishing the qualities of the soil? — I mean distinguishing the 
quality and extent of each kind of land. 

Have you any calculation of the expense that would be incurred by a survey of- 
Ireland in townlands, distinguishing the qualities of the soil in each townland? — 

I have drawn out a plan for a general survey of Ireland, at the rate of 6 d. per 
acre. 

Is there any foundation at present existing upon which you would proceed for 
such general survey ; is there any authority to which you would refer ; have you not 
a written plan or project? — I have ; here it is.

Proposed Plan for Surveying and Valuing Ireland in Townlands. 

“ Ireland may be divided into either four or six divisions, and given in charge to 
“ either four or six engineers who have had practice in the surveying of land. 
“ If divided into four districts, each engineer to have 25 surveyors; if into six 
“ divisions of nearly equal extent, then about 1 7 surveyors to each, which will, 
“ according to my calculation, complete the land survey and valuation of Ireland in 
“ eight years. 

“ For — suppose each surveyor to be employed 150 days in the field, and I esti- 
“ mate he will survey about 100 acres in the day, at a mean ; — ' 

“ In the inclosed country, he will survey 50 acres per day; in the open or unin- 
“ closed, 150; the mean per day will be, as above, 100 acres; then, in 150 days, 
“ he will have surveyed 15,000 acres ; and if there be 100 surveyors employed, they 
“ will complete, in eight years, the survey of twelve millions of Irish acres, or 
“ 19,438,016 English acres, being the extent of all Ireland. The other 150 days 
“ will be required in the house to calculate and draw the maps; so each surveyor 
“ will be able, at an average, to finish and complete the calculations and maps of 
“ about 15,000 Irish acres per year; and this I think maybe done at the rate of 
“ 6 d. per acre, which, for 1 2,000,000 of Irish acres, the extent of Ireland, will cost 
“ 300,000/. 

“ The engineers intrusted with the respective districts should confer together from 
“ time to time, and compare their respective work, that uniformity of execution may 
“ be carried on throughout the whole survey. 

H A map to be drawn of each townland, describing the boundaries of the deno- 
“ minations in each; the houses, fields, fences, rising grounds, hills, mountains, 
“ roads, rivers, rivulets, and the extent of each field or inclosure, distinguishing 
“ the arable, meadow, arable on bog, good bottom, inferior bottom, pasture, rocky 
“ pasture, mixed heathy pasture, mountain, wood, bog, w'ater, and rock. 

“ The detailed contents shall be formed, as well as the abstract contents and 
“ valuation, into tables, as follows, and be drawn out upon a distinct sheet.”

“ Every townland shall be laid down from a scale of 1 2 perches to one inch, 
“ each perch 21 feet long; and the contents given in English, Scotch and Irish 
“ acres. 

“ The maps and tables of contents, with the valuations of the various townlands 
“ in each parish, to he bound together, and to form a distinct volume, arranged 
“ into baronies and counties. 

“ The tables of contents shall contain a description of the nature of the soil and 
“ rock, the value of the eel weirs, salmon fisheries and woods. 

“ The engineers of the respective districts shall select the most efficient and expe- 
“ ricnced of the surveyors to make the valuations, or of such persons as they shall 
“ think most competent, should any difference of opinion arise. 

“ The engineers of the respective districts shall be held accountable for the accu- 
“ racy of the respective surveys and valuations. 

“ After the engineers shall have completed the surveys and valuations of the respec- 
w tive townlands in Ireland, should it be deemed advisable, maps can be made of 
“ each parish, exhibiting the whole detail contained in the maps of the townlands, 
“ accompanied by a volume of reference, contents and valuations ; the map of each 
“ parish to be on the scale of ten inches to one Irish mile. 

“ From the maps of each parish, barony maps may be constructed, and a general 
“ map of each county, which should point out the boundaries of townlands, parishes, 
“ baronies and such other civil divisions, as the liberties of cities ; and propose a scale 
“ of five inches to one Irish mile for the map of each county. 

“ As no map of either a parish, a barony or a county can be constructed and 
“ made, until all the townlands shall have been surveyed and maps drawn of them, 
** it will be full time for the respective engineers to be furnished with triangular 
“ measurements of their districts, to connect the townland maps into maps of 
“ parishes baronies and counties, after the whole geometrical survey of the townlands 
“ have been made. 

“ The Board of Ordnance will, in consequence, have near eight years to complete 
“ffie trigonometrical survey of Ireland, which survey may now be commenced and 
“ carried on, while the engineers and surveyors may be at the same time surveying 

the townlands.” 



What scale would be required for the proposed map ?--I have already stated it to be 
twelve perches to an inch, and six perches to an inch for the maps of towns and 
cities. 

You do not include the expense of the ordnance survey in the 300,000/.? — 
No; I mean the territorial survey, not including a trigonometrical survey of 
Ireland. 

Do you measure waters ? — I measure lakes rivers and roads, the whole surface 
of Ireland. 

Do you undertake to include a valuation as well as a survey? — I certainly do. 

What time would that occupy ? — I have stated it at about eight years. 

Then it is the territorial survey and valuation that will be paid for by the 
300,000/.? — Yes. 

And 
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And the territorial survey will take that period of time? — Yes, if there are too 
surveyors employed. 

Could harmony subsist among more than 100? — I should not like to employ 
more at first, until some experience had been acquired, after the survey had a little 
advanced, as to the propriety of employing more to expedite it. 

You are acquainted with Ireland? I am; — I have been mostly over the whole of 
Ireland, and generally there since 1 809 ; but I have been, during that period, some* 
times in Scotland, England, and on the Continent. 

In order to ascertain the value and extent of every townland, would it not be 
necessary to ascertain the value and extent of each field in it? — Yes; I think, in 
such a national work, every field should be measured ; for although it might not be 
necessary in every instance, yet I think there are reasons for having it done in the 
most minute manner ; I would carefully preserve the rough protracted plan of each 
townland, and oblige the surveyor to give in his field notes. 

And should the valuation of each acre go along with that? — I would preserve the 
valuation of each quality of land and field on the surface of the map, because it 
would unfold and exhibit the data, by which the value of each townland had been 
made.

Should the valuation appear on the map? — The valuation should be on the 
sheet of contents, which belong and refer to the map of each townland ; and the 
value per acre should be marked on each piece of land laid down in the protracted 
map, which should be most carefully kept as a duplicate. 

Are we to understand, you would preserve these documents for the purpose of 
distributing the tax upon the documents ? — I would carefully preserve them for that 
purpose, and also for other purposes. 

Are you of opinion that the distribution should not be left to the inhabitants of the 
townlands or the proprietors? — The inhabitants of the townlands, I fear, would not 
agree, but the proprietors might arrange it. 

Then you are of opinion that the tax should be levied according to your measure- 
ment and valuation ? — The exact measurements and valuations would afford the 



necessary data for applotment. 

Into how many divisions would you propose to class the value? — Into as many 
divisions as the land of a different quality and value would be found in each town- 
land, denomination and field. - 

Would it be possible to value a townland sufficiently correct, so as toenable-the 
collectors of the county cess to applot the sujn fairly upon the inhabitants, witfidut 
valuing each field in it. — It might be possible, wliere the fields were of. -the. same 
quality of land ; I have already given my reasons for having the fields all mea- 
sured, both as the means of verifying the surveys of each townland, as to their 
accuracy, and pointing out the respective holdings in each denomination of land; 
in many cases it would be necessary to measure the fields so as to obtain the valuie, 
for fields sometimes differ in value from one another. 

Is there any survey of particular parts of Ireland, which might be included 311 
the general survey without re-surveying? — There are many accurate surveys, of

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private property in Ireland, but I fear there would be much difficulty in procuring 

Can the ancient boundaries of townlands be ascertained; is there any way of 
ascertaining them? — The ancient boundaries of townlands may in many ‘instances 
be ascertained, but in some cases they cannot. The surveys of Sir William Petty 
might sometimes be of use in tracing defaced boundaries. J 

From your practical experience, would there be much difficulty in tracing the boun- 
daries of townlands ?— - No difficulty in tracing the boundaries of modern townlands. 

To what periods do those which you call modern divisions go back ?— The names 
of die various townlands in the county cess book are, in many instances, different 
from the names now in existence. The modern townlands are sometimes not known 
by the ancient names ; boundaries of holdings are constantly changing. 

Are they not contained in the Down survey ? — The ancient names ire. 

Do you then consider that the Down survey would be useless?— I do not say so ■ 
it might sometimes be useful in tracing boundaries; but I would survey every 
townland according to the modem boundaries, and as far as might be useful the 
ancient boundaries. 

Have you had occasion to compare the Down survey, or parts of it, with any 
actual survey ?■ — I have. J 

Have you found it correct or incorrect ?— I have found it in some cases very nearly 
representing the boundary, and in others not. J 

Are there such inaccuracies as would make it impossible to be taken as the' 
basis of any surveys?— It never could be taken as the basis, from the smallness of 
the scale, and incorrectness of the outline in many cases. 

On what scale is the Down survey ? — 40 perches to an inch. 

Would it be difficult to ascertain the boundaries of townlands in bogs ? The 

boundaries of townlands in bogs are in general undefined, and frequently unknown 
Is there any important object to be attained by pointing out the boundaries’of 
townlands in bogs?— Yes, to the extent of property in the event of a general drainage 
of the bogs of Ireland. 6 ! 

Are disputed boundaries frequent ?— There are many disputed boundaries • par- 
ticularly in bog. ’ 1 

What would you do if there was a disputed boundary to be laid down ; how would 
you attempt it?— I would survey the respective boundary claimed by each townland ' 
give the extent, describing it to be disputed land, and leaving it to be decided 
hereafter as a legal question.

Exhibit it as an undefined boundary j boundaries through extensive tracts of 
bogs are very often unknown. 

Do not you think, that if questions arose upon property, that the parties adjoining 
townlands would be able very, accurately to define them?— I have bad on three 
occasions, something to do with disputed bog boundaries of townlands ; and in one 
instance, I remember 500/. being lost in a lawsuit for one acre of bog/ 

Was bog valuable there ? — It was. 

Do not you conceive that it was rather a fraudulent case than a case of ignorance? 
— 1 cannot say. " 0 f 

Do you not conceive, generally, that where the parties intend fairly, they are able 
to define .the boundaries of the respective townships?— I think not, in many of the 
great bogs of Ireland. 

Do you think they have been fairly tried on the subject, because these grounds 
are left out ot grand jury taxation ?— In surveying private property, I have had 
occasion to trace them through great bogs, and I have found a difficulty. 

What would be the best way of having the boundaries of townships pointed out? 
—By the gentlemen of the country sending their most intelligent people to point out 
the boundaries, and always having two mearsmen, one, or even two from each 
townland, assisted by the grand jury collector of tax. In the county’of Clare it 
was so arranged. J 

Did you proceed on that? — I did. 

Did you find a facility in ascertaining the townlands ?— As much as I surveyed 
I tpund no difficulty whatever, and I apprehend none. J 

Would it be difficult to have the features of the country described, the hills and 
val eys all over Ireland ?-I have proposed it should be 7 o tobjlfiS 
in for the general territorial survey of Ireland.

What species of topographic representation would you advise ?— In the topogra- 

phic 
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phic military schools of Italy, France, Germany and England, different modes are Mr 
adopted ; the topographic engineers of France and Italy adhere to the principle of . ,,,li!iam 
light and shade in their drawings and engraved maps. On the Continent I purchased 
a model of topographic representation, engraved at the military school in Lombardy ' * 

by Bordiga, in 1812, by order of the minister of war, which is perhaps, of its kind, 
one of the finest specimens of the art yet executed. The engraver of this map was 
brought from Italy by Buonaparte, to engrave military maps in the Depot de la 
Guerre, at Paris. The Carte des Chasses, began in the reign of Louis the 14th, and 
finished about 1807, consists of 12 large sheets. The price for an engraved copy 
is about 20 guineas ; they are beautifully engraved. Several of the maps published 
of north Italy, after the conquest of that country by Buonaparte, are interesting 
specimens of art ; and the large map of Elbe, engraved by Blondeau, in the Dep6t 
de la Guerre in Paris, is of superior execution. It was executed by the topographic 
engineers of France in 1802 and 1803. Mr. Gardner, of Regent-street, is in pos- 
session of copies of this model of topography. I have seen some maps executed 
by the military topographic engineers of Germany upon quite a different principle; 
they represent the irregularity of surface by shading, according to the angle of ascent 
or declivity, representing -the features of the country by light and dark shades, in 
exact conformity with the gentle swells, and rapid undulations of surlace; and 
I believe this to be the principle adopted in the engraved ordnance map of England. 

Is that the mode you would advise to be adopted ?— I should rather like some 
method derived from accurate models of the country ; for although I do admit the 
principle to be correct, yet if it be faithfully adopted in drawing the features of 
mountainous districts, I fear the drawings and maps will have a dead, dull and 
heavy appearance. 

Do you tlfink modelling could be applied with any advantage to the description 
of the features of the country ? — I do ; it is the nearest approximation of art in 
representing the features of a country, and for military purposes superior to any 
map representation, aqd might fie applied to many other important uses. I have 
made a model of part of Mayo, containing 200 square miles ; the perpendicular 
and horizontal scales are four inches to an English mile. This model is in the 
museum of Dublin College. I made other models ; one of Clare Island, which is 
in the Royal Irish Academy, and another of the Island of Ach'd, the largest on the 
coast of Ireland : in the large model every road, rivulet, lake, wood, town, &c. is 
represented, with the outline of the strata. 

What surveys of Ireland have been doner — The oldest map of Ireland is in 
Arrowsmith’s memoir, on the construction ot the map of Scotland, being of the 
fourteenth century. 

A map of Ireland was published in the reign of queen Elizabeth, scale 14 English 
miles to an inch. , 

Speed, in 1610, when James the 1st was colonizing the north ot Ireland, gave m 
a general map. 

About the time of Charles the 1st, was published a map ot Ireland. 

A map of Ireland, during the middle ages, by William Beaufort. 

Richard Blome, by His Majesty's orders, made a map of Ireland. 

A survey and valuation was made of Ireland, called the Strafford survey. 

Sir William Petty published an Atlas of the county maps of Ireland. 

These maps point out the boundaries of parishes and baronies, but not of 
townlands. 

The barony maps in the Record Tower, Dublin Castle, by Sir William Petty, are 
on a scale of 40 perches to an inch ; they distinguish the boundaries of parishes and 
townlands ; the bogs are all dotted, and the hills and mountains are drawn in profile; 
a great part of the maps were destroyed when Dublin Tower was burnt, but have 
been replaced by copies taken by General Valiancy and Major Taylor, from the 
original maps in two volumes, in the king’s library at Paris, which had been captured 
in the Irish channel, by a French privateer, and carried to France, where they now 
remain. I examined them in 1821, in the king’s library, and with some difficulty 
was permitted to copy the map of the barony of T. y rawly, which was all it contained 
of that county. “ The number of the authenticated copies in the surveyor general’s 
« office, Record Tower, Dublin Castle, is about 1,430 5 of these about 260 are of 
“ the baronies, and the remaining 1,17° of fh e parishes ; about 67 of the barony 
•“ maps are burned, with more or less injury ; 130 are fully preserved, and twp t are 
“ stated to be lost. Of the parochial maps, about 39 1 have suffered from the. fire,

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“ about 780 have altogether escaped.” Shaw Mason’s Statistical Memoirs of 
Ireland, vol. ii. 

The Down survey, in two large volumes, is to be found in the Bibliotheque du 
Roi, at Paris, in the manuscript department of the Library; they were, when 
I looked them over, in considerable preservation, and seemed to be carefully 
attended to.

Survey of the bogs in Ireland, 1810, 1811, 1812, by Mr. Griffiths, Mr. Edge- 
worth, Mr. Jones, Mr. Nimmo, Mr. Aher, Mr. Cockburn, Mr. Brassington, Mr. 
Longfield, and myself : there were surveys made of the flat bogs of Ireland to an 
extent of nearly two million of acres. Ireland, however, contains between flat bog 
and mountain bog three million of acres ; and if the mean depth be taken at three 
yards, there will be in Ireland 7,055,247,360 cubic yards of bog soil ; when we con- 
sider this enormous quantity of vegetable matter, still increasing, combined with the 
coal fields, Ireland may be said to be abundant in fuel ; the natural inland navi- 
gation by lakes and rivers, combined with the canals already in existence, offer 
communication in many directions.

Mr. Murdoch M'Kenzie made a general survey of. the whole harbours, 
bays and shores of Ireland, on the scale of one inch to an English mile, with general 
charts, in two volumes. By the date of the variation in 1759, it appears he was 
engaged about 16 years. His sailing directions are valuable; and although the 
outline of the coast is faulty, yet all chart-makers have continued to copy his 
soundings.

Several charts of the harbours on the east coast of Ireland have been published 
by the Fishery Board ; they were surveyed under the direction of Mr. Nimmo, and 
are among the finest engraved specimens of our hydrographic surveys yet pub- 
lished.

Before leaving Dublin, to commence the territorial survey of Clare, 1 was anxious 
to examine to what extent they possessed documents of that county, in the Record 
Tower, Dublin Castle, where Sir William Petty’s maps are kept. I found only three 
baronies of the county of Clare. I was anxious to take outlines of them, in order 
to cpmpare with the surveys that were to be executed. I found the price high, and 
declined. 

Who was this? — The surveyor-general of land. I however was permitted tp 
copy a general map of Clare, in the Dublin library, from Sir William Pettys collec- 
tion of county engraved maps. 

Can you state the sum you would have been under the necessity of paying? — 
I believe it is 6 5. 8 d. for a trace of the outline of each townland ; but I cannot say 
with certainty. 

What place did the officer hold ? — It was his clerk that was then in the office, 
which was that of the surveyor-general of lands for Ireland. 

Do you know who was to receive the money ? — I should suppose the surveyor- 
general, for his trouble in taking care of the maps. 

Have any minute territorial surveys been executed of any states on the Continent? 
— The most modern are those of Bavaria and France ; the maps of Bavaria are very 
minute, extending to the measurement of each field; that of France, called: the 
Cadastre, was at first carried on by valuing extensive tracts, but that had not been 
found to answer. Since 1807 it has been surveyed in minute detail; in 1820, being 
13 years, one-third of each department had been surveyed. I have one or two 
small maps of the survey, Which I procured when in France, and which I can show. 
For 13 years it cost at the rate of 120,000/. per year. France contains abp up, 
1 28,000,000 of English acres, which, at the rate it has been carried on, will cost 
4,680,000/. to compiete the whole territorial survey of France, which is at the

7. Base over the ice, when the lake of Castlebar was frozen, in the barony of Carra 
1 1097.4 feet, and which was rendered of no use, as some idle person had destroyed the 
mark, which terminated the length of the base. I would recommend in all similar operations 
double marks within a few feet of each extremity. The bases were all measured twice. In 
repeating the measurements with Mr. Troughton’s chain, I always observed that the lengths 
measured during the warm part of the day, were minus when compared with the same lengths 
taken in the evening, when the cold had commenced. The thermometers always afforded an 
accurate correction. All the bases, with the exception of the one over the ice, were measured 
during the warm part of the summer ; the corrections were small. In measuring over the 
ice of Castlebar lake in January 1814, Farenheit’s thermometer stood at a mean of 29 0 ; 
the temperature, when the chain had its terminating lines laid off from the British brass* 
standard in the Tower of London, was 65°. of Farenheit’s thermometer ; this is a difference of 
36°. and using the data given by Mr. Troughton, we shall have the following results : —

I had every reason to be satisfied with the result of the measurements obtaiued by the 
chain. I had ordered Mr. Troughton to make a theodolite, two feet diameter although 
not for the express purpose of this survey, yet I had it in contemplation to observe with 
it the large tr.ang es. Mr. Troughton had been much engaged, and after waiting a con- 
siderable time, I despaired of receiving the instrument. The Grand Jury were anxious for 
the progress of the survey, when I resolved upon commencing the triangulation with 
a theodolite seven inches diameter, which I had intended to use, in combination with the 
large one, and which gave, in observing the three angles of a triangle, a difference of not 
more than one minute, and in many instances to thirty seconds. I was not able to observe 
all the angles of each triangle, a proceeding which ought to be strictly attended to in all 
trigonometrical operations; and in the planning of triangles to have them as nearly 
equilateral as possible. Ihe observations from my instrument were not sufficiently minute 
to warrant any spher.ca correction for the triangles, which I greatly regret ; but having so 
many bases, I possessed the means of verification on all sides, and, as will be seen by the 
map of triangles, was seldom doubtful of more than twenty-five feet. Though I am well 
tfie resuHs of ^liis survey, cannot by any means be compared °to the great

Arago and Biot, I am yet inclined to think they may be made useful in correcting our maps 
of Iieland, and that a collection.even of similar observations would not only be f eryiceable 
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in improving the geography of this kingdom, but is much wanted for the safety of the 
navigator. As a proof of this, I here subjoin a few observations for determining the latitude 
of Castlebar steeple ; also a table of latitude obtained from the various maps and charts 
published of Ireland, by which it will appear that almost every headland requires to be 
verified and corrected.

Mr. William Bald again called in ; and Examined. •...!</ 

MIGHT not the topographical representation be performed after the territorial wiWam Bald. 
survey was finished ? — I think it could. y, „ ^ 

Could not any number of common practical surveyors be instructed in one year ?— (May 14..) 

I think it would take more time. 

What number of practical surveyors do you think could be procured in Ireland, 
with your instructions, to perform the common territorial survey ? — I think there 
could be procured in Ireland from 50 to 60 surveyors. 

Competent at this moment? — Competent at this moment to survey townlands. 

How long do you think it would take to instruct a man who knows very little of 
surveying, so as to make him qualified ? — From three to four years. 

As it is a desirable object to have the territorial survey done as soon as possible, 
why could we not procure an increased number of common surveyors, by having 
them educated in the way adopted by Sir William Petty? — I should not venture to 
recommend the survey to be commenced with more than 100 surveyors; they 
might, however, be gradually increased. 

Why would you not recommend 300 or 400, having advised that a practical 
and skilful engineer should be put at the head of each of three or four divisions, 
what objection then would there be to have, we will say 400, instructed, 100 under 
each engineer? — 1 have already mentioned, and I am still of opinion, that it would 
be much better to employ only 100 at first, and increase the number as the survey 
would advance; experience would point out how many more could be employed ; 
the whole talent of the country would be very soon known. 

Why would not the time for making the survey be diminished by increasing the 
number of surveyors ? — That could be done by increasing the number of surveyors 
as the survey advanced. 

Does your objection arise because you could not employ them ? — There would be 
no difficulty in sending competent surveyors to work ; but it is necessary to acquire 
a knowledge of those who are to be intrusted. 

You have advised that Ireland should be divided into four districts, placing, an 
experienced man at the head of each ; suppose you divided Ireland into 16 districts; 
could we not employ 16 experienced scientific men to superintend those districts, 
and to have more practical surveyors under each of these than you have recom- 
mended ?— -I have proposed to divide Ireland into four, five, or six districts; it might 
perhaps be possible to procure 1 6 experienced scientific men ; in such a great work 
as this 1 would recommend caution and care; a little time and experience would 
soon enable each engineer of a district to find out how many surveyors could be 
procured. 

Could one experienced engineer only superintend 10 practical surveyors?— I think 
he might superintend from 1 6 to 25 surveyors. 

But as you have said that Ireland might be divided into 10 districts, and that each 
engineer might have 20 surveyors under him, why might you not employ 200?— 

I have already stated my reason for not employing more at first thau about 100 
surveyors. 

What number of men, consistent with uniformity of system, do you think could 
he usefully applied, if found competent? — From 100 to 200. 

Might we not leave the topographic representation to the ordnance, and to a few 
of the best engineers in Ireland, without being under the necessity of educating 
others? — Yes. 

If the ordnance did the trigonometrical part, and the civil surveyors the terri- 
torial part, would you consider it necessary the ordnance should lay down the 
rivers ? — Certainly not the rjvers, because that would be doing the same thing twice 
over. ■ 

Do you think there can be any difficulty in making a correct map of Ireland, jt it 
is surveyed bv townlands previous to doing the whole country in triangles ?— In 
445. ' K makm S 
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Mr. making accurate modern maps of countries, it has been usual in the commence- 
William liald. m ent, to measure several base lines, and complete a trigonometrical survey as the 

" ^ ' basis for constructing the geometrical survey and map upon; this plan of proceeding 

(May 14.) vvas adopted by General Roy, in the ordnance survey of England, also by the men 
of science in France, by Colonel Lambton in India, and Mr. Ileslar in America ; as 
the accuracy of all great surveys depend upon the measurement of base lines, art 
and ingenuity have been considerably exerted, to measure them with all the accuracy 
possible ; accordingly, different methods have been adopted in different countries 
where these measurements have been made. 

In England, General Roy used steel chains and chrystal rods ; in the late opera- 
tions in France, platina bars ; and in America, iron bars, each two meters long; the 
American base line, from its great length and mode of measurement is very singular ; 
ground for such an operation vvas found there very favourable on one of the great sa- 
vannahs. From the general wish to have a territorial survey of Ireland speedily made, 
I think it quite practicable to proceed with such a survey at once, because the por- 
tions of land to be surveyed and mapped are small, townlands at an average being 
not more than about 300 acres; and the scale from which those surveys are proposed 
to be protracted is so very large, that 1 think when reduced for a general map, no 
"difference will be perceptible, nor will there be any difficulty of connection, pro- 
vided the triangles be sufficiently numerous, and for that purpose I should propose 
two points in every 1 00 acres, every square mile will then contain about twelve 
triangles; therefore, if Ireland contain in round numbers 31,000 square English 
miles, there will be 372,000 triangles extended over the face of the country. The 
officers of the ordnance may say, how shall we know two points in every 100 
acres, the corners of fields, houses, old castles, and mills, will offer points of con- 
nection, and verification readily known, both on the ground, and also on the maps 
of the townlands, which I suppose the officers to be in possession of. 

Why do you think it would be more correct to do it trigonometrically, before the 
survey was made of each particular township? — An angle can be more accurately 
measured than a line by the common land chain, consequently horizontal distances 
can be more correctly ascertained by triangular measurement; and I should like 
very much, in all cases, to depend more upon distances computed from angles than 
those by the chain; I would check geometrical measurements by such means; 
I, however, can see no difficulty in beginning immediately, and making a territorial 
survey of Ireland, provided that maps are only made of each townland. 

If the theodolite was more generally used in Ireland would it not expedite the 
survey? — Yes, it would very much, and improve a considerable portion of the sun- 
veyors. In speaking of the introduction of theodolites into Ireland, I have been 
informed that the artists of France have applied the principle of repetition to 
theodolites; Mr. Edgeworth brought one from Germany, made by Reichenbach, 
only seven or eight inches diameter, which measures angles to two seconds; it was 
proved. by repeating angles, taken by the large ordnance instrument; and in France, 
lately, instruments similar have been made by Gambey, even superior. 

Are these instruments in London? — I have been, told there is one in the pos- 
session of a private gentleman. 

Has nobody attempted to imitate them ? — I have not had time to make sufficient 
Inquiry; I found-, two days ago, at Mr. Thomas Jones’s, mathematical instrument 
maker, Charing-cross, a double repeating small circle; I showed it to Mr. Nimmo; 
it appeared to be a very fine instrument. 

By allowing the territorial survey to precede the trigonometrical, shall we not 
have a check upon the common geometrical surveyor, which we shall not have if thfe 
trigonometrical survey preceded it, and if the common geometrical surveyor was 
Allowed to avail himself of the trigonometrical survey? — If the territorial survey is 
done before the trigonometrical, any error committed in the territorial survey will be 
at once detected by the trigonometrical ; and I am aware that each surveyor, as he 
measures each townland, if he knows the ordnance survey is to come after, will exert 
himself to have all his work accurately done ; because he will be ufiable to know 
what particular points the ordnance may take in each townland, for the purpose of 
verifying the survey and general connection ; but if the trigonbmetrieal survey is first 
nmQfe, the officers of the ordnance ‘will not, in that case, possess the same means of 
proving the accuracy of the surveys made of each townland ; and, in my opinion, it 
would be better to depend upon the officers of the ordnance for verification than the 
geometrical silmybrs. . 

Will 
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. Will you not thus possess the means of detecting inaccuracies in the common geome- Mr. 
trial surveyors work ? — Yes; by measuring two or three fields in any townland where William Bald. 
a doubt would exist as to the accuracy of the survey, and compare them with the ' ’

survey by- measuring a straight line through: it, marking the crossing of every feuce, 
drain and rivulet ; these lines laid down, would prove the accuracy of each respective 
survey. 

The same reasoning applies to recommend a separation of the surveys?— Major 
Colby, and the ofiicers of the ordnance, should be employed to make the trigor 
nouietrical survey; and I think that the territorial survey should be made by men.' 
who have been in the habit of surveying and valuing land. 

What check would you propose on the valuators, that they performed their duty 
with integrity? — I have proposed that the surveyors should value the land, and 
I haye stated, that the engineer should select the most competent person he could 
find to re-value, should any difference of opinion arise. 

Every field ? — All the various qualities of the lands. 

There may be a good surveyor without a knowledge of land at all? — Yes; but 
every surveyor of land knows how to distinguish the qualities ; and in the plan 
I Lave proposed, the most competent surveyors should be selected to make the 
valuations. 

Then you would survey, in the first place, with local knowledge, and in the second 
place, with general knowledge? — Yes. 

Will you take in the localities, such as mill sites, eel weirs? — Yes; I would take 
the value of eel weirs, salmon fisheries and woods. 

Bleach grounds ? — I am not prepared to answer that question. 

Suppose a gentleman laid out 20,000/. on his ground, by building a house upon 
it, you do not value it more? — No ; whatever may be the gain and just value of 
the land ; on the other hand, if 20,000 /. was laid out in building a town, land, 
would rise in value arouud it, in consequence of the demand for agricultural 
produce. 

Would you take existing local advantages into your consideration? — I think - 
wherever there is a manufactory the ground gives value, and I would value it on 
account of that. 

Would you make no difference between land near a town and from it? — According 
to its positive value, not its relative value. 

Mr. Alexander Nimmo called in ; and Examined. 

WHAT is your profession ? — My profession is that of a civil engineer, in Ireland. Mr. 

How long have you been so employed? — I have been employed in Ireland about Alexander Nimmo. 
13 years. v — ^ / 

In what manner? — I came to Ireland on account of the bog surveys, and I sur- 
veyed, for the commission, the bogs of the south of Ireland, in Kerry, and the 
neighbouring part of Cork, and those of the west of the county of Galway ; aqd 
since that I have surveyed a great part of the coasts of Ireland, for the fishery 
board. I have been concerned in making harbours and roads for government, 
and the board of fisheries; and am at present so much occupied in such works* that 
it would not be in my power to take any active share in the intended survey, even if 
I was thought qualified. 

Have you made any exact territorial surveys ? — I and ray young men have made 
many. 

Have you made any surveys with a view to purchase or sale? — None, 

Any with a view to valuation? — None, excepting connected with the public works; 
none of any moment. I have instructed several young men, who have been very 
m.uch engaged in that way. 

In. what way should you advise the survey to be executed, so as to be of moat 
use?— It is my opinion generally, that the construction; of the map of Ireland, with 
a view to the figure of the ground, couLd not be in better hands than in those of the 
board of ordnance, who have been for a considerable time past engaged in that 
particular description of survey ; but I am inclined to think they are not acquainted 
with the detail of the value of land, houses, and other fixed property, and of course 
that we must look to the local surveyors or persons of that class, for. the most cor- 
rect information upon the subject. The surveying of land, and the valuations of 
land and other property, are very ancient. It is the business of a particular r pro- 
K 2 fession. 
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fession. Our earliest surveys were not laid down upon paper, but consist of cata- 
logues of property which are called terriers ; for instance, Doomsday book is one of 
that kind ; the Stratford survey, and Pinner’s survey in Ireland, were things 0 f that : 
kind. And these surveys were, in some cases, as the Strafford survey, connected by 
outline maps, exhibiting the position of the various lots in the catalogue ; and as 
far as the valuation of any country is concerned, something similar must necessarily 
be obtained ; but topographical surveying is a modern science, and it has only been 
invented since the art of engraving enabled maps of that description to be multiplied 
and especially since the invention of fire-arms, and the necessity of attending to the 
levels of ground in the art of war, made it necessary to express- the rise and fall of ■ 
ground upon military maps. Accordingly, the earliest topographical surveys which 
we know are those of Sweden, undertaken by Gustavus Adolphus, and Charles the 
9th, and that country has had since that period, a corps of topographical engineers of 
great merit, and the whole kingdom was, nearly a century ago, surveyed in a very 
correct manner, and represented ichnograpbically. I thought I could have produced - 
a specimen of the general map of Sweden, which is one of the best maps in Europe 
It represents: the whole country with its mountains and vallies. Sweden likewise' 
possesses perhaps the earliest geological map, although from the recent progress of 
that science, the geological representation is not exactly such as we would now adopt. 
The next remarkable topographical drawings or plans which we have, are the battles 
of Lewis 14th, published by Beaulieu. They are only specimens of semi-topo- 
graphy, exhibiting something of the nature of views of the field of battle but they 
show the progress of the art. After these, the battles of Marlborough in the 
Netherlands, published by Friex and other Dutch authors, are nearly as expressive 
as our modern topography. The map-makers of the Netherlands at that time 
probably in consequence of the publication of these plans, produced a variety of 
maps of parts of Europe in a topographical form; and I have seen in some of the 
shops of Amsterdam, many of the plans of that period; one of the most remark- 
able is that of North Holland, drawn for the purpose of illustrating the draina«es 
The next maps of a topographical nature, and, in fact, we may say“the first speci- 
mens in the w ; est of Europe, are those of France, made by Cassini and Picart 
Picart measured a degree in the neighbourhood of Paris, with a view to ascertain 
the figure of the earth. This was repeated afterwards on the same ground by the 
Cassinis, and the meridian prolonged to Dunkirk and to the Mediterranean bv 
a senes of triangles. The perpendicular to the meridian, was also carried to some- 
distance across the kingdom, and it was intended to complete a trigonometrical 
survey and map of the whole of France, which was executed in a very imperfect 
way by various engineers, and the result of it is, the map of France, published under 
the name of Cassini. It is partly ichnographical, and partly orthographical Sub 
sequent operations in France have given us many very pretty maps. The man of 
the forests near Paris, and the environs of Versailles, is perhaps the most elegant 
and one of the earliest; but the art is greatly improved in the present time The 
school of French engineers produced by Cassini, sent some pupils to Britain of 
whomRocque surveyed Middlesex Surrey ^lierks,- and several other countie’s in 
England, Armagh, and Dublin, m Ireland. His pupils in that country form a school 
of land -surveyors at present, the most respectable in the surveying and valuation of 
land in the kingdom, but his science not being such as subsequent operations have 
introduced, these persons still work with the old instruments, the needle or circum 
ferenter, ahd, in case of canal operations, the level. This school has also produced- 
several respectable hydrographic surveys, of which Scale and Richards coast of 
Dublin is one of the be9t. 

Did yon state when the French engineers came in?— Aboutthe vear i7<v rhat 
IS the earliest map we have. Sherrard and Brassington, and most of the present 
surveyors in Ireland, can be traced back to that school ; in Britain the earlier and 
most important topographical survey is that of the Scotch highlands ‘undertaken ' 
under general Watson, after the rebellion in 1 745 I the principf 1 operator was the

property. The survey was subsequently extended over the south of Scotland, and is ' v 

still in manuscript ; but general Roy, in his military antiquities, published a red 11c- (May 14.) 

tion upon a small scale, being a map of Scotia Antiqua, one of the most beautiful 

physical maps that we yet have ; and the specimens in his military antiquities show 

the talents of the artists who were employed in the survey ; of these, Paul Sandby, 

the landscape painter, was the chief, and I presume it is to him that we owe all our 

present knowledge in this country of that art. After communication between the. 

French and British governments, it was agreed to extend the operations of Cassini 
through Britain, and to connect the observatories of London and Paris ; for this pur- 
pose general Roy measured a base line on Hounslow heath, and extended a set of 
triangles to the coast of Kent ; that triangulation has since, under the management of 
the ordnance, been extended all over Britain, and both for the unity of the execution, 
and from the superior skill and experience of the artists who were employed, I should 
conceive that no better plan could be adopted, than to have the same persons extend 
these triangles over the surface of Ireland ; but the detail or filling-in of the survey 
has been much criticised, the triangulations having been filled in by very inferior 
artists, and it appears without any subsequent check upon their operations. 

Do you think the topographic representation is of any importance, except 
either in a military or geological point of view ? — It is very important in civiL 
engineering. I have already observed, that land surveyors and topographical 
engineers are two distinct classes of persons ; the latter class of persons, when em- 
ployed in a civil capacity, we call engineering surveyors ; our ablest men of that 
class derive their information from the survey of the forfeited estates in Scotland, or 
else from foreign sources; their principal occupatipn has been in laying out roads; of 
these we have in Ireland, the Messrs. Taylor, who with Skinner surveyed the roads 
of Scotland, subsequently the roads of Ireland, also the Bath and Dover roads; 
and a school of pupils has been trained by them to use the theodolite, who have 
been employed by the post-office in Ireland in making their mail coach road surveys, 
which are the best British productions of that description, and are still in manuscript; 
the school of engineers is of great merit ; they are mostly now employed in the public 
works in Irelaud ; they are capable of executing the secondary triangulation, and 
representing the detail of topography, but not of executing the great triangulatioo. 

Have you seen Mr. Bald’s models? — I have. 

Do you think that system of topographical representation would be applicable to 
tine survey of Ireland in any way; to perform the topographical representation by 
a system of modelling instead of drawing? — No doubt it would be the most perfect 
representation you could obtain, butit would be prodigiously expensive; the oldestmap 
that we have of almost any country w hatever is RicardusCorinensis map of the British 
islands ; it was made about the time of the invention of engraving. In the detail 
of Ireland, although there is one prodigious error, which is the prolonging the southern 
part so far, the contour of the different chains of hills is not much amiss, and it is 
considerably superior in that respect to the subsequent maps that we have of Mer- 
cator, which is the next map of any consequence ; this is drawn, I suspect, from 
Roman authorities. 

What date is that? — The 14th century ; he published the Itinerary of Antonine, 
which expresses all the Roman roads in Britain. Ptolemy’s map of Ireland does not 
exist as a separate map, but various outlines have been made from his table of lati- 
titudes and longitudes. The next map that we have is that of Mercator, published 
m his “Europe,” with the assistance of Hondius, a Dutch geographer ; and it is 
remarkable, that Mercator’s maps of Britain and Ireland are derived from Danish 
authorities, at which we need not be much surprised, when we consider the extent of 
the Norman and Danish settlements, and the capacity which the present Esquimaux 
show for drawing tolerably correct charts of the countries with which they. are 
acquainted. After Mercator’s map, we have nothing but copies of his Atlas, until 
the time of queen Elizabeth, when several surveys were made, and. in James the 
First’s time; the most important, however, was that made by Strafford, in Charles 
the First’s reign, which is still considered as a rule for the decision of property. - After 
the revolt of Ireland in 1641, and the conquest by the troops of the commonwealth, 
die forfeited lands of Ireland were surveyed by the authority of parliament, and 
much discussion arose at that time respecting the particular form in which the survey, 
should be made. At the recommendation of Dr. Petty, physician-general to. the! 
forces, a survey was taken by the cirCumferenter, and maps of the various town- 
.• 445. K 3 lands 
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Al s ,a£mmm . lan ^'actually laid down upon paper, frequently by men who were not the surveyors, 
^ - ot die paiticular townlands. This survey, from that cause, has obtained' the name of 

the Down survey. The Down survey was done by taking the contour of the town- 
lands by the needle and. chain. The persons employed were, in many cases,, foot' 
soldiers, incapable of laying it down oh paper, which was done by other persons in* 
the capital. They were previously trained, by Dr. Petty, for about two months- 
furnished with needles, and the circumferenter-box ; and "his reason for employing 
the foot soldiers, he says, was, that being accustomed to hardship and bivouacking 
in the field, they might be able to go through the difficult ground and the wild parts of 
the kingdom without repining. In this survey there - was no ultimate check om the 
valuation of land, although the plan was some check on the contents; and it is on 
record, that there were many disputes, arising from land being called profitable of, 
which the value was very small. 

, Would the Down survey be of use ia tracing the boundaries of townlands?— It 
has. frequently been employed for that purpose in cases of disputed property in the 
courts, and is considered to be good evidence against the crown ; but it is so extremely’ 
incorrect, that private individuals at present do not consider it as evidence ; and I have 
heard respectable surveyors in Ireland complain much of the great inaccuracy of the 
Down survey. Nevertheless, I have seen it, even in very wild places where I had occa- 
sion to compare it with some of our bog surveys, much more correct than I could have 
expected, considering the mode in which it was taken. I do not think, on the whole > 
it can be of much value in the replacing of boundaries, though it might be useful to. 
furnish the principal surveyor with extracts of it, especially where any fraud was. 
expected or discovered. The Down survey, even what was surveyed, is not com- 
plete, great part of it being destroyed. A copy of the baronies and parishes, when, 
on its way to Sir William Petty in England, was taken by a privateer, and carried to- 
Pans. About the year 1789, an application was made to the French government for 
this copy, and they permitted a tracing of the maps to be taken.- They are in two. 
volumes; one of them was copied, by a glass, by Major Taylor, then a draughtsman 
engaged upon the ordnance survey of Ireland ; the other was copied by a°French 
draughtsman. I have seen them, and I have no doubt they are perfectly correct 
copies ; but, on appearing in Ireland, their authenticity was objected to, and thev. 
are not used in evidence. " 

In what state is what you call the ordnance survey of Ireland? — The ordnance 
SI J rV , ey ? f .l relan 5 or militar y surve y of Ireland, was undertaken under the authority 
of the Irish parliament, and conducted by general Valiancy, and various assistants 
among whom colonel I arrant, who had been a draughtsman under general Rov* 
with major T aylor, who had been bred in the surveys of the forfeited estates, were two 
ol the chief; but it is little more than a military sketch.

very accurately performed as a secondary triangulation ; and as these were connected ' 7 ’ 

with the observatories of Dublin and Elphin, we were enabled to make a tolerable 
approximation to the position, both in latitude and longitude, of many points of 
the western coast, where we found the ordinary surveys and charts to be extremely 
erroneous; the result of that was published in a paper by the Royal Irish 
Academy. 

Communicated by you ? — Communicated at my request. 

Do you recommend that the ordnance should execute the triangulatibh? — 

Decidedly as well for the unity of operation with that in Britain, as from their 
superior instruments and experience in that particular department. 

And that the rest of the survey should be conducted by common surveyors of the 
country? — I think the ordnance should be employed to make a map, similar to what 
they have done in Britain ; that is to say, to come as far down as they themselves 
would naturally do, in giving us the physical aspect of the county, the hills, the 
fivers, the roads, the woods, bogs and so forth ; but as to all other matters of detail, 

I think they had better take that from the local surveyors. 

Which would you advise, that the triangulation should precede the territorial 
survey, or the reverse ? — lam to understand, that your territorial survey includes 
an exact outline of the boundaries of each property, or holding, as we call it, and 
a valuation of it; and, in that point of view, I am clearly of opinion, that the 
valuation and survey of these matters of detail should precede the operations of the 
ordnance, in order that we might have the ordnance officers as a check upon the 
operations of the surveyors. It has been customary to fill in the detail of these 
national maps by inferior artists, which may be very well, as a matter of repre- 
sentation simply ; but when it comes to be a matter of value and extent of property, 
we have no check upon the inferior artist, as the final operation is delivered into the 
haud3 of the inferior artist, instead of being delivered into the hands of the superior 
artist. It is clear, the local surveyor would take exceeding great care, for his 
character (and, in fact, I would make it a pecuniary loss if he did not), to be as 
correct as possible in his representations, and they should not be carried further than 
his instruments and his science would permit him to go. 

You would not advise, that the maps made by the common territorial surveyor 
should be of more extent than one townland ?— A parish. I have already explained, 
that we have several very respectable land surveyors in Ireland ; these men have 
junior assistants ; and we have a great many country surveyors, very capable of giving 
us the contents of a townland, and even a tolerable valuation of it ; and these men, 
under the guidance of the surveyors of the first class, would, probably, be the best 
for matter of detail of the description you speak of ; and we have a check on them; 
in the superior and respectable man, who, 1 think, is perfectly competent to go as 
far as a parish. 

By allowing the territorial survey to proceed, shall we not have points determined 
in each townland which the ordnance may avail themselves of?— No doubt pf it; 
because you reduce it to a so much smaller scale that any probable error would 
disappear ; when you insert it upon the ordnance map, it is very likely that your 
townland comes to be an object no larger than one of these spaces. 

[Here the witness referred to a, map.] 

If the triangulation was to precede the territorial survey, you might be greatly at 
a loss for points in each townland ; if you have an exact map of one of these.town- 
lands, then you may choose any points you please, by which to connect it with the 
triangulation ? — Yes, upon that principle it would be much more difficult for the 
surveyor in detail to adjust his map to the triangulation, than for the general ordnance 
surveyor to reduce the various detail maps to his triangulation. 

How many points should you recommend; is it two points in a square mile? 

I do not think we have any thing to do with that in the territorial survey. It ap- 
pears to me, that the ordnance surveyor will multiply his triangulation until he finds 
it sufficient to -reduce the separate maps into his general map. 

What do you consider would be the expense of the triangulation? I should 
suppose between 30,000/. and 40,000/. 

Then, on the score of expense, there can be no objection to extend the triango* 
lation as minutely as you please? — If we had the great triangulation, first, of all

How cobld you describe a good cabin, or a bad cabin ? — I will mark the position (^ay J 7 *) 
of the cabins, and then I will describe and value them in the terrier. 

Do you not think it would be more judicious, instead of taking the surveys so made 
and the controlling power reducing them to one standard, originally to establish what 
is the most practicable and judicious standard, with a view to have all operations 
made in conformity to it? — I presume parliament will lay down in the act which 
authorizes this valuation, the particular standard which they think fit to adopt ; but 
there must necessarily be some person to see whether the standard, whatever it’ may 
be, is adhered to. 

Is it not advisable that the valuation should be completed in as short a space of 
time as possible, in consequence of the alteration of the value of lands which takes 
place from year to year ? — I should conceive that it is quite possible for parliament 
to fix a certain date to the survey and valuation, by saying, that it shall be made 
according to the scale of prices of a particular period, and that the prices of the 
period should be assigned by a jury, in the same manner as the fiars or average prices 
of grain are struck in Scotland. 

Why do you think it necessary to take any particular period ?— Because I think all 
maps or valuations must refer to some particular date ; thus, the map of Europe, 
under the Romans, is different from what it is under the middle ages, or in modern 
times, or since the treaty of Paris ; and the same principle applies to maps of the 
most minute portions of territory ; and I conceive it is one of the principal objects 
which Parliament should have in view, to fix a distinct date to the valuation, so as to 
make it matter of comparison at any future time. My reason for referring to prices 
is, that I conceive the valuation must necessarily be made in money, and not by any 
acreable standard, or standard of measure. I conceive that your valuatioh must be 
expressed in pounds shillings and pence. 

Do you mean to take the value of so many acres, so much of arable, &c. ?— 

Decidedly ; as many distinctions as an experienced surveyor would make in the 
particular portion of land which he was then surveying. 

i Although that may be more correct from year to year, yet do not you apprehend 
that would be much less correct from 20 years to 2*0 years, than a corn price; or 
still more incorrect from 50 years to 50 years r — I conceive, that unless you was' to 
take your taxes in corn, that your corn valuation would be a more variable thing 
than the money. 0 

: Do you think the sea is more than 30 miles from any part of the interior of Ire- 
land? — In the way of carriage it is, especially if going to markets, because it js 
common to carry the corn and flour from Galway to Dublin, and Mr. James Conolly, 
from his mills near Carlow, with a navigation the whole way to Dublin, cannot send 
com from these mills to Dublin at so low a rate as it can be brought from New 
York. 

' Do you mean to state, that you think the fairest way of rating the value of land for 
the present measure is to take the value in the money of the day, in preference to 
taking the value in the produce of the land? — I conceive, that for all the purposes 
that you have in view, either in the way of taxation or of sale, or of loans, that 
money must be taken as the standard of value, and that your corn may vary in quality 
and in kind, and also in price, in any given degree ; and that in order to bring these 
varieties to some standard, you will naturally take the price which it will fetch in the 
market, and the price of the produce of your farm, or the sale of your stock, is the 
value of that particular possession, and no other. ‘ 

1 .Do you mean to apply this to distant periods? — Decidedly, until you find from its 
inconvenience that it is necessary to repeat your valuation; you wiH not have much 
occasion to repeat your measurement. 

Would not money vary very little in the space of a century?— If you have an accu- 
rate valuation, the only important change that can take place is the improvement or 
deterioration of the country generally, because the standard will be pretty uniform for 
many ages it is a relative valuation that you obtain for every year after tbe first, and 
that I conceive is all it is possible to obtain. 

Do you think com rent would be a fairer inode of measuring than money rent? — 

No, decidedly not ; I think money rent would be better ; if the taxation was to be 
paid in corn, as I understand the taxes of China are, then the com is money. ' ^

Do you not consider that such distinct surveys, without a general controlling 
authority may not endanger the ultimate accuracy of the survey ?— Certainlv- 
I think there ought to be some central mode of superintendence, I have already 
specified, that it appears to me the surveys and valuation should proceed no farther 
than parishes. I he sum of all the parishes of a county is the valuation of that 
county ; and as to fitting these parish maps into a general map, we have the advan- 
tage and the check of the ordnance officers, without making it necessary for anv of 
the local surveyors to be employed opon the union .of these separate maps ■ but 
I conceive that each separate valuation should be submitted to some authority 
competent to say, train inspection or other information, whether it was a fair and 
legitimate scale that had been adopted in that particular case ; and I would be, 
inclined to give, as early as possible, to the parish its map and terrier, and if they 
found fault with it, to give them an opportunity of appeal somewhere. Such a 
system is adopted 111 France and in Bavaria. 

Do you consider that the survey, as far it has been carried, of France, is very 
authentic for the purposes of taxation?— The original attempt at the cadastre of 
France was by selecting a set of communes out of the various departments, such as'’ 
it was supposed would enable the ministry or government to form an average scale 
of repartition of the contribution Jmcib-e. These original communes were not 
very numeious , but when the system was adopted, there were so many reclamations 
made to the government, and an absolute refusal in many districts to pay the con- 
tribution, that a subsequent and more correct survey and valuation was undertaken 
of each commune by the board of cadastre, which is still going on

Mi. Alexander Ninnno , again called in ; and Examined. 

W OULD you limit the survey to simple parishes, or to union parishes ?-- 1 would Mr. 
in general give the simple parish as a separate map ; and in the event of unions, Alexander Nmmo. 

which may be dissevered, we would have separate maps of the parishes for any future v ‘ --- ' 

purpose. J (Way j8 .) 

You are not aware of the greatest length of a simple parish ?— There are parishes 
of great extent, especially in the west of Donegal and Connaught ; one of the largest 
that I know is the parish of Moyrus, which is about 15 or iG miles Ion**; but in these 
cases the parish is composed of coarse land, and for the purposes of valuation I do 
not consider the great extent would be any obstacle. 

Will you mention the reason why you prefer the common territorial surveyors to 
map whole parishes, rather than to limit them to separate townlands ? — I am of 
opinion, that the word townland is not in universal use over the whole kingdom. In 
Munster the sub-divisions go by ploughlands, and in other parts of the kingdom 
there are other names, probably equivalent, to townlands ; and of these ploughlands 
I happen to know one on the north side of Bantry Bay, which, to the best of “my re- 
collection, is from 15 to 16 miles long, and goes into two parishes. The townland is 
not a general name, nor do I know of any general name for tracts of land of that 
description; but the parochial division goes throughout the whole kingdom, and the 
parish map may exhibit the particular description of sub-denomination” which is used 
in that particular district ; and I conceive the map of a parish is a most desirable 
object at present, especially with a view to the commutation of tithes, and that we 
should have it as soon as possible, without even waiting for such corrections as the 
trigonometrical survey will perhaps produce. 

Then it is because you think the division by parishes would be more useful than 
the division by townlands, that you recommend it ? — I consider, that the division into 
townlands or other sub-denominations, is a necessary element of the map of the parish ; 
and if surveyed by inferior artists, that we might Imve the check of a respectable man] 
who can give security for the accuracy of his work, and who of course would be 
perfectly competent, as I have already I believed observed, to give us the map of 
a parish sufficient for the purposes ot a parochial assessment ; but in anticipation 
of the ordnance survey, I would not go any further than parishes. 

Do you think that good surveyors of land could make measurements upon 
modern trigonometrical principles, so as to connect in a scientific manner so 
large an extent of country as a whole parish ?— I have in my immediate employment 
12 persons, mostly young men, to almost any one of whom, and indeed to all of 
whom, with a little instruction, I would confidently entrust the trigonometrical 
measurement of a parish, and to two or three of them I could with confidence, and 
in fact, did entrust the trigonometrical operations for connecting a great many miles 
of the. coast of Ireland; besides these, I have as many more of an inferior class. 

I only mention this, to show, there are such persons already in the kingdom. 

Shall we not accomplish every object with greater facility, by limiting each common 
Surveyor to a single townland ? —The townland is too indefinite a term to be made 
the basis of the proceeding. The parish is a distinct tract of country, and may be 
subdivided into townlands or otherwise, which may be surveyed by these common 
surveyors whom we speak of, and probably a sufficient valuation obtained ; but in this 
case, it would still be desirable, that the parish should be surveyed under the super- 
intendence of artists of a superior description, who would be capable of surveying it 
upon trigonometrical principles, and with accurate instruments. 

What mode should you advise as the best suited for the purpose of ascertaining the 
boundaries of either townlands or- parishes ? — The very business of a surveyor* is°that 
of ascertaining boundaries and delineating them upon paper; and it is probable, that 
Parliamerit might give authority to insist upon the meersman of neighbouring pro- 
perties being sent by the individuals to point out the boundary. As this is a common 
operation, I do not anticipate any particular difficulty in it. Where boundaries are 
disputed, they must be marked and returned as such.

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V You' have stated, that the land is divided into modern and ancient townlands in 

v txandtr Nmm y some cases; which mode of division would you adopt in the present survey ? 

I would make the present survey an exact representation of the present state of the 
^ ay 1 country ; the modern townlands are more numerous than the ancient in consequence 
of the increased population. 

What mode would you advise to be adopted for ascertaining the value of the lands? 
— I conceive, that the original surveyor employed to examine all the detail of the land 
and other fixed property, might afford us the elements of the valuation, and I can 
see no harm in his making out a valuation of his own first of all; but there must be 
superior officers, capable of revising this, and examining whether it be fair, and 
made upon a legitimate principle; and I conceive also, that their return should- 
subsequently be investigated by a set of valuators or commissioners for that express 
purpose. 

Should you recommend that the valuation should be carefully preserved, and also 
the minute territorial survey of each townland or parish?— I conceive, that if you 
conceal any thing, or destroy any information which you have obtained, you would 
throw doubt upon the authenticity of the whole. I consider that you should give 
one copy of your survey to the parish vestry, who are a community acknowledged 
by the law ; and you may give duplicates, whether entering into the same detail or 
not I will not pretend to decide, to the treasurer of the county ; and there may be 
other duplicates kept for other purposes. J 

Caii you form any estimate of the expense of the proposed survey? — I think 
from the general nature of what is now paid for surveys in Ireland, from sixpence 
to nine-pence an acre, for the whole kingdom, would pay all the expense of this 
valuation and survey ? 

You do not include the trigonometrical survey, conducted by the ordnance ?— 
Of course not; because I am only making this matter of comparison with com- 
mon surveys of property. There is one thing respecting the expense of it ; the 
purveyors of a superior description, whom I have recommended to be employed 
in making parochial surveys, would, I think, expect about two guineas a day 
and I conceive that they should employ and pay the assistant surveyors, who 
are engaged upon the townlands; something of this kind was adopted in the bo® 
surveys For the valuation and survey they may be paid by the acre and valu? 
conjointly, because I conceive that the payment by the acre would not be enough in 
valuable property, and possibly might be too much in the ruder parts. Sir William 
Petty s survey was paid by the angle and the mile, so much the angle and so much 
the mi e.

j YN- the course of your scientific pursuits, have you turned your attention to land 
surveying -—Yes; I have had much early practice in land surveying both in Ireland 
and England. ° 

^'‘TOa practice hare y°u had?-In Ireland I was dried, employed in measuring 
*rm|- and srodler pieces of land; but in England I was engaged in inelosinS 
lordships, which is considered the most difficult as well as the most important branch 
of surveying. 1

be good, and the angles skilfully observed, the operation may be relied on, especially v 

for the outline or boundary, when such outline is found to close ; but where interior ( Ma y l8 -) 
divisions and fields are to be mapped and valued, the chain must be chiefly depended 
on ; instruments, however, occasionally help chain operations, and greatly diminish 
labour where inaccessible distances are to be computed. 

Why is a survey for the purpose of inclosing land more difficult and important 
than any other species of surveying ? — Its importance arises from the nature of the 
trust confided to surveyors and commissioners, that of computing and finally settling 
estates ; and its difficulty results from the complicated nature of the undertaking. 

For example ; an open field or lordship, consisting of 5,000 acres, may belong to 
several hundred proprietors, whose lands lie dispersed, perhaps, in many thousand 
lots ; such a lordship must be first accurately mapped, marking off all the divisions 
of property ; and even the varieties of land belonging to the same person must be 
distinguished. In the second place, all the divisions so marked are to be valued, 
and the amount of each proprietor’s dispersed lands must be brought into one sum. 

And, lastly, he is to have an estate allotted to him equal to his dispersed property, 
after deducting for tithes, and other charges. If in any part of these numerous 
operations a mistake is made, it must be detected at the conclusion ; for in such case, 
some proprietors might be left without estates, or there might be a surplus of land 
without any ostensible proprietor. Thus, while an inclosure affords an infallible mode 
of detecting any essential error, it contains in this triple operation of measurement, 
valuation and allotment, more sources of error than, perhaps, any other kind of 
surveying. 

And they have found, by practical experience, that the chain is to be preferred to 
instruments in this operation ? — So it appears ; and I have been here the more minute 
in describing an inclosure, as it seems to bear a close analogy in the proposed mea- 
surement arid valuation of Ireland. 

What mode was adopted in inclosures for ascertaining the value of the land ? — 
Commissioners were appointed, who were understood to have a local knowledge 
of the value of the land, without, however, having any interest in the property. 

When they inclose land, how do they dispose of the tithes in England ? — 

An estate is allotted to the incumbent, or to the owner, varying according to 
circumstances ; I have mostly seen three acres in twenty allotted in lieu of tithes. 

In measuring townlands in Ireland, to the amount of 300 or 400 acres, you would 
not recommend the use of the theodolite? — Instruments for taking angles may be 
very useful as an auxiliary or verification, but the whole townland or parish must be 
traced with the chain, for the purpose of a strict survey and valuation ; I have, 
however, seen the outlines of large estates in Ireland well described, and their contents 
ascertained with great exactness, in contested surveys, by the circumferentor; but 
still the boundary must be traced by the chain ; it is indispensable in all surveys. 

Have you had an opportunity of observing the comparative merits of English and 
Irish surveyors ? — In measuring small farms and fields, the Irish surveyors seem the 
most rigorously accurate, owing, perhaps, to the greater value attached to land in 
Ireland, and to the constant rivalship which exists there amongst surveyors,- whereas 
contested surveys in England are very uncommon. 

In your opinion, should the triangularisation precede the territorial survey, or 
not? — If mere valuation be the object, and great dispatch desirable, a parochial 
measurement might be very soon effected by the local surveyors, properly super- 
intended. Eut if a comprehensive and complete survey of the country be the chief 
object, the triangularisation should first take place, and the parochial survey imme- 
diately follow it; it would be an advantage to carry on both surveys as nearly at the 
same time as possible, giving, however, the precedence to the triangular operation. 

Can you state, from your own knowledge, whether a line can be measured in com- 
mon practice with the chain only, as accurately as it can be computed ; have you fried 
^ experiment ? — No ; but it is reasonable to suppose that it might, if the land were 
perfectly level, and the apparatus equally accurate. 

As the ordnance surveyors have tried a line of verification after they had triangu- 
iised a great extent of country, and as they have found that the computed distance 
between two objects has agreed with the measured distance to, I believe, one inch ; 
is not that a very strong presumption, that you can ascertain distance by com- 
putation with more accuracy than by measurement with the chain only ?«If 
the series of triangles be numerous, and the land uneven, trigonometry, of course, is 
preferable, as it assumes a level, and even allows for the spherical excess of

_ ' parti and lira trigonometrical operation, it must be relied on, first, in fixing the 

'■ y 1BJ base line, and lastly in measuring the line of verification. 

Do you consider a trigonometrical survey essential to the object of the survey and 
valuation of Ireland ?— It is not indispensably necessary for the mere purpose of 
valuation, but it must prove highly useful as a collateral aid and verification, and 
must be also of great importance to geography and navigation. • 

Wlmt way then would you advise the survey to be- executed?— This is a verv 
important question, on which much may be said in favour of different plans, I there- 
fore beg for some time to consider of it.

Mr . Richard Griffith, again called in; and Examined. 

IN referring to a question already put to you— “ Supposing the ordnance not to 
undertake the whole of the work, but that the details were to be supplied from 
(May as.) " °“ er authority do you conceive that it would be expedient to proceed with 
• those details in tne first instance, or to take the trigonometrical proceedings of 
the ordnance as the basis, and supply the details afterwards?” to which vou' 
answered— “ I conceive the survey of the details might be commenced forthwith 
<( tota % '"dependent of the ordnance. The ordnance survey should afterwards be 
■ used as a criterion by which to determine on the accuracy of the detailed survey 
1 conceive that the trigonometrical survey should at least fix tivo points at every 
square mile." In the event of the boundaries given by the detailed survey not 
coinciding, as it certainly never could,’ with the boundaries given by the scientific 
survey, lioiv would you propose to reconcile them?— In my former evidence 
I meant it to be understood that the survey of the ordnance should not extend as to 
■ the survey of the civil divisions, which should be made under the direction of civil 
engineers, and effected by local surveyors, and that the. accuracy of the more de- 
tailed survey should be judged of by the trigonometrical survey, as already men-' 
tioned, I do not think it would be desirable that the ordnance map should be 
given in the first instance to the local surveyors, for, of course, they would make 
their survey agree with it. J 

How would you reconcile the boundaries in cases in which the natural boundary 
was. also a civil boundary, as the whole of the indented shores of Ireland- the 
course of the Shannon, which, I believe, in every instance, separates counties, 
Lough Neagh, which separates several, and other natural boundaries which are 
also civil boundaries r— I conceive that the ordnance survey in that department 
would be made by persons using ordinary instruments and the common surveyins 
chain, and supposing the individuals, employed by the ordnance and the civil enm- 
neers to be- equally accurate, the surveys should agree; but if a lar«e district was 
given to a surveyor or engineer to fill up,, he would, himself proceed bv making 
a trigonometrical survey of his district, to ascertain the accuracy of the- detailed 
Previously to its being, applied to the points laid down by 
the ordnance, which would, as I have said, form a criterion on which to judge of 
the accuracy of the civil survey. J 

How could it be expected that the trigonometrical local survey ever could coincide 
with the greater trigonometrical survey, if it did not proceed from the same bases- 
tf ti d'd proceed from the same bases it would be the same trigonometrical survey r- 
1 admit that it would be advantageous to have the great trigonometrical points given 
as a foundation. I conceive that a survey made with thechain, the ordinary chain, 
will in all cases give more acres than a trigonometrical survey. There are many 
reasons why a survey made by-the chain is less accurate than the other- first; the 
inaccuracy of the person employed in chaining; next the chain ikflf

more acres than would be given as its area by the trigonometrical surveyors. y 

I think at the same time, with respect to the valuation, that the ordinary survey 
would be sufficiently accurate. 

If you, in the original answer, which is the foundation of this examination, 
merely meant to say, that the details as to the valuation might go on before the 
scientific survey, I have no more to ask; but if you mean to say, that a detailed 
survey, as to boundaries, could satisfactorily go on before that scientific survey is 
made, I have some further question to ask you? — In my statement it was intended, 
as Lhave already mentioned, that the ordnance survey should not proceed beyond the 
boundaries of counties, and consequently, that the survey of the internal divisions 
would be required more for the valuation than for laying down on the map, and the 
only difficulty to be considered would arise in calculating the superficial extent by 
the ordnance and the civil surveys. The latter, I have already expressed, would 
probably exceed the ordnance. But in laying down the surveys on a small scale, 
any trifling error of excess would be lost, and no inconvenience could arise in ; 
forming the map, provided the trigonometrical survey was sufficiently detailed. 

Have you sufficiently considered that an error too small to be observable in the 
reduction of a map, might be a very great error in point of property, and that boun- 
daries — civil boundaries — sometimes run through houses ; and that, if there was 
a discrepancy of boundary so minute as to be scarcely observable on a map, yet so 
important in fact as to be considerable in point of property, and that that would be 
a fruitful source of dispute, if not of litigation, arising out of these surveys?— I do 
not conceive, in the instance mentioned, that such an error could ever happen; the 
only error likely to occur, would be in not placing a' house that was partly in one 
property, and partly in another, in its true geographical position. It might be repre- 
sented a few feet too far distant from a certain fixed point ; but still- the house would ‘ 
be marked out on the boundary. 

Have you any doubt, that, supposing the local engineers to be men of character 
and ability in their profession, that it would greatly facilitate the completion of the 
general survey, if they were to work from the lines of the great natural and county 
boundaries supplied to them from the scientific survey ?— I think it would ; and, 
supposing that the trigonometrical survey had proceeded as far as fixing two trigono- 
metrical points in the square mile, the civil surveyors would then have a base in every 
square mile, by which to determine on the accuracy of the survey made by his own - 
people; but, as the case now stands, if the valuation and survey of Ireland is to be 
postponed until after the ordnance survey has been completed, the commencement of' 
the detailed survey may he delayed for six or seven years; it was to avoid that 
circumstance, I proposed that the civil survey should proceed simultaneously- with 
the other in every part of the country. 

Are the Committee to understand, that the original answer to which this examin- 
ation refers was founded, not upon a view of the facility or accuracy of the survey ' 
eventually, as of the expediency of communicating it as soon as possible in point of 
time? — It was partly both; I conceive still that the plan suggested should be adopted, 
and that, if a great number of local surveyors should be employed to make surveys 1 
of the parishes, I think it would be desirable to withhold the trigonometrical survey 
from them, and afterwards, when the parish or townland map was completed, to use ‘ 
it, as I have expressed, as a criterion to judge of the accuracy of the survey; but if, • 

(as the question has been put) civil engineers should be placed at the head of the 
detailed survey, I think it would be desirable to communicate the trigonometrical • 
survey to them, as it would enable them to proceed more accurately, and to com- 
plete their work more rapidly, and more satisfactorily.

WHAT is your situation ? — My situation is that of captain upon half-pay, and-’ Captain 
resident commissioner of the Board of Longitude.

Have you had occasion to turn your attention to surveying? — Yes, for many’

India for some years, and was obliged to return, in consequence of ill health, from-' 
the exertion which it required.

lla ve you had any other engagement of a similar nature? — Since then I have been 
. . L 4 oocupied, 
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Captain occupied, at the request of the Royal Society and the Board of Longitude, in con-

Was that connection between you and major Colby with reference to the trigono- 
metrical survey ? — Not at all ; perfectly distinct ; major Colby was at my request 
joined with me ; it is applicable so far, as determining the relative situations of the 
English and French coasts. 

Are you aware of the object of this Committee? — Yes, I am. 

State what you conceive to be the object ?— I conceive the object to be that of 
obtaining an accurate survey of Ireland, and a valuation of the land ; I have before 
conversed on the subject, and at the. request of a gentleman, I wrote a letter, which 
I understand was laid before marquis Wellesley, stating the method in which I con- 
ceived such a survey should be conducted; I can state in a few words the purport of 
it, I have not a copy with me. The first operation in a survey of that kind is to measure 
a base, which is itself a very niqe and delicate operation ; then to carry on a series of 
triangles in the direction of the meridian, with the most perfect instruments known, oi 
that can be procured ; afterwards to branch off east and west to the coast with other 
series of triangles; the calculation of those triangles would involve all the nicest points 
of scientific research ; they are to serve as a net work, with which the whole of the future 
operations of the survey must be connected. Whilst the principal triangles are carrying 
on, secondary operations would be prosecuted with inferior instruments ; those second- 
ary operations w ould require only common trigonometrical calculations, and therefore 
ipay be executed by inferior persons, inferior in point of science; having thus ascer- 
tained the situation of a great number of permanent objects, the county surveyors may 
then take up those objects, and survey the roads, boundaries, & c. and so on ; 
then might follow the valuers of land. The reason why it is necessary to commence 
with the great operations is this; if you begin with small instruments or county 
surveys, the least error in any of the angles at the commencement, or at any subse- 
quent stage, may, if the survey be carried over a large extent of country, occasion 
very considerable errors; the method of proceeding should be, to desire your assis- 
tants to start from a given distance, previously determined by the primary operations; 
then to carry on the secondary triangles over a certain space, any space that might be 
convenient, taking care not to proceed too far, and to determine a distance previously 
ascertained by the large survey between two other given points; any difference must 
be attributed to error in the secondary operations ; the assistants then start afresh, 
taking up the last distance, and going on to another, thus insuring that no error shall 
be . carried on beyond the next new base. 

, i Can you inform the Committee, whether the course which you have suggested is the 
course pursued in effecting the ordnance survey of Great Britain ? — I do not know 
any thing of the interior regulations of the ordnance survey; therefore I cannot speak 
as to the details .of it ; but I am certain there must be secondary operations connected 
in the same way with the primary ones. 

• Hpvv many distinct operations, and classes of surveyors, and of instruments, do you 
.calculate upon as being necessary ? — For the primary operations, all the very, best 
instruments that modern science can furnish ; for the secondary operations, the theo- 
dolites that are in common use, and for the land surveying, the usual instruments the 
chain, 8(0. 

? The Committee then are to understand, there would be three distinct operations 
•^connected; . with this plan, and the valuation subsequently ? — The primary and 
operations may be said to.be one ; they are of the same class ; the one is 
^nfurior to the other, and checked by the other ; the. county surveyors again belong to 
another class, who may fill in the roads, woods, &c, 

P°,y, ou consider that it is essential for the success of such a plan that it should be 
,qnder one control and authority. ?— Most certainly; without it,' it would .be a waste 
ot time and money, and that, control I would beg leave to add, should be 
a military one. 

You mean the geographical representation ? — I mean the whole, geographical and 
'jm ograpbtqaL ° • 

■ ~$ 8 i geographical part of the work, do you include the boundaries of the counties, 
ot^nsbes, , and of the inferior dimensions of land?— It depends very much on the 
'ydimfe.yqp wish the survey to be carried; I should say, even a survey 
ot the boundaries, should be referred to a common centre; it depends upon the wish 

ot the gov;ernm^nt and the degree of detail required. 

Have you turned .your attention us to the mode of completing the valuation of the 
- land ? 
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fond? — Not] at all; in order to obtain the local details, I would give a small map, CaptaiK 
taken from the large survey, to the valuers, to be filled up by them, the map given to Henry Kater. 
them being accurate as to its boundaries as far as it extends. ‘'-7 — — ' 

If you limit the common surveyors to two hundred acres of space, should you not 0 * a y *5-1 
avoid the multiplying errors to which you have alluded? — Yes; but your survey 
would not be bounded by two hundred acres, it must go on to another two 
hundred. 

Suppose the ordnance were to fix one or two points in every two hundred acres, 
would you not be able to arrange those separate maps so as to complete one general 
map ?— The primary points determined by the ordnance may be sixty miles asunder, 
from sixty to sixteen; in the secondary operations, the distances may be five or ten 
or seven miles ; then come the county surveyors, taking up those points, and filling 
up the intervals. 

Now, might not the ordnance carry on triangulation to a great degree of minute- 
ness, so as to have two points in every hundred acres? — No; because it would be 
an utter waste of time, it would be occupying the time of scientific men in obtaining 
a degree of precision, which would here be quite useless, and employing them in 
work which any common surveyor could do. 

Must not the ordnance ultimately employ men to promote that degree of trian- 
gulation? — Not in the way I have mentioned; I suppose it all depending on* one 
centre. 

Do you conceive the county surveys, to which you have last alluded, should 
hl'so be under the control and direction of the ordnance surveyors? — Certainly; 
because otherwise they would he imperfect. 

Have you any doubt that, in order to render the survey of Ireland perfectly 
accurate, it is necessary to begin with the great triangulation, and to proceed then 
downwards to the details? — I should conceive any other mode of procedure an' 
titter loss of time and expense. v 

Has not the ordnance in some cases been obliged to have a territorial' survey 
completed, before they were able to finish the minute triangulatibn for want' qf 
'a sufficient number of points?— T conceive the question refers to those Surveys frfnm 
were necessary of the land on which the base line was measured. It is necessary to 
ascertain the local impediments that exist in the direction of the base; such surveys 
Were made by the ordnance; I know of no other. 

- If a country were deficient in sufficient natural objects, should you not be able to 
avail v ourself" of artificial objects, by having a territorial map of those portions of 
the country, and then fixing upon, perhaps, the intersection of ditches, for the erec- 
tion of territorial marks, of artificial marks?— The intersection of a ditch would be 
a very vague point for a station, when we are dissatisfied, if we differone fool-in 
a distance of ten miles. I .beg to state the mode in which the points:- were 1 
marked in the connection of the meridians of Paris and London, as well as the 
stations determined in the survey of India: a large stone, about a ton weight, 
was sunk at tbe place selected as a station; a hole was then made in this stone, 
about an inch in diameter, and upon this hole a signal was erected, which was 
observed and the distance computed from the centre of one to the centre of Rib 

other. . -Lgr 1 - 

Is that the course you would recommend to be taken, in a country, which, trom 
its locality, did not furnish a sufficient number of existing stations to determine the 
an ales?— Existing stations are never used in primary operations ; the stations 
are all of the kind I have just described; the operations are so nice, that tfti 
church steeple would be found sufficiently firm to enable us to observe upon it with 
the requisite accuracy ; the secondary operations fix the steeples, & c. _ £ 

And in a country where there were not many steeples, as in Ireland, is it to be 
by a repetition of the first plan of artificial stations, that you would propose' vto 
supply the deficiency?— Yes; and I would have those stations so peritiarteouy 
marked, as not to be removable without much trouble and expense. -V 

Do you consider thatthe difficulties, and consequently the time necessary forfikiug 
the stations, will be considerably augmented from the circumstance of there not hing 
many existin'* stations to determine the secondary measurements or observations . 

The time required would certainly be increased, since the county surveyors would 
have to erect marks upon each of the stations,' to use them afterwards, instead 01 
having steeples, && to refer to. " . 

Supposing local surveys of the parishes, or of smaller dimensions, to be at the 
present moment effected all through Ireland by local surveyors, would such local aur-

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Captain veys, in any degree, assist the proceedings of the scientific body of the ordnance? — 
Henry Kater. , Scarcely more than a map drawn by a countryman would., 

(May o 5 Supposing you give the local surveyors a scientific outline, what check will yoy 
then have to ensure the accuracy of their work in filling up the civil divisions ?— VVith 
respect to the civil divisions, as to filling them up, some difficulty might occur, since 
you must confide in a considerable degree to the persons employed. But a check 
may be easily devised for the secondary operations of the survey, and for the county 
surveyors, in the following manner: — Give your assistants or inferior surveyors the 
distance from one station to another, and direct them to fill up until they arrive at 
two other points, the distance of which has been previously determined by the pri- 
mary operations ; let them not be acquainted with this second distance, but direct 
them to join their triangles to that distance, and report the result to you, and you 
will then have an immediate check upon their operations. 

Can you suggest any manner in which a check, a sufficient check can be devised 
to ensure the accuracy of the proceedings subordinate to the secondary triangula- 
tion ? — The same check might be put in practice with respect to the county sur- 
veyors, as with respect to the secondary operations, as far as the triangulation goes; 
you may also, without furnishing a map, give a rude sketch of the quantity you want 
filled up, by the valuers of land, without giving any distances, and desire it to be 
surveyed and filled up in the best manner they can; you have then another check by 
comparing it with your own ; any little error that might arise, would not be carried 
to an injurious extent. 

Supposing you assume, that the primary and secondary triangles are executed by 
men of the first science, and that the ultimate triangles are to be filled in by local 
land surveyors, would you propose, that the field note or the rough plan of the land 
surveyors, should he in any degree checked by the ordnance, or that the land sur- 
veyors should be allowed to manage it for themselves ? — I certainly would leave no 
part of the operation unchecked ; such checks might be easily devised, although 
I cannot say how at present; as the operations come before you, there would be no 
difficulty in that. 

In the event of the ordnance being called upon to check the rough note or the field note 
of the land surveyor, could they do it in any other manner than by going over the same 
work ?-~-The land surveyor frequently employs a chain, and it would be easy to place 
certain points in his line of operations, and determine their situation trigonometrically ; 
that would furnish one test of the accuracy of the land surveyor; but that is a diffi- 
cult point, certainly ; you must, in some degree, rely upon the land surveyors. 

Iu that case, would not the effect of the check you have suggested be rather to 
show that there was an inaccuracy in the survey, but not to show precisely where 
that inaccuracy lay ?— If you were to find an inaccuracy to any injurious extent, the 
only method I know of is to have it surveyed again by another person. 

[The witness here exhibited a specimen of the primary and secondary operations for 
the connection of Mangalore with Madras, by a continued series of triangles, being 
a distance of three or four hundred miles ; and explained it to the Committee .] * 

When was this survey made? — About 1804. 

Is it still in progress? — Yes. 

Did that survey, and those proceedings, enable you to ascertain, to your satis- 
faction, the length of the degree,? — Certainly ; the Indian survey was carried through 
ah arc of sufficient extent to determine very accurately the length of the degree in 
the --middle latitude, but it was not from the operations now exhibited that the 
length of the degree was derived. 

Did it lead to any correction of this survey ?— No ; it was quite independent. 

• Would not the work of the details of the Irish survey be facilitated by giving, the 
Ipcal surveyors points previously ascertained by the primary or secondary scientific 
surveyors ?— Certainly : for example; the local surveyor might determine... his 
roads merely hy taking the bearings of two objects, the situations of which had been 
previously ascertained; qr if he wished for still greater accuracy, the angles formed 
by three known objects, would give him very precisely his station. 

■ Should you not lose a very powerful check upon the accuracy of the local sur- 
veyor, by furnishing him with a sheet of points?— Certainly ; J should conceal the 
distances from the local surveyors. 

If you conceal the distances from the local surveyors, \yogkl you not deprive 
them of the assistance to which you have already alluded?- When I say conceal 
the distances, the surveyor of course must have the distance between two points 

g>y en 
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given him, as a base from whence to proceed ; but I would direct him to connect his 
operations with other points, and also to determine the distance from one point to 
another, in order that I might see how his determination agreed with mine. 

You are of opinion, that a line ascertained by a series of triangles from a correct 
base, is more correctly ascertained than by the common chain ?— Beyond all 
comparison. 

Supposing the object of this Committee to be to obtain a map which would 
accurately represent divisions of one hundred acres each, on what scale do you 
conceive that such a map should be constructed ?— -T am really not prepared to 
answer that question, never having gone into that particular line ot detail.

Mr. Alexander Nvmmo, again called in ; and Examined. 

YOU have been employed, have you not, as engineer to the Irish fisheries?— 

I have, for about four years past. 

What duties have you executed in virtue of that appointment?— 1 have been, 
employed to examine the coast of Ireland generally, with a view to the pointing out. 
anv measures by which the fisheries of Ireland could be promoted ; and I havenlso; 
been employed in constructing several piers and harbours for the protection of the 
fishing craft. My instructions, when employed upon the examination of the coasts,’ 
were to make a survey, chiefly statistical, for those purposes ; that is to say, as to the 
existence of creeks and harbours, and the construction of them, where practicable 
or necessary, for the purposes of the fishery, and the discovery and noting of the 
fishing grounds, but at the same time with a view to the constructing a more 
correct map of the coast of Ireland, on which the fishing towns, and their connection 
by roads with the interior, might be represented, and also the fishing grounds upon 
the maritime parts. . . T , . 

How far has that survey now extended r — I have examined the coast ot Ireland, 
from Galway, round by the North, as far as the county of Wicklow; and I have 
surveyed a great portion of those parts where there were reasons to believe the 
maritime charts were defective, and the county maps were not constructed upon 
accurate principles. When examined by the commissioners of fisheries, previous- 
to the commencement of this survey, I stated, that I had already surveyed several 
of the principal harbours of Ireland for other objects ; also, that as a trigonometrical 
survey of Ireland was likely to commence very speedily, it appeared to me unneces- 
sary to go into any expensive operation of that kind, for the purposes of construct- 
ing a map of the coast, but that it was likely, by using the county maps, we could 
construct a map considerably superior to any thing that we already had, that might 
serve till the information derived from the grand survey was communicated to the 

P Can you distinguish which parts of the coast between Galway, and round north, 
by Wicklow, have been made matters of actual survey, as distinguishable from those 
that were merely noted ? — I commenced the first season at Sligo, and examined 
northwards to Belfast ; I had been employed by the commissioners of the port of 
Sligo to make a survey of their harbour, with a view to its improvement; that survey- 
has been reduced and published by the commissioners of Irish fisheries, and here is' 
a proof of it [handing in a map to the Committee ] but with this exception ; incon- 
sequence of the late period at which I began, and my indisposition at the tame, I was 
unable to make any thing else than a perambulation of the coast, as far as the county 
of Down. , . , , 

Yon mean of the northern coast?— Of the northern coast; the plans ot the har- 
bours that I thon gave to the commissioners of fisheries were in a great measure sketches, 
or rough plans, exhibiting the proposed situations for improvements. Those in the 

county of Down, taken next season, were actual suryeys. 

Will you state what were the harbours which you actually surveyed in this way, 
and laid before the commissioners of fisheries, as far as you have gone .-—There was 

M 2 ' a re P° rt 
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a report published by the House , of Commons last session, which shows the whole 
proceedings of these two seasons, with engravings of some of the harbours; since 
that I have surveyed most of the coast of Sligo and Galway, besides a great manv 
detached fishing stations. y 

Having stated, that, previously to your engagement, you had accomplished surveys 
ot some of the harbours of Ireland for other objects, will you have the good- 
ness to state to the Committee what harbours, besides that of Sligo, had been sur- 
veyed by you prior to that time?— I surveyed the harbour of Valentia, in the county; 
of Kerry, at the time of the bog surveys, and sounded it ; I also surveyed the mouth 
of the river and harbour of Castlemain, and part of the river Kenmare ; I surveyed; 
all the upper part of the harbour of Cork, for the commissioners of the harbour of 
Cork; a great part of the harbour of Waterford for the postmaster-general, previous’ 
to the construction of the packet harbour of Dunmore; the harbour of Killough, in 
the county of Down, with a view to the construction of a harbour by the proprietor 
of Killough, which is now completed ; the bay of Tramore for the treasury, and 
several other smaller ones ; I have also had occasion to examine and survey the fine 
harbours of Conamara for the Bog commission; but those surveys were not 
sufficiently minute in maritime detail. 

Have any parts of those surveys been made public, except those published in the 
report you have alluded to, from the commissioners of the fisheries, and in the reports 
made in the surveys under the Bog commissioners ?~ I do not recollect any other- 
they are mostly in manuscript. J .7 * 

Can you inform the Committee what are the surveys of coasts and harbours which'- 
are now in general use for maritime purposes in Ireland ? —The only general maritime 
surveys of the coast are those by Murdoch Mackenzie; they are generally used by 
the admiralty; and last year, with a view to discover whether any part of our 
operations might be spared, I made application, on behalf of the commissioners of 
Irish fisheries, to the board of admiralty, and the secretary informed me, that the 
admiralty were in possession of nothing else, but that they intended to make surveys 
ot the coast ot Ireland, when the trigonometrical survey of Ireland should he 
completed. 

Have any mistakes in the pre-existing surveys been detected in consequence of. the 
surveys which you have made?— The surveys of Murdoch Mackenzie, although in 
general tolerably correct, contain a variety of egregious errors, which I first discovered 
by comparison with the county maps; for instance, on the shore of the county of 
Loutb, of which we have a very good trigonometrical survey. 

To what survey do you allude?— Taylor’s map of the county of Louth; there 
is an error between Drogheda and Clogher-head of no less than two miles in five; 
and there is another error to the same extent on the shores near the Giants Cause- 
way, between Bengore head and the Skerries, six miles being represented as nine ; 
those are the most material errors that I am acquainted with, but there are many 
smaller ones upon the general line of coast. With respect to the harbours, when 
1 was, prosecuting the survey of the eastern coast in 1821, I had occasion to beat 
into the harbour of Strangford, which is represented by M'Kenzie as a bar harbour, 
with twelve teet of water, I discovered, upon sounding myself across the bar, that there 
were five fathoms ; on this account, I recommended strenuously to the commissioners 
of fisheries the advantage that would be obtained by a better survey of the entrance 
into this harbour, and accordingly I then established a few points trigonometrically 
on the shore, and surveyed and sounded the entrance into that harbour anew which 
was engraved at the expense of the commissioners of fisheries ; this is a specimen 
[ producing a chart to the Committee]. I was not then aware that there was another 
older chart of Strangford Harbour, of which I have since got a copy, made by 
Johnston, a pilot ot Strangford, previous to Mackenzie’s; the reprint of that takes 
notice, of the very circumstance which I now speak of, to wit, the non-existence of 
the bar, 33 laid down by Mackenzie; the survey in other respects is rough, but better 
than Mackenzie s. . ’ 



Were any vessels lost on a supposition of that bar existing within the period 
ot your survey r— I here were three fishing vessels lost that winter in consequence of 
attempting Mackenzies way of running in; I believe many have been so lost. . 

1 hen are the Coinnuttee to understand, the sailing directions, upon the chart of 
Mackenzie, led to the loss of those three vessels?— They lead you right over the rocks, 
where there is only a very narrow passage, which I found was. only known to one pilot 
m tbe aeighbourhood ; but it has a name, being called Nelson’s (Lit, therefore I should 
suppose it cannot have been known very long; I have, laid down marks for. sailing

in, in that way, but have been advised they should not, except in cases of necessity, Mr. 
ever attempt it ; the proper passage into Strangford, to a person who knows it, Alexander Nmma. 
perfectly simple ; I should find no difficulty in taking a vessel into it of any size. " ' 

Is there any back water, or any local circumstances to lead you to a suspicion Way a “* 
that the bar may have changed subsequent to the survey by Mackenzie? — The back 
water at Strangford is one of the most remarkable in the world, from the great extent 
of the interior surface of the Lough ; it sometimes runs out at the rate of ten miles 
an hour; no bar of sand, or other moveable matter, could possibly exist there; 
a bar is described by Mackenzie, but he certainly must have intended by it a sunk 
rock with eleven feet of water upon it, the extent and position of which is distinctly 
marked upon my chart upon the east side of the entrance; and it is probable, that 
the principal cause of his mistake arose from the imperfection of the instruments 
by which soundings at that time were laid down ; for although Mackenzie was 
acquainted with the use of instruments of reflection, I am inclined to think that his 
soundings were not laid down thereby ; the soundings upon this map of Strangford 
river now before the Committee, are marked in two different ways, those which 
1 took are placed upright, and those which I copied from other authorities are placed 
as has been introduced by Flinders and other hydrographers, in a different position; 
this survey did not extend further than the mouth of the harbour, as is shown by 
the shading of the shore upon the map, our object being principally to examine the 
shore, with a view to the discovery of creeks and the construction of piers, as I have 
already mentioned. The coast to the northward was taken from the county of Down 
map, agreeable to the system we had adopted of compiling our maps from the 
county surveys. While on this survey it happened that a large vessel from Liverpool 
went ashore on that coast, and upon inquiry, I discovered that it was a sunken rock 
in the offing, not marked in Mackenzie’s or any other chart, that probably was the 
cause of her destruction ; T stated the existence of it in my report to the Commis- 
sioners of fisheries, and noted, what I understood to be its situation, according to 
the best information which I could procure. 

Was the situation of that rock laid down by you in that report from actual 
observation, or from information of another description ? — I was not able to get to 
the rock at that time of the year, it being in the month of November ; I laid it 
down as a marginal note from the information of our pilots ; but I have since visited 
that rock, as there was a representation from the Admiralty that this rock was laid 
down in a wrong position, and since that period I have extended our survey over 
that part of the coast which was laid down by compilation on the original chart, and 
have had it laid down upon the engraving, as far as the plate would permit. 

How many surveys have you made under the authorities of the commissioners of 
fisheries; and specify such as have been engraved? — Two descriptions of surveys 
have been made by me for the commissioners of the fisheries ; one of the natural 
harbours, and another of those places where I propose to build piers. 

State first the natural harbours which you have surveyed ? — Strangford, Killough, 

Carlingford, Dublin bay, and Howth, Galway bay and its creeks, Birtenbtirg bay, 

Costello bay, Roundstone bay, Mannin bay, Ardbear bay, Rathfran and Killala bay, 
and Sligo bay, which last I surveyed for the commissioners of the port of Sligo. 

I must observe, that where we found originally good trigonometrical surveys of the 
coast, for the same reasons as I gave in my former answer on this subject, I did 
not go to the expense of repeating that survey. Of those we had the maps of 
Louth, Dublin and Mayo, sufficient for charts of the coast; in all other quarters, 

I found it necessary to make a new survey. 

State the names of those that are engraved? — Strangford, Killough, containing 
also Ardglass, copied from Mr. Ogilvie’s survey, Dundrum bay, Carlingford, the 
north coast of Dublin and Sligo. 

Are there any others which are in progress for engraving? — Yes, Galway bay, 
and four or five others, which I have had orders for for two years, but which I was 
not sufficiently prepared for. 

Where are the engravings done? — In London. 

All of them? — All of them in London. 

When was Strangford engraved? — February 1822. 

When was Killough engraved? — In the latter end of 1822. 

The northern coast of Dublin, when was that engraved?— Some time after Car- 
lingford ; but the map of the north coast of Dublin was retained until I bad 
made minute surveys of the mouth of one or two of the tide harbours, which, 

J found not sufficiently represented on the Dublin county map. t*r

Alexander Nimtno. additions ?— I made several corrections upon the proof, by sending over that portion 
N ~ J of my new survey to he inserted on ; the original of the north coast of Dublin, I be» 

(May 27.) to observe, was copied from the county map of Dublin, except the maritime part.” 

Was it marked as a compilation or otherwise? — It is not yet published. 

Upon the map now before the Committee, it states it is the coast of Dublin, by 
Alexander Nimmo, surveyed by direction of the commissioners of the Irish 
fisheries ; is the Committee to understand that it was not surveyed by you, but 
copied from the county map? — The whole of the maritime part and coast was 
surveyed by me, but the trigonometrical position of the interior is copied from the 
county map, which will be immediately perceived upon a comparison of them. 

Then the Committee are to understand, that you have made an actual survey of 
the co&st contained in this map? — Most of it, as far as it has any connection with, 
the fisheries. That coast contains considerable inlets which were not surveyed by 
us, being beyond the reach of navigation ; but the young man who was principally 
employed upon that, had been also employed upon the county survey, and we had 
the rise of his notes, which were sufficient to connect our separate operations. 

Then are the Committee to understand, that all those portions of the survey 
which relate to the immediate matter of the fisheries, were actually surveyed by you? 
— Always when we found it necessary, in consequence of the defect of the maps.. 
I have already mentioned, that to save expense, in the anticipation of a better, 
survey by Government, wherever we found charts tolerably accurate, we used 
them. 

Then you stated to the commissioners of the fisheries, that a considerable saving 
iri expense would be made, by availing themselves of the county maps in the survey 
of the coast; have you given that statement in a written report to the commissioners-; 
of fisheries?— I have. 

Was that statement made at the commencement of the survey ? — Yes. 

Did you state to them, prospectively, that there would be a saving by availing' 
themselves of those maps ? — Yes ; and I have a set of maps of the counties on the 
coast, which the commissioners purchased for me. 

Are those maps accurate? — I have no reason to believe that the survey of Dublin 
ii riot 1 ' sufficiently accurate for any of our purposes ; we have a diagram of the triwo- 
nometry laid down on the map, and it depends upon a base line very well measured' 
upon the sands of Dublin ; and in like manner I found Louth rind Mayo, the only 
two other counties trigonometrically surveyed which came down to the coast, were 
quite sufficient for the purposes of our general maps; but they still required me to 
survey the coast, that is to. say, between high water and low water, where our prin- 
cipal operations were intended or expected to be. Most of the other maps are of 
an inferior description. 

In the survey of Dublin bay, did you find any errors or omissions in the existing 
charts?— The latest is a large survey by Admiral Bligh, which was done about the 
tiriife of the Union 1 6 f Ireland, with a view to the improvement of Dublin harbour. 
The coast of Dublin, generally, I found to agree very accurately with my own 
observations, and with Mr. Duncan's map, but the hydrography to be very defective 
in detail for engineering purposes. It is quite erroneous as to Dublin bar, although 
the distances of the buoys are expressly mentioned by him ; in fact, it entirely wants 
fhe Buf ford brink, which I have surveyed since, and given to Mr. Duncan to be 
inserted upon his map of Dublin, and which is now before the Committee. 

'State the position of the Burford bank?— It is immediately in the mouth of 
Dublin bay, half-way between Dublin light-house and the Kish. This is the first time 
that the position of that bank was ever made public; Mr. Duncan has engraved it. 
but I have not ; there is one part of it where there is only sixteen feet of \”ater. In 
the same survey, by Captain Bligh, are laid down marks for sailing through the 
sdund of Howtb, which are still used by the packets, being since laid down 3 upon 
their manuscript chart by Mr. Giles, an engineering surveyor of eminence in London ; 
but the sailing mark actually leads over the rock at the mouth of the harbour, and 
another about a quarter of a mile further out, on which there' is only nine feet of 
water. ■

In the event of a new survey being undertaken of Ireland, do you not conceive ( Ma J 
it would be expedient to comprehend in the general plan a regular hydrographical 
detail of the harbours and coasts? — The trigonometrical survey which’ the ordnance 
would make, would be of very considerable service in laying down the soundings 
in the bays and harbours of Ireland ; but I may state, that the ordnance map con- 
fines itself to the land only, and the nautical charts to deep water, so that the inter- 
mediate part, the actual shore, is frequently defective in detail. 

The question now' refers to the future, rather than to the survey that has already 
been executed in England ; do you not conceive that it would be advantageous to 
comprehend this hydrographical detail in the survey about to be commenced?— 

I should think it would be of great value to the country. 

In the event of their being so included, would it not supersede the necessity of 
a more confined and local survey for the same purpose?— That would depend very 
much upon the scale, and the object you had in view; it would supersede the necei 
sity of making general charts of the coast, but not that of harbours. 

Supposing the scale to be six inches to a mile, would that comprehend sufficient 
detail ?— In general it would be ample; but the original protraction of Sligo is on 
ten inches to a mile, and it is little enough in looking to the improvement of the 
harbour. We were lately obliged to refer again to the notes, and make a plan upon 
a larger scale lor the improvement of the upper part of that harbour. 

V bat is the scale of Mackenzie’s chart? — An inch to an English mile. 

With what instruments did you conduct your surveys? — The trigonometrical part 
of the survey, where we found it necessary to do that, was made with a theodolite, 
which, where the survey was extensive, measured to fractions of minutes ; the 
hydrographical part was done with a sextant, which takes angles to single minutes; 
and, in one case, where I had occasion to connect a very considerable extent of 
coast, I had a very fine theodolite, which reads to one second; and I had a sextant 
for latitudes, which reads to ten seconds ; but after the trigonometrical observations 
which adjust the charts, I have universally measured the whole of the coast with 
a chain and light theodolite, or sextant, reading to single minutes. I have a specimen 
now before me, which I will show to the Committee, part of the coast of Galway.

What instruments were employed in the survey of which you are now speaking? . 

The theodolite and sextant. 6 

What size? — A seven-inch theodolite is the largest. 

Made by whom * — Made by Nairne; others, smaller, by Jones; and a sextant, of 
ten-inch radius, by T roughton; but two or three of the principal triangles were taken 
with the large instrument that I have mentioned. This instrument, which reads to 
a second, was made for a trigonometrical survey of Ireland by Troughton, and was 
the property of the late general Brown, of the staff corps ; since that, of major 
Taylor, who has given it to me. J 

What is the scale upon which the surveys made for the commissioners of fisheries 
have been engraved and published ?— The surveys of the harbours are upon a scale 
of two inches to the Irish mile, excepting some parts of the coast, such as Dundrum 
bay and Dublin coast, which are upon a smaller scale. 

Having stated, for the purpose of making a trigonometrical survey of Galway, yon 
found it necessary to establish artificial points and stations ; had you any difficulty, 
from the nature of the country and the population, in establishing those points and 
stations, and preserving them for the purposes you required ? — None whatever; for 
the inhabitants knew perfectly well who I was, and the object I had in view. 

Were the population of the country friendly to the object that you had in view, 
and anxious to promote it? — Friendly; when they first saw us begin, there, wa§ 
a report that there was going to be a war immediately, lor the officers of the army 
were fortifying the hills, which gave great satisfaction, as they expected the price of 
corn would rise directly. 

But when the real object of your survey was known, were they friendly to it 
Perfectly so; I have built so many piers and other works in that neighbourhood, 
that they knew perfectly well who 1 was.

Major JVarburton called in ; and Examined. 



DO you consider the distinction of townlands to be a general mode of defining 
ground in Ireland ? — I think there is scarcely any thing better defined in Ireland 
than a townland and ploughland. I recollect an instance at an assizes, where there 
was a dispute of a seizure. It was at the time when the townlands were subject to 
penalties for having stills found upon them ; a still was thrown over a hedge, and 
lay upon the bank of the hedge, and so accurate was the definition of the boundary, 
that it was argued that the bank of the hedge was in one townland, and the gripe 
of the hedge was in the other. That particular instance shows me it is a very 
accurate definition. 1 

It is adopted universally in the parts of Ireland you are acquainted with?— 
Universally. 

Are there any particular districts that are called ploughlands instead of townlands? 

In the midland counties they call them generally townlands, in the southern and 
western counties they call them ploughlands, and townlands as far as the Shannon. ' 

Does it strike you that the increased expense to the public of a minute survey might 
be diminished.'' — It strikes me that, if there was a very minute survey, which would 
include the property of individuals to a certain extent, there is scarcely any indi- 
vidual who would not be exceedingly glad to get a section of the map containing 
his own property, if the map were sufficiently minute to make that an object, and that 
would neutralise the increased expense very considerably. 

Does any thing occur to you with respect to the mode of valuing the soil ? 

I think there would be great difficulty in that; at the same time the soil itself would 
probably point out better than any thing else, by classing the different qualities of 
land, and possibly taking the average of rent for those qualities of land at the pre- 
sent. day. In the very same townland there is a great, variety. 

How many qualities would it be expedient to distribute it in, for the purpose of 
laying on a proportional taxation ?— I should think . that possibly five would be as 
lew as Could well be applied. I would say meadow, arable, rock and coarse land, wood- 
land and bog. I should think these five, denominations would probably meet the 
-general- class. 

Do you consider that existing improvements, where fixed capital has been expended, 
•should be taken into account in valuing?— I consider that possibly one of thq 
greatest benefits to the country from a minute survey, and a valuation of it, would 
be, that in the event of capitalists wishing to extend themselves in Ireland, they 
would at once see, from this authorized estimation of the land, the value upon which 
they would expend their capital ; and it would be a very considerable inducement to 
people to undertake the extension of their capital in a way which certainly does not 
now exist. 



i-So you think that prospective or speculative advantages should be taken into’ 
accottutiitt measuring the taxation of any given district ?— I should certainly think 

aware that considerable practical injustice occurs iu the manner of an-’ 
■portioning the grand jury taxation ?— I am quite satisfied of that; I believe it is 
generally acknowledged. 

That some portions of ground are taxed more heavily than others?— I understand 
that arrangements have been made, where great proprietors formerly had a good 
deal of influence, to leave one entire district free of taxation; and in many cases 
■snail parts of districts were let to individuals liable to pay the cess for the whole; 
that, 1 believe, is very frequently the case. 

\Tere those lands let on lease ?— In many cases there is an agreement made that 
miMownland is to pay so much'; and one particular portion has gone on for .years, 
f ijp a whole townland. J

Have you found considerable complaints among the farmers upon the subject of

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grand jury taxation, from the manner in which it is laid down r— I have heard, very Major 
frequently, complaints, and particularly upon the point that I have just stated. . KarCvtm. - 

Do you not consider, that if this tax was to be levied in fair proportion over the ' — ' — V — 
country, it would reconcile the people very, much to the general payment of it?— (May 
I think it would ; although the amount of the tax would not be diminished, there 
would be less taxation on individuals, and there would be less complaint, as 
there would be a more equal partition of the burden. 



Dr. Kelly , again called in; and Examined. 

IN answer to a question he had received on his former examination, said, 
1 hat for the mere purpose of valuation, the common measurement of parishes and 
townlands might be first executed ; but for a scientific and systematic survey of the 
nation, the trigonometrical operation should take the lead. This regular plan 
however, must greatly retard the valuation. ■ * 

Do you mean it would delay it considerably, if you waited the precedence of the 
trigonometrical survey?— Yes; I should think if you wait till the trigonometrical 
survey is finished, it must retard the valuation many years. 

Do you see any objection to their going on together, ?— They might go on 
together; but it would be the most regular and convenient plan to let the local sur- 
veyors follow, and fill up the ordnance triangles with as little delay as possible, before 
the stations should become obliterated. 

\ ou think there would be no difficulty in connecting the maps of townlands, by 

means, of the triangulation, so as to form a correct map of Ireland afterwards ? 

•No difficulty, if all the measurements were correctly executed, and on the same 
scale. 

Do not you consider, that the local knowledge of the surveyor may also subject 
him to some local influence ?■— It might, with respect to valuation; but not in the 
measurement, without detection and exposure ; he must give a proper survey, Or the 
lines will not duly meet, not the boundaries coincide. 

• Are there parochial maps generally in existence in England ?— Very generally ; 
even in cities. There is, I believe, scarcely a parish in London without its map' 
which is usually hungup in the vestry. I understand also, that the parochial maps 
m the neighbourhood of London arc generally on one scale ; that is, four poles to 
an inch. . 

I think I understood you to say, on your former examination, that the better pro- 
gress ot this survey would be from the details up to the general map, rather than bv 
beginning with the general map, and then filling in the details ?— For expediting the 
valuation only, but not for a systematic operation, where all the outlines should' be 
first drawn. It is, indeed, a question that involves various considerations, for whi'di 
there does not appear, as yet, to be sufficient data to decide upon. In my present 
view ot the undertaking, it might be performed with the greatest expedition fey &n 
order to each parish to furnish its own map, marking, at the same time, the townlands 
and smaller divisions in such parish; and if such measurement were faithfully made 
with the chain only, all lines must meet, and the boundaries coincide sufficiently near 
for the purposes of valuation; and these parochial plans, being laid together, must fit 
like the parts of a dissected map. The ordnance surveyors ‘ might then lay* down 
the boundaries ol counties, baronies, parishes, rivers, roads, &c. and fix the 
latitudes and longitudes of all places of importance, particularly on the coasts: 
but it seems wholly out of their province to measure fields or lay down minute divi- 
sions, where every hedge and offset must be traced with the chain. Without some 
plan of this kind, the valuation must be retarded for many years ; and the necessity 
of dispatch will appear the more urgent, when it is considered that land is liable tp 
change in value, as we have frequently seen. It follows, therefore, that the valuation 
throughout the country should be as nearly simultaneous as possible ; T should think, 
ttiat, under proper arrangement and superintendence, the parochial survey of ‘Ireiatid 
might.be effected in one year, or even in less time. The plans of parishes irffffid 
near London, a re generally laid down on a scale of two chains to an inch, which hi 
40 times larger than the scale of the ordnance survey. - 4 5 itAi*

Have you had any later practice ?— The corps of surveyors of which I was 
a member being disbanded, I was appointed professor of military drawing to the 
royal military college, and one of my duties was to instruct the cadets in surveying 
and sketching the country. 

In your opinion, should the trigonometrical survey precede the territorial, or the 
contrary ?— The territorial survey should precede the trigonometrical ; the territorial 
survey being on a larger scale, it will be more advantageous to reduce from a larger 
to a smaller scale than vice versa ; secondly, for the purpose of detecting inaccuracies 
it is expedient that the work of the inferior should be placed in the hands of the 
superior artist ; lastly, it would considerably lessen the difficulty of the county sur- 
veyor, if he had the precise boundaries ascertained and placed before him. 

Do you think there would be any difficulty in connecting correct maps of town- 
lands, by means of the triangulation, so as to form a correct map of the whole 
country?— This question would involve two considerations; the extent of district 
allotted to the territorial surveyor, and the next, the capability of the party executing 
the work. If the territorial surveyor extends his admeasurement to * parishes or 
baronies, there would be no difficulty, supposing the work to be correct, in reducin'? 
and fitting the survey to the points of the county surveyor. 

Can you form any estimate of the number of acres that you would allow the 
common country surveyor to form into one map?— That would depend, in a «reat 
measure, on his capability; if he is well qualified, he may take at least a townfand 
or he may even go to the extent of a parish. 

Do you think there would be any advantage in allowing him to map a larger 
extent than one townland ? The advantage would accrue to the county surveyor 
who would find it much more advantageous to be furnished with a parish than 
a townland or smaller divisions; in point of advantage to the survey, it does not 
appear at all material. 

Will it not require a surveyor of more ability to map a parish correctly, than to 
map a townland correctly ? That would depend, in a great measure, on the extent 
“ ie P ans ^; I* 1 a small parish, perhaps, a common surveyor would find no 
difficulty ; if it extended for miles, it might require a more experienced hand ; if the 
parish were very extensive, it would require trigonometrical points to be fixed’ by the 
parish surveyor, otherwise his work would expand; he would not confine it within 
the proper limits. 

Do you think the common country surveyor would be qualified, without previous 
instruction, to make a map of a larger extent than a townland?— Perhaps not in 
some instances. r ’ 



Do you think it would be practicable to survey to tile extent of parishes with 
sufficient minuteness for a valuation, or whether it would be expedient to take 
smaller divisions to be afterwards thrown into parishes?— For a valuation of course 
you must descend to great minutiic; you would survey, not only the parish or tile 
barony or the townland. but the fields. It might be done by discriminating he. 
tween the different qualities and descriptions of land, in order to ascertain the value 
Of each, without attendrag to the subdivisions of the fields ; but I think it would be 
more advantageous to mark the Jidda upon the map, particularly if you mean to 
hand these, surveys to the ordnance surveyor, the intersection of fields would oi ve 
mm pomts lrom whence to ascertain the accuracy of the survey. 

Do you. think it would be expedient to proceed in the first instance by a smaller 
division than a parish?— I think the division of a townland would be the best division

Do you consider the description of country surveyors to be sufficient for the town- 
land surveys?

the territorial surveyor one adapted to his purposes, as well as retain one for his lr J-) 

own use. 

Would not every map of a townland furnish sufficient points for . the ordnance 
surveyor? — That would depend on the nature of the country in some measure. 

The custom has been for the county surveyors to fix particular trees, the spire.of 
a church, or some very particular object, as a point in the country, which is marked 
on the paper, and handed to the person who fills in : now, in Ireland, you cannot 
always get these things, you could seldom meet with an eligible tree, and there are 
very few spire churches. 

Would not the intersection of two ditches, as laid down upon the map of a 
townland, be sufficient for a point? — It would, if a post were erected on the par- 
ticular place; by that means you might get a sufficient quantity of points, by the 
substitution of artificial marks for natural. 

Do you think the territorial or the topographical survey should have the pre- 
ference? — The former certainly: I see no advantage that can accrue to the surveyor 
of a townland from the triangulation ; but if the territorial surveyors have certain 
recognizable marks for trigonometrical points, the means of judging the accuracy of 
the work will be given; moreover, considerable delay, trouble and expense will be 
saved to the county surveyor, by having the ascertained boundaries handed to him. 

I beg leave to observe, that I have always considered the party carrying on the 
trigonometrical operation to be (as in the case of the ordnance) the same that exe- 
cutes the topographical survey, and that my remarks apply to the one as well as 
the other. 

Do you conceive that the details or the trigonometrical survey should have the 
precedence? — The details should always precede. 

Do you conceive that the survey of Ireland ought to be considerably cheaper 
than a minute survey of England? — Not a great deal, I think. I believe the price 
per acre is very nearly the same, allowing for the difference between the English and 
Irish acre. 



Davies Gilbert, Esq. a Member of the Committee, Examined. 



DO you consider that the trigonometrical or the territorial survey should have 
the precedence? — I would state, in answer to that question, that the most scientific 
and most minutely accurate mode would be to commence the triangulation in the 
first instance, and to proceed from generals to particulars; but as it is an object to 
save time and hasten the survey by all possible means, I am also of opinion, that 
surveys of minute districts, such as townlands, provided they are taken separately 
and independently one of another, so as to avoid the multiplication of error, may 
be made as accurately as it is possible to lay them down on paper; but that great 
care should be taken in each of these surveys to measure an horizontal base, parti- 
cularly in uneven districts, where otherwise great error would arise from taking an 
inclined surface instead of the horizontal line. If the territorial survey should follow 
the triangulation at any considerable interval of time, great inconvenience would 
probably arise from the removal of marks, and from the difficulty of ascertaining the 
precise points which had been laid down in the triangulation; instances of which 
have occurred in England, where, on some occasion, when it was thought fit to 
repeat the triangulation with increased accuracy, the localities of the marks, even 
in the principal stations, were no longer capable of being ascertained. 

The farmers purposely removed them? — Yes. 

Would you advise that the theodolite should be used by the common surveyors? — 
The triangulation should of course be performed by means of the very best instru- 
ments that can be procured. Instruments of a small size would be sufficient -for 
continuing the triangulation to more minute subdivisions, but in the survey, even 
of townlands, I would recommend the theodolite to be used, though one of less 
size, and that in no case should reliance be placed on the magnetic needle.- 

Do yon consider that this survey should be conducted under some general super- 
intendence, or that it might usefully be divided among different hands and in several- 
districts? — I think the survey being conducted under a general scientific superin- 
tendence would add very greatly to the assurance of its accuracy, but if skilful 
surveyors could be procured, I do not see why they might not be employed to a verjft 
&reat extent. One ordnance officer would undoubtedly have it in his power to

inspects very considerable number of these surveyors, and I have reason to think" 
that a considerable number of persons competent might be procured : I know of no 
limit to the employment of.skilful surveyors, except their number; it has been urn- 
posed to educate a still larger number of young men for this purpose ; but objections 
seem to arise against that measure, on the ground that, if a very large extra mim 
her. were educated as civil engineers, it would be impossible for the greater part of 
those gentlemen to obtain any employment in their profession after the survey was 
completed. It is obvious, that the triangulition as well as the survey would be 
accelerated m proportion to the number of instruments efficiently employed The 
ordnance are in possession of a most admirable theodolite; there is another ner 
haps, equally good in the possession of the Royal Society, made originally for 
General Roy; and there is a third, inferior in size to the other two, but pertain 
not inferior to them in accuracy, now in the hands of Mr. Troughton, the instru 
ment maker, which he wishes to dispose of, and having heard that it might 
possibly be wanted for the survey of Ireland, he has undertaken to keep it in his 

bands, by way of giving the Irish survey the preference. 

I think you have conveyed the idea distinctly in your answer, that a few comne 
tent engineers might superintend a great body of the inferior surveyors ’—I think so ■ 
J never was concerned in surveying, and therefore I cannot give tire same confident 
answer as practical gentlemen ; but it appears to me so, from what I understand 

Do you conceive the- ordinary skilful surveyors of the country may be competent 
to the umnuter survey ?— I should think the ordinary surveyors of the country are 
quite adequate to die minuter survey,, provided they.are in the habit of using tbeo-

In common practice, can a line be computed with more accuracy than it cao be 
actually measured?— I imagine a line can be measured, provided it is perfectly 
accessible, with more accuracy than it can be computed, but with enormous trouble 
and labour and expense. ■ The base line on Hounslow heath,, I believe, required 
several months m measuring, and it was under five miles in length, whereas that 
line bemg accurate y measured, , other lines of equal or of manifold greater length 
' might be computed, through the medium of trigonometry, in a very short time, and 
with an accuracy, practically speaking, as precise as that of the original line.

How many acres did those districts comprehend, and how much of yoar time 
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\tas engaged in the survey ? — Two years ; I cannot remember the number of acres, 
but the renorts of the commissioners of the bogs in Ireland will show. 

Have you been engaged in county surveys? — I have, since 1811, to 1818, been 
employed by the grand juries of Longford and Roscommon. 

Have you completed maps of those two counties?— I have. 

Are those maps published ? — The map of the county of Longford has been 
published some years ; the northern part of Roscommon is in the hands of the

engravers. 

Inform the Committee what may have been the total expense to these two counties 
of completing the survey ? — The expense to the county of Longford for the map 
engravings, was the same as the Act allows, the 46 Geo. 3. c. 134, s. 34. namely, 
6/. to 1,000 acres, at about the rate of 1 $(1. per acre. 

Tell us the number of acres?— The number of thousand acres in Longford is 
162.; I think it comes to about 1,000 /. 

Did that comprehend the expense of the survey aud the engravings ?— Yes, of 
the survey and engravings ; the payment in Roscommon was something less than 
the Act allowed; it amounted in the whole to 2,000/. I know it would by the Act 
have come to about 2,400/. 

Were these surveys executed upon a trigonometrical principle? — I measured the 
base on the road from Longford to Edgeworthstown, with a good chain, and from 
thence branching oft' with a series of triangles which extended to the north and south 
of the . county of Longford, and was connected to another base and triangles in 
Roscommon, and also to a triangulation of Mr. Bald's in the county of Mayo. 

What instrument did you make use of in effecting your triangulation ; — I made 
use of the best portable instruments I could procure from Mr. Houghton at the time, 
which were theodolites of six inches diameter, with two telescopes; the division of 
tbe; instruments enabled me to read off to the minuteness of 20 seconds. 

Was that for the primary triangulation ?— That was for the primary triangulation. 

Is that triangulation given upon the maps of both counties r Yes; there is 
a diagram upon each of the engraved maps, showing the principal triangles; the 
angles are marked in figures, and also the distances in feet. 

How many points did you you lay down to the square mile from the principal 
triangulation ? — The points were from five to ten miles asunder, so that there are 
many square miles included in the principal triangles. In the secondary triangulation 
there was in general more than one point determined in every square mile. 

How many persons did you employ under you in effecting these surveys, and 
what description of persons were they? — Never more than four surveyors. 

Who were they?— Mostly persons that had been employed with me and by my 
father on the survey for the bog commissioners. 

Were they Irishmen? — All Irishmen. 

What portion of the details were executed by them, and what means did you take 
to check their returns to you? — They measured the roads, rivers, bogs and boun- 
daries, and lodged with me their field notes, not reserving for themselves even 
a copy; also they gave to me a protraction or plotting of their operations of the 
work, upon the scale that was required for the barony maps, which is four inches 
to the Irish mile. 

The question embraced a second point; what means did you take to check the 
field notes; how did you ascertain the accuracy of the work of these surveyors? — 
I instructed my surveyors to measure to and intersect all the principal and minor points 
that I was at the time trigonometrically determining, and after I had laid those 
points down upon a large flat sheet of paper, I was able to detect at once if there 
was any considerable error in their surveys, by laying their protractions on my sheet 
of points. j ■* 

Was that check sufficient to satisfy yourself as to the accuracy of the proceedings 
of the surveyors?— It was sufficient where I was certain of the integrity, of the ar- 
sons I employed. . • 

Having stated, that you employed these surveyors to measure the boundaries, what 
were the boundaries they were employed to ascertain ? — In Longford, my engagement 
went only to measuring the boundaries of the county and barony. In Roscommon, my 
engagement included boundaries much more difficult to ascertain in Ireland, those

Do you not conceive, that the contents would be sufficiently accurate for the pur- 
pose of the local taxation of the country, on the scale of six inches to a mile ? — 

That depends on the amount of the taxation. In those parts of the country that 
I am speaking of, I should suppose there would be no dispute, as the sum to be paid 
is so small. 

As the object of the survey would be to ascertain the proportional rather than 
the positive value, if the six-inch scale was applied to all Ireland, would not the 
proportional value be sufficiently well ascertained ? — If the same persons are 
employed in every part of Ireland. 

Would the expense be much increased by the increase of scale? — In laying down 
the survey on twelve inches instead of six, the increase of expense would not be 
by any means doubled. The surveyor should always consider that he is going to 
lay it down on a large scale. 

Cseteris paribus, is not the larger scale easier to the surveyor ? — If he is not a very 
neat draughtsman it is. 

You mean to give the Committee to understand, that no additional expense would 
be incurred beyond the insignificant cost of paper, and a little more time in covering 
it, in drawing attended by a survey on a scale of 12 inches, instead of a survey on 
a scale of six? — I do; but it will tend to enforce further accuracy in the field, 

Suppose, after the completion of the actual survey, it was considered advisable to 
publish an engraved map on a reduced scale, would the difficulty of reducing it front 
twelve to two inches be considerably greater, or the expense enhanced from what it 
would be on a scale of six inches to two ? — I conceive not ; not considerable. 

You have stated, that you employed your surveyors to measure as well the rivers 
as civil boundaries ; did the admeasurement of the rivers comprehend the taking 
ascertainment of the level? — -It did; wherever it was previously connected with 
the bog survey. 

Did your survey from Longford to Roscommon comprehend a survey of the alti- 
tude of the mountains and hills? — It did not. I have it in contemplation to ascertain, 
the height of the hills. 

Are you acquainted with any of the operations of the surveys now going on. on the 
Continent? — I am. 

What parts of it? — Particularly with those in Italy and Bavaria. 

How was your knowledge acquired ? — By acquaintance, in both instances, with the 
heads of the bureau topographyque. 

Did you visit Bavaria, and acquire your information of the mode of proceeding 
on the spot? — I did. 

Will you describe to the Committee what the proceedings are which are 
now in progress in Bavaria? — I conceive that the proceedings, with regard to the 
cadastre and general map, must be nearly finished. 

State what the map contained, and what is its object ? — The great triangulation was 
carried on in a similar manner to that of England ; but the astronomers and engi- 
neers made use of repeating theodolites of lesser dimensions than the three feet 
theodolites, not on the repeating principle, which are used in England. 

What was the object of the territorial survey going on in Bavaria ; does it relate 
to topography, or taxation ? — Both to topography and taxation, and to be of lasting 
benefit to the proprietors of the soil. 

[The witness here produced three specimens, bought at the public office for 5 d. 
each ; one was an index map of a considerable portion of the country round 
Munich, divided into squares , with references to two specimens of maps on 
twenty times the scale, which pointed out the boundaries, he believed , down . to 
the fields, and which showed in the plans of the town the houses so minute, 
that their numbers were written in their proper situation.] 

What is the scale of the survey ? — One 5,000 dth part of the real size. 

That is 12 inches to a mile? — Thereabouts. 

Are the Committee to understand that any landed proprietor is able to purchase 
at the rate you have described, a survey of his own estate? — Certainly he could, 
as a stranger was allowed to do so. 

Are vou aware, whether the sale of the maps in the Bavarian survey has pro-i 
N 4 duced 
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, du ™d any reduction in the annual expenses of effecting these operations ?— I 
\ ’ l ' j l z' uor ■ it was not in the contemplation of the government to do so, but rather held out as 
(May 31 ) a benefit t0 t,le proprietors. 

Is the Bavarian map of use for the purposes of purchase and sale r — I conceive 
it of the greatest use. If I were to purchase an estate in that country, I should 
look at the index map, purchase as many sheets as contained the portions of land 
take those sheets to the proper office, where, for paying a small sum, they will make 
for me the authentic contents of the different portions of those lands. 

Are you aware of the expense per acre of executing this survey?— No ;. but I am 
aware of the means which they adopted in executing it. 

State them ?— After the primary operation of the great triangulation, and prin- 
cipal and verification bases, they carried on a second triangulation with very accurate 
instruments, so as to determine all the principal points, such as churches and towers 
and then a third series, the points of which triangulation were furnished to the su/ 
veyor at their proper distances, marked upon paper ; the filling up of the interior was 
carried on by a peculiar species of plane table, the accuracy of which I cannot speak 
to myself, as I have not tried it in this country ; they also attempt to do away with 
the inaccuracies of the common chain, by carrying down the triangulation on paper 
to die most minute corners of fields, &c. 1 

Was there any valuation of the land ?— I never heard that there was. 

, What.is the expense of engraving on stone?— I understand that I could have 
maps engraved on stone of this size, 20 inches square, for 20 1 .; but I suppose that 
government work is carried on at a much less rate. 

What part of these operations, in Ireland, could you undertake?— I conceive that 
I am competent to undertake any part of them; but I should prefer undertaking 
trie .secondary triangulation, and overseeing the accurate execution of the interior 
of a portion, soy one province, for I am convinced the great triangulation can be in 
no hands, so good, as in major Colby’s, and the military engineers employed in the 
English and Scotch survey. 0 J 

Are you acquainted with the Neapolitan way of laying down lands ?— The survey’ 
of the Neapolitan dominions is carried on also, on a large scale, in all the different 
works of calculation drawing and engraving, in the same office and under the same 
eye, that of Signor Visconti; .they transfer the triangulation from the calculation im- 
mediately to the copper, and tracing from the drawn map on small squares of 
about a mile, they Jay down the. interior upon the copper, so as to subdivide the 
errors of the paper, the expansion of which being hydrometric, is irregular, but oh- 
copper being thermometnc, is nearly uniform in all directions. 

When was the Neapolitan survey commenced ?— I do not know how long ago but 
it flourished in the time of Buonaparte, I think. 1 8 '

Would not a great survey of the perfect nature which is contemplated, supersede (May 31.) 
the necessity of any local surveys for county or parochial or maritime purposes ; 
supposing, with regard to the latter, that the maritime surveyors were employed 
to insert in the maps of the coast, furnished by the land surveyors, the objects of 
maritime utility P — Undoubtedly, till a change of boundary, roads, rivers, and 
coast, took place, which they do continually ; I would add also, or till there are 
further improvements in science ; if we confine our accuracy to a second now, it may 
be a tenth of a second in future ages. 

W ould there be any objection to measuring three or four base lines in different 
parts of Ireland, and from those obtaining several primary triangles, with a view of 
expediting the survey ? — There can be no objection. 

But would it have the effect of expediting? — When the base lines came to be 
compared, it would be difficult to know on what part of the survey to throw the 
error. 

Your answer relates to the accuracy, but the question relates to the expedition? — 

I should conceive, that whether measured by the same staff, or by different persons, 
it would still tend to delay. 

Then as you would only advise one base line, do you think there would be any diffi- 
culty in throwing in a considerable body of surveyors to fillup ? — I wish clearly to be 
understood ; I do not recommend any base line to be immediately measured ; in 
Ireland, I consider it a work of great labour and accuracy, depending on weather, 
that we cannot control ; there are at present many points in the north of Ireland, 
determined from the triangulation of England, which I should suppose the ordnance 
would consider sufficiently exact, to enable them to proceed on the base lines already 
so determined in Ireland. 

Ihen there is already a base line in Ireland sufficient for the purpose ? — There is no 
measured base line by any means adequate. 

Do you believe that this country. Great Britain, affords the means, in surveyors 
and instruments of the higher order, to proceed more quickly than the survey will do 
by continuing the English triangulation ? — I do not conceive that it does. 

Do you think that the survey in Ireland can be accomplished in a shorter time by 
commencing with triangulation, than by commencing in details ? — It is impossible for 
me to answer a question that depends on others ; men must work at both, and I do 
not know in what time they will begin. 

Which would you advise for the purpose of accelerating the survey ? — -By all means 
I would recommend the great triangulation to proceed with all the assistance that 
money, men and experience can give. 

As it is necessary that the survey should embrace townlands, of what use will 
the triangulation be? — Sending down its accuracy to the boundary of every field, 
if necessary. 

It you had a farm of 1 00 acres, will you state how you Avould be able to avail 
yourself of the trigonometrical survey ? — Supposing the farm to lie in a triangle, and 
the three points given are the three points of this farm, the survey is done 'by com-' 
puting the area of this triangle. If it varies from the straight lines of the triangle, - 
you follow the common means of survey in measuring the straight lines between 
the points, and taking accurate offsets and laying down on paper, or calculating the 
results. 

Do you think the triangulation should be carried down so minutely that the triangle 
should contain little more than too acres? — I conceive that it should, by the 
second and third series of triangles ; but I do not conceive that the great instrumeutg 
are to be detained in determining trigonometrical points nearer than ten mtihk 
asunder. ■ ' v •-'U 

1 hen, in point of fact, it would save the surveyor trouble ; but would ycrtf obtain 
greater accuracy by the triangulation? — I conceive the triangulation in the Stfrf'ev'of 
the county saved me expense and trouble to a considerable extent, insured hcduracy, 
and enabled me to lay before your Committee, copies of surveys which I am not 
ashamed of. • 3'jjnBnJ ' ’ 5$ 

Did you find any particular difficulty in effecting your survey in Ireland by reason 
of the state of the population, the character of the people? — Certainly I found ho 
difficulty from the people; sometimes from the cattle in throwing down the marks, 
and probably from an idle inhabitant; but wherever my object was known, T found*'

was little occasion for payment for keeping them up; but I must state, 
that I never went into the country with any force, never carried any fire-arms, 

• - ‘ always explained to them how far my works were likely to tend to their benefit. 

Do you conceive the co-operation you received from the inhabitants proceeded 
from the explanation given, and the conviction that it was for their advantage the 
survey was going on ? — I think, in the counties I was employed in, that they generally 
took it for granted, from my name and character, that it was to be of use to them, 
more easily than they could be convinced of it by argument. 

. On your return from Bavaria did you procure any of the instruments manufactured 
by Reichenbach ? — I went to Munich on purpose to make acquaintance with 
Reichenbach, and if possible to purchase one of his repeating theodolites, of 
which I believed him to be the original inventor; I was' fortunate in procuring one 
that was just finished, of the same size as is used in the secondary trianglulation 
in Bavaria, and in many instances in the first, being eight inches diameter; the 
larger repeating theodolides are twelve inches ; none of these were completed at 
the time, but he was ready to make them to any extent I ordered. Monsieur 
Reichenbach is now director-general of the ponts et chauss6es in Bavaria; but he 
oversees the work that is carried on in the manufactory; he still superintends the 
manufactory of instruments. 

You have used it? — I have. 

Was it in conjunction with major Colby and captain Kater? — Yes. 

Have you since made use of that in any of the surveys in which you have been 
engaged? — I have not been engaged in any large surveys since I returned; but I was 
invited by captain Kater, to accompany him and major Colby, on their trigonometrical 
survey, for the connection between the meridians of Paris and Greenwich, so as 
to make a comparison of that repeating instrument at a station where the great 
three feet theodolite had been just made use of. 

What was the result of yuur experience of the instrument? — I have not the notes 
of the result with me, but I believe major Colby has. 

You can state generally? — I think they agreed within two seconds; I mentioned 
that in a paper, I published for the Royal Irish Academy. 

[See the 'paper referred to at the end.'] 

Were not the inferior powers of the telescope an objection to the use of the 
repeating instruments? — Undoubtedly; but the telescopea of the instruments I am 
speaking of, are remarkably good. 

Then, for the purpose of facilitating the execution of the work, would you furnish 
each surveyor with a sheet of ascertained points? — I would, reserving some points 
to myself, by way of future check upon their work ; some points that they could 
not be aware of ; I should, also, state one thing, not sufficiently attended to in the 
survey,, that I would enforce the measurement of every trigonometrical statiou to 
the nearest well-defined road or boundary, and its bearings, so that there should be 
no possibility of doubt of the surveyor arranging his survey to that point, or the point 
to his survey. 

Would there be any difficulty in obtaining a sufficient number of natural points ?■— 
In some countries very difficult, but in Ireland, generally, there are peculiar facilities 
for survey; few hedges and trees on the tops of hills, and in many places single 
bushes, which are religiously respected by the inhabitants ; old castles, towers and 
windmill stumps ; and with respect to climate, I have made use of instruments in both 
countries ; I have found the horizon more clear in Ireland than England, for the same 
length of time ; on the other hand, these operations are obstructed by a greater fall 
of rain, particularly on the west coast. 

Do you mean, that your works may be interrupted ?-r-Yes ; the works would 
be interrupted by the rain. You must cover your instruments; you must have them 
in tents, &c.

Letter from William Edgeworth, Esq. Civil Engineer, to Alexander Nimmo, Esq.

Dear Sir, Dublin, January 1, 1823. 

At your request I send .you an account of a few of the principal triangles upon which the 
map of the county of Roscommon was constructed. 

. I have 
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I have calculated the sides from a base measured on the road from Longford to Edge- Mr 

worthstown, an account of which was published in my father’s Report on the Bog District, Wilimh Edgeworth. 
N° 7, and, with a diagram of some triangles, is to be found in the Second Report of the v — 

Commissioners for improving Bogs in Ireland. » 

On my map of the county of ''Longford I have published the principal triangles upon ' Y 3 ' 
which it was founded ; and the latitude was determined from observations of the pole star, 
with an instrument of sixteen inches diameter, that major Taylor most kindly lent to me. ’ 

The longitude of Edgeworthstown was determined from the Observatory of Dublin, by 
the valuable assistance ot Dr. Brinkley, who was so good as to make corresponding observa- 
tions of white-lights and explosions of gunpowder; four in one night agreed withlhe mean 
within a second of time. 

So that the longitude of the stations in the county of Longford may be considered as 
certain within a furlong. I have connected the triangulation through Roscommon with some 
of the stations made use of by Mr. Bald in his excellent map of Mayo. 

So that, even with the slight data, that I can now give, the difference of latitude and 
longitude of the east and west coast of this Island is known within a few seconds of time. 

The principal angles of Roscommon I took in the year 1814, with a six-inch theodolite 
made by Trough ton. 

But I am now in possession of a repeating circle of eighteen inches diameter of his 
make; and a repeating theodolite of Reichenbach, which, from the trials that major Colby 
and captain Kater kindly encouraged me to make of this instrument, at some of the trigo- 
nometrical stations in England, in comparison withlhe celebrated theodolite of Ramsden 
I think I could be as certain of an angle to two seconds, as formerly I was to twenty 
seconds. J 



So that it would be well worth while to employ this repeating theodolite to connect, by a 
few well chosen triangles, Galway and Sligo with Dublin, and to determine exactly the 
distance on the meridian between Dublin and Armagh Observatories. A few more triangles 
would connect Armagh with the stations on the coast of Ireland, which have been intersected 
by major Colby. 

If I were to give a diagram of all the triangles that I determined in Roscommon, you 
would find a station nearly in every square mile, as my object was to secure the accuracy of 
the map. J 

The manner in which 1 laid down the triangles on paper may be found useful to those few 
who are employed in similar labours. After having carefully drawn mile squares of four inches 
asunder, and laid down a long base, I made use of a nine-inch protractor of Troughton’s, with 
extending conical points. Over one of these points I placed a little pin-hole in thin brass, so 
that 1 could see the opposite point through it; and, instead of marking the paper with the 
points, 1 intersected a little square cube with a fine perpendicular line marked on it, where 
the station to be determined was likely to come. 1 moved it back and forwards, till the pro- 
tractor, when set to the division, showed where the line should be drawn, which I did without 
taking up the protractor. In this way I marked every station round, at once, from the 
angles in the field book. 

1 his may be called surveying on paper, as 1 made use of the protractor in laying down the 
angles, as I had done the theodolite in the field. 

And when the paper was kept of equal dryness in the large triangles, I could perceive an 
error of a minute. 

1 here give you a table of the angles to twenty seconds, and the sides calculated in feet, 
with the latitudes and longitudes of a few of the stations.

Mr. David Aher, called in ; and Examined. 

WHAT is your profession? — A civil engineer. 

How long have you been engaged in the profession of a civil engineer }■ 
vears. °

In what school of engineering were you originally brou«ht up! 
school of Rocque. c 1 

Under your father? — Yes. 

Were you employed under major Taylor, in Ireland ? — I was. 

In what service ?-In laying out roads and canals, particularly mail coach roads. 
Were you employed under the Grand Canal company ?^I was, as one of their 
engineers, m the years 1 803, 1 804 and 1 805. 

Were you also employed under the authority of the commissioners for draining 

bogs 
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bogs in Ireland ? — I was one of their engineers, employed in the years 1810, 1811 
and 1812. 

Are you now engaged as engineer in any of the mines and collieries ? — I am en- 
gaged as the engineer of the Castlecomer collieries. ( J,me 1.) 

Have you been engaged in any considerable territorial surveys, under the authority 
of the grand juries of Ireland ? — I have, in the county of Kilkenny, under thfe 
authority of the grand jury of that county. 

State when you commenced the survey? — I commenced it in the year 1812; it is 
not yet finished, but very considerable progress is made in the survey. 

How soon do you anticipate its termination ? — I should think, in the course of 
another year it may be completed. 

What was the agreement you made with the grand jury for the execution of the 
work ? — The sum I contracted with the grand jury to execute the work for was 
2,480/. being about id. the Irish acre. 

Was this raised altogether by presentment, or partly by private subscription ? — 

Partly by presentment, and partly by private subscription. 

What civil boundaries does your map of the county of Kilkenny embrace, be- 
ginning from the highest down to the lowest? — Baronies, parishes and townlands. 

What was the purpose for which the survey was undertaken by the grand jury of 
Kilkenny ? — Their object was to have a good map of the county, and ultimately 
for the purpose of adjusting the mode of levying the local taxation. 

Have you known any instances of unjust inequality to arise out of the present 
system of applotting the local taxation, which would render it necessary that a new 
survey and valuation should take place ? — I have known many. 

Do you conceive that any survey, the object of which would be the procuring 
a remedy for such inequalities, would be complete, without the division of townlands 
being designated upon it ? — It would not be complete without the division of town- 
lands. 

Can you state, from your experience in Kilkenny, what may be the average size of 
the townlands which you have surveyed ?— The average size of the townlands is 
about 300 acres, varying from 100 to 2,000 acres ; but there are few of the latter 
description. 

Does the survey you have undertaken return to the grand jury an account of each 
townland ? — It does. 

How do you compute the area ; did you give a survey of individual fields? — No ; 
the outlines of the townlands. 

Have you found that the division of townlands was, generally speaking, a territorial 
division which was well known and recognized in the county? — In general, the town- 
land divisions are well known and recognized. 

When cases of doubt and difference of opinion arose, was that chiefly on bog and 
mountain ground? — It was chiefly on bog and mountain ground. 

Did you find any considerably greater difficulty in tracing the boundary of town- 
lands than you had to contend with in tracing the boundary of parishes? — I found the 
boundary of townlands less difficult to trace, with regard to showing the bounds, 
than the boundary of parishes. 

Are the boundaries of townlands conterminous with the boundaries of estates ? — 

Generally speaking, they are ; sometimes it happens, that when a townland is joint 
property, the parties enter into a deed of partition, and then each division usually 
takes the name of the family to whom it is apportioned. 

Can you give any specimen, any example of this r — I am not prepared with the 
names; I know there are many, but lam not immediately prepared with the name. 

In cases where such divisions of lands have taken place, in remote antiquity, are 
not such divisions of lands considered as two separate townlands? — They are 
generally considered as separate ; I can now state the name of one townland, so 
divided. 

State it?— -Moanamuck Ormond; the other is Moanamuck Stafford. 

What steps did you take in order to acquire a knowledge of the civil boundaries 
of the townlands? — I applied to the proprietors, who instructed their bailiffs to 
show me the boundaries. 

And did the local assistance, which you was enabled in this way to procure, give 
you the means of ascertaining the boundary in most cases with precision and accu- 
racy? — It did. 

In cases of doubt or controversy, what course did you take? — I surveyed th^ 
two lines and made a separate calculation of the quantity, and called it disputed 

445. O 3 land; 
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land ; I then mentioned in whose possession it was; supposing two adjoining town- 
lands occupied by A and B, 1 mentioned disputed, between A and B, but now in 
the possession of B. 

So that for that purpose, if there had been a valuation concurrent with your 
survey, such a mode of ascertaining the contents would, without interfering with 
the right of property, equalize the taxation?— It would, by charging the taxes to 
the occupant for the time, till the right was legally ascertained. 

In ascertaining the boundary of townlands, did you make use of the existing 
Down survey? — I did not. ° 

What are the contents in acres of the county of Kilkenny?— About 300 000 
Irish acres. 5 

IIow many assistants had you in the execution of this work?— I had three and 
occasionally four, one of whom, Mr. Clements, was my partner in the work: two 
of Mr. Clements’s sons were also assistants. 

Did they execute the detailed work, or had they subordinate servants under 
them?— We employed but few others; Mr. Clements and I preferred executing 
the details as well as the general survey. ° 

Why did you not employ an additional force for the purpose of the completion of 
this work?— In consequence of having made the contract for an inadequate remu- 
neration, we wished to do the entire work ourselves, as well as to have it done under 
our own immediate superintendence. 

Will you inform the Committee on what principle you have executed this survey 
whether you proceeded by a triangulation of the whole county, or whether you applied 
a system of triangulation subsequently, to ascertain the accuracy of the preceding 
work. It was my intention to have commenced the survey by triangulation but 
not having at the time an instrument of sufficient accuracy, I entered upon the 
detailed survey in the first instance, and about two years ago major Taylor. Chief 
Commissioner of the Paving Board, Dublin, had the kindness to lend me his 
portable astronomical circle, made by Troughton; the verniers were graduated to 
read off angles to five seconds, the micrometers to one second. 

Was your detailed survey in a considerable state of forwardness at the time vou 
acquired the possession of this superior instrument ?— It was. ' 

. Have you proceeded to observations to enable you to correct any possible existin» 
inaccuracies in your detailed survey by means of this instrument?— I have laid out 
a base hue, but have not yet measured it with the steel chain; its length has been 
ascertained by a common chain, for the purpose of approximating the distances- 
I have, measured most of the triangles with major Taylor’s circle, and intend 
measuring the base line with a steel chain. 

Supposing that you had in the first instance been in possession of major Tavlor’s 
theodolite and sufficient instruments, would you not have inverted the order of 
your proceedings ? — I would. 

. Should you have been aided in your details by a previous triangulation?— Bv a 
triangulation of the county, which 1 consider secondary triangulation, I should have 
been aided in the details of townlands. ° ’ n ve 

What is the scale on which you are executing your survey?— For the haronv 
maps four inches to an Irish mile. •■cuuiony 

And for county maps ?—' Two inches to an Irish mile. 

Has the baronial scale been found in practice sufficiently large to enable vou to 

fix with accuracy the boundary of the townlands?— It has 1 

When you referred to the proprietors of land and to their agents, for the purpose 
of ascertaining the boundary of these townlands, did they themselves act in pointing 
them out, or did they refer you to an, other person ?-They referred me to S 
own authorized bailiffs, or as we call them, drivers. * ° tft 

Is that a word which is generally used in Ireland in expressing bailiffs ?— It is

Do you conceive, that for the purpose of ascertaining these boundaries of townlands, 

if 
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if the individual proprietors interested on each side were called on to join in the 
appointment of boundsmen, that the return of such boundsmen to the engineer would 
enable the line to be laid down with sufficient accuracy ? — It would. 

In cases of dispute, do you think an appeal to the quarter sessions would be 
a sufficient check upon the accuracy of the information so given? — I should consider 
such an appeal a sufficient check, as applicable to local taxation, but not to regulate 
the rights of property. 

Have you had occasion to act in Ireland as a commissioner in ascertaining the 
value of any property there? — I was appointed a commissioner under the new tithe 
act, on behalf of the Rev. Henry li. Dawson, rector of the parish of Castlecomer, 
in the county of Kilkenny, containing upwards of 12,000 acres. 

In proceeding with this valuation, did you employ the survey which you had 
precedently taken of the townlands of the parish ? — I did. 

Did you find it satisfactory for the purpose? — I did. 

Were any complaints made by any of the parties interested, of any irregularity or 
inequality arising out of the survey? — No complaints of inequality arising out of the 
the survey. In addition to my survey of the tovvnlands, I had access to the pro- 
prietors detailed maps, of the small farms, by which I was enabled to form an 
accurate applotment of the tithes of the said parish. 

Were the farmers always willing to produce their maps? — In some instances they 
were unwilling to produce their maps, until we sent persons to make surveys of the 
small farms ; in a few days after this the other occupiers gave us every information, 
and produced their maps and leases. 

In the execution of this valuation, did you find it necessary to make distinct 
valuations of every field, and then to add up the values of the respective fields, so 
as to compute the value of the particular farm, or did you proceed on more general 
principles? — I proceeded on more general principles. 

Describe how? — I did not find it necessary to make distinct valuations of every 
field, unless where such fields were of different quality ; where I found two or more 
contiguous fields of like quality on the same farm, I valued them as one field. 

In point of fact, are not the inclosures in Ireland extremely variable, altering 
from year to year, and so precarious and uncertain in their nature, as to render it 
indesirable to have any reference to them in the new survey, except where they 
coincide with townlands? — Many of the fences in Ireland are variable. 

In the baronial survey which you have undertaken, of four inches to the mile, 
you do not represent any boundary of fields? — I do not. 

In the event of undertaking a national survey on a scale of six inches to an 
English mile, would you consider it useful or expedient to bear any reference in the 
survey to the division of fields? — Not for the purpose of taxation, except in the 
neighbourhood of towns. 

Suppose that the local surveyor did not go below townlands, how would you be 
able to check the survey? — I should have no difficulty in checking it from the trian- 
gulation, in the same way as a survey of separate fields may be checked, but not 
with so much expedition. 

In the neighbourhood of towns, where the value of property is greater, and 
the sub-divisions more minute, would you not consider it expedient that the scale 
should be larger too? — I would recommend that towns and the neighbouring fields 
should be laid down upon a scale of 16 perches to an inch, or 20 inches to a mile. 

Does your survey comprehend the altitudes of the hills or levels of the rivers? — 
It does both. 

. Do your field notes comprehend notes of the size of farms? — Nothing below the 
denomination of townlands, except the distinction of bog and mountain. 

Would the labour of your survey have been considerably augmented had you been 
required to furnish the grand jury with a return of the number and size of the farms 
in actual occupation in the country? — The labour would have b$en doubled thereby. 

The question does not allude to a survey of the separate farms, but merely a return 
of their number in computed acres in each townland? — Ihat would not be attended 
with much trouble, provided a survey was not required. 

In the original undertaking of your survey, had you any difficulties in fixing upon 
stations, preserving your stations, by reason of the character of the people ; their in- 
terference? — In carrying on the trigonometrical survey, I found very great difficulty 
in preserving the marks at the different stations. 

What did this arise from; was there any misapprehension as to the object of 
your survey, or the principle upon which you was going on? — It happened unfortu- 
O 4 nately, 
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nately, that I commenced my operations at a period when the minds of the lower 
classes were much agitated. 

In what way, how were they agitated ? — From the unfortunate political feeling which 
exists throughout a considerable part of Ireland. 

What political feeling do you allude to, that interfered with the progress of your 
work?— It was about this time twelvemonth; the peasantry imagined that it was 
some military operation that was preparing against them. 

And did those delusions induce them to interfere in any way, so as to cramp or 
fetter your operations ? — They did. 

Did that feeling subsist for any length of time, so as materially to affect the 
progress of your work?— When the people understood what my object was, that 
feeling subsided. 

Did you lake pains to explain to them what your object was? — I did. 

You have stated, that if the trigonometrical survey had proceeded, it would have 
considerably abridged your labour ; would it have enabled you to obtain greater 
accuracy ?— -I stated that it would have facilitated the labour. 

Would it have enabled you to attain greater accuracy? — Not ultimately; as 
I was determined to examine it by my trigonometrical survey. 

Suppose the trigonometrical survey had proceeded; do you think you would 
have obtained a sufficient number of points to render your triangulation available to 
the local surveyors ?— That depends on the minutiae to which the local surveyors 
would descend. 



How many points would you have fixed on every 200 or 300 acres? — I would 
not think it necessary to fix more than about two points on a square mile, upon an 
average. 1 

Then how would your triangulation be of use to the local surveyor, who was 
limited to a farm of two hundred acres, or townlands ? — I would" not give the 
tuangulation to the local surveyor until I had first obtained his survey. 

Still I do not understand; if you did not furnish him with a sheet of 
points, of what use would it be to allow the trigonometrical survey to precede the 
territorial ''•—In the event of my not furnishing the local surveyor with a sheet of 
points, it would not be of any use to allow the trigonometrical survey to precede the 
territorial or detailed survey ; but as the greater part of the detail has been executed 
y my partner and self, we did not find it necessary to employ these local surveyors, 
and therefore we have made use of our own triangulation. 

How could you have availed yourself of the trigonometrical survey ?— When 
1 the P oint ® with my own field notes before me, I should have Had fre- 
quent opportunities of trying the work. 

Then, the triangulation is merely of use for the purpose of verification =— Yes

Mr .James Gardner, called in; and Examined. 

WHAT has been your employment? — I have been employed in the tl’igono- Mr. 
metrical survey under the honourable board of ordnance, under general Mudge and James Gardner. 
major Colby. v 

How many years? — Sixteen years. 

On what part of the work chiefly? — On the principal and secondary triangles. 

Are you now employed ? — Yes, I am. 

Have you turned your attention to the consideration of the projected survey of 
Ireland?— Yes. 

- From your experience of the proceedings of the ordinary survey in Great Britain, 
what would be the number of great stations that you conceive would be required in 
Ireland? — About eighty. 

How many points do you conceive would be required ? — For local surveys of 
from one hundred to five hundred acres, three or four, provided the trigonometrical 
survey is to be made to townlands. 

You are acquainted with the local subdivisions of Ireland from what you have 
heard here? — I have been in the country. 

Do you think that the difficulties of the trigonometrical survey would be very much 
augmented, if it was made to include the subdivisions of townlands? — They would be 
augmented considerably. 

Have you calculated what time it might require for completing the triangula- 
tion? — -I have calculated that, if the trigonometrical survey was to reach townlands 
of one hundred acres, it would require an individual 188 years to complete the 
triangulation, reckoning him to determine and complete 1,000 triangles per 
annum ; this would give one triangle in every hundred acres : in regard to the com- 
putation, it would require an individual eight years and a half to put down the 
figures alone, were he to write at the rate of 1 8,000 per day. 

Supposing that this triangulation is not carried to that extent of minuteness, but 
applied only as far as to enable you to fix two points on an average on every square 
mile, have you made a calculation as to the time that would be requisite? — I have 
calculated a scale that would include all the minutiae required without distortion, 
viz. twelve inches to a mile, then 5,166 triangles would be required in Ireland. 

Have you considered the practical difference that might arise from the measure- 
ment of base lines with the improved instruments, in the most scientific manner, as 
compared with measurement by the ordinary chain ?— The error by the common 
chain would not be 15 times that of the most improved instrument, both being sup- 
posed to be used on level ground. 

Suppose a course taken to proceed in the first instance with the survey of town- 
lands iu Ireland, and to follow- with your triangulation, how could that be carried into 
effect ? — By experienced surveyors ; by surveyors well acquainted with trigono- 
metrical calculations ; not by a common field surveyor. 

What means would you take to ascertain the correctness of such local surveys ? — 

By an examination on the spot, surveying a line across the place, intersecting points, 
getting particular objects in a straight line, &c. 

Would the effect of such a survey be any thing more than a detection that an error 
existed, and could you thereby, without going over the same work, ascertain where 
the error lay ? — It would merely ascertain that an error existed, but would not 
correct it. 

. Then, in the event of any differences between the local survey and the general 
survey, the latter being subsequent, it would be necessary to re-survey the whole? — 

To re-survey the erroneous parts. 

Then, do you conceive that there would be practically any considerable benefit, 

■saving of time, or diminution of expense, in a preceding local survey ? — The great 
advantage of a trigonometrical survey would be to combine the detached surveys into 
one general map. 

Would not the purpose be better answered by giving the precedency to the trigono- 
metrical survey, and founding on your great triangulation the more minute local 

445- P surveys? 
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Mr. surveys ?— Small portions of country, such as 100 acres, would not be benefited • 

James G ardner, when a certain number of these small surveys came to be placed together, there 
rjune 'j * V0U ^ k e found points, which points would be determined trigonometrically, and 

' une i.) would tend to compromise small differences, if any such existed. 

Do you see any particular advantage that could be derived from giving precedency 
in point of time to the local survey, over the scientific measurement, in the first 
instances of the primary and secondary triangle? — There would be no advantage, 
except saving of time ; by accurate surveyors, small portions of ground mi«ht be 
measured with accuracy, and might be incorporated in the general map. ° 

Have the goodness to state how the local surveyor, who is limited to 100 or 200 
acres, would avail himself of a previous trigonometrical survey ?— He could not avail 
himself in such a small portion. 

Then, in point of fact, do you think there would be any difficulty in connecting 
maps of separate townlands by aid of subsequent triangulation, so as to form a co£ 
rect map of the kingdom ? — No difficulty, provided the surveyor was correct.. 

But supposing inaccuracies to exist in one or more of these surveys, would not the 
effect of such a mode of proceeding be the summing up of the errors of all the surveys ? 
— If they were inaccurate surveys, it would lead to distortion. 

But with a view to a great and national work, you conceive that such a mode of 
proceeding would furnish sufficient data to complete your operations? — Sufficient for 
the survey ot townlands. A general map could not be made with accuracy without 
the triangulation. 

It two points were determined trigonometrically in every townland, how could 
mapping townlands lead to distortion?— The distortion might arise from the survey 
being inaccurately performed, from expansion and contraction of paper, & c. not- 
withstanding this trigonometrical base. 

Would not every townland be exactly in its proper position by this mode of pro- 
ceeding ?— Provided every part of the boundary had its true position iii respect to 
the base. r

IN what time do you think the primary triangulation of Ireland could be com- 
pleted in a masterly manner? — In eight or ten years. 

In what time do you think the triangulation of Ireland, which would fix two 
points on every too acres, could be completed, supposing as many persons to be 
employed as may be consistent with uniformity of execution and accuracy ?— I think 
it would take ten persons about 35 years ; but I do rot think above half the number 
could be employed, in order to give an equal accuracy in the execution : if a great 
number were employed in a triangulation, . and any error should arise in the observa- 
tion or calculation made by one, a mistake would run through a portion of the map, 
which, might be some time after the execution of the work before- it could be 
detected. 



In point of fact, would such a triangulation give rise to errors, from the difficifltv 
ot laying it down on paper, and other circumstances ?— In some coses it would give 
-rise to errors, because on paper the process of laying down points is, in some degree, 
liable to error, as well as common surveying; this error is in proportion to the 
number of distances between the great stations and the points to be determined ; by 
calculation this error may, in some cases be diminished, by eomputino distances 
between points which were not in immediate connection with each other ; but it 
would require an immense mass of calculation, in some cases, in a triangulation so 
minute; a short distance may he determined more accurately by measuring than by 
angles,. particularly where the intersections are very acute. b J 

trJlriib! w f out of question, would not the application of such a minute 
purpose, be rendered very difficult from the circumstances 
ot the liability to which artificial marks are exposed, of being removed from their 

stations, ? — 
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stations? — Admitting that proper objects were to be erected on every 100 acres, Mr. 
such objects as would remain until the local survey was completed, they would be of James Gardner. 
no use whatever. v ~r ~ 

Unless the triangulation was as minute as that to which I have alluded, could it ' UUe 2 
be of use to the local survey which was limited to a map of townlands ? — No use 
whatever; we could not bring down a triangulation so minute without removing the 
inclosures, or erecting platforms to make the observations from. 

Did it ever enter into your contemplation, or that of any body else you ever 
heard, to carry down triangulations so minutely as to fix two points on every 100 
acres ? — Never by trigonometrical calculation. 

Then, in point of fact, you obtain as much accuracy by allowing the territorial 
survey to precede as by allowing the trigonometrical? — As much accuracy for 
a townland. 

Suppose that the triangulation, the primary and secondary, proceed first, and 
according as the work was completed, that a certain portion included in the trian- 
gulation was to be delivered over to the local surveyors, do you not think the 
ascertainment of the fixing point on which the triangulation was founded, would tend 
to the perfection of the accuracy of the subsequent local survey ? — I do not think it 
would tend to the accuracy, when such a small portion as 100 acres were to be 
measured. 

Supposing that the survey of Ireland was to be completed by parishes, compre- 
hending in average from 6,000 to 7,000 acres, do you conceive that the parochial 
survey would be more accurate by being preceded by the trigonometrical observa- 
tions? — The accuracy would be in proportion to its extent, although the trigonometrical 
survey could not take cognizance of so small a portion as 1 00 acres, in which a small 
error would hardly be visible ; yet in this case, the error would be augmented 60 or 
70 times. 

Suppose that the trigonometrical operations enable the parochial survey to be laid 
down more accurately, would not the subsequent survey, dividing the parochial 
survey into the respective townlands, also partake of the superior accuracy of the 
parochial survey itself? — The horizontal distances between the remote points would 
be more accurately delineated, but the area as accurately determined by measuring 
with the chain and theodolite. 

Could you obtain the map of a townland, with more accuracy from the map of 
a county well surveyed, than by making a distinct map of itself, with the common 
chain, each survey being on the same scale? — If the portion of country which 
composed the map, was accurately surveyed, it would give the area correct, of 
course. 

Supposing the scientific survey to embrace the division of boundaries and parishes 
only, and the boundary of townlands to be subsequently laid down by local surveyors, 
acting independently of the first operation, would not the local survey comprehend - - 

all the difficulties and expense of an ordinary property survey on the same scale? 

— It would not. 

Would any expense be saved in consequence of the preceding scientifical survey? 

— I could not see that there would be much difference in expense. 

Supposing two modes of survey to be proposed, the one wholly under the board 
of ordnance, and carried downward to the boundaries of townlands, the other a com- 
bined operation, the ordnance only executing the triangulation, and the civil divisions 
being executed by local surveyors ; what advantages would result from each ? — The 
maps would be equally accurate, but time would be saved. 

Would not the expense be increased by the double operation ? — The expense 
might be in some degree increased. 

When you say that it would be equally accurate, I ask you how you would 
unite the local survey made by the chain, to the trigonometrical survey ? — I would 
mark all the points on the local plans which were determined trigonometrically ; 

I would lay down the projection of the general map; I would then reduce and 
add a number of the local plans together on one sheet, then place the points 
on the reduced local plan on the corresponding points in the general map ; if the 
•work were accurately surveyed they would agree ; the boundaries of these plans 
so connected, would agree with the boundaries of the adjoining plan; should 
any inaccuracies appear, the trigonometrical survey would not correct such error, but 
only show that it existed in the fitting of the edges or boundaries ; these plans would 
be a great check as to the accuracy with which each surveyor had performed his 
work, and the triangulation w’ould serve to connect them, 

P 2 As 
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As the townlands must be mapped whether the trigonometrical survey proceeds 
or not, could the trigonometrical survey be of any use except in connecting them ? 
— -It would not in small portions. 

Do you mean to state to the Committee, that the expense and difficulty of effect- 
ing the survey of townlands by two separate and independent operations, one by the 
ordnance scientifically, the other by local surveyors on the ordinary principles of 
surveying, would not be greater than if the whole were under the ordnance? 
— Certainly. 



Mr. William Edgeworth, again called in ; and Examined. 

WilliamEJ ew -th SUPPOSING the scientific survey to embrace the division by boundaries and 
v iam & eu ' 0 ' A ' parishes only, but the boundary of the townlands to be sought for and ascertained 
by local surveys, would not the latter survey comprehend all the difficulties and 
expenses of an ordinary property survey on the same scale ; would any thing be 
saved by reason of the operation that preceded ? — Certainly. 

What? — As much as so many points determined in or near their parish or 
boundary. 

The saving would not take place if the local' survey was to precede the trigono- 
metrical survey? — Certainly not. 

Supposing the whole to be undertaken and executed under the same authority, 
not only the scientific part, but the boundary of the respective townlands, do you 
conceive the single operation would be more or less expensive than a combined 
operation by a scientific and a distinct local survey? — If the ordnance could spare 
an adequate time for the determination of the boundaries, and for surveying the 
natural features of the country, it would certainly be a saving of expense. 



Major Thomas Colby , again called in ; and Examined. 

Major SUPPOSING the boundaries of townlands separately surveyed by local surveyors, 

Thoma s Colby. , vvou ld you, having the responsibility of the ordnance survey, adopt such local 
surveys, as parts of your general scientific surveys ? — Certainly not. 

Suppose you were willing to accept them, would it be practical to adapt points 
laid down by the chain, to the more scientific operations ?• — It would be possible 
by ascertaining the exact points previously made use of in the townlands. 

In other words by a re-survey? — Not a complete survey. 



Mr. William Bald, again called in ; and Examined. 

SUPPOSING the scientific survey to embrace the division by parishes only, and 
the boundaries of townlands to be afterwards independently laid down by local 
surveys, would not the latter survey comprehend all the difficulties and expenses of 
an ordinary property survey? — I think so. 

Would it not diminish the expense if the two operations were combined? — Of 
course • for there would be only one establishment. 




Mr. David Aher, again called in ; and Examined. 

SUPPOSING the scientific survey, under the. ordnance, to comprise the division 
of the parochial or baronial division only, and that a second and independent 
operation were necessary to survey by townlands, would not the combined operation 
be more difficult and expensive, than if the whole was executed under the direction 
of one force t — It would.

Mr. Adam Murray , called in ; and Examined. 

WHAT is your profession ? — Land surveyor. Mr. 

Have you been employed under the Land Revenue Commissioners? — Yes. Adam Murray. 

How long have you been employed? — About five or six years. 

How long have you been engaged in the survey and valuation of land? — These ^ une ,0- ) 

thirty years. 

Have your operations been confined exclusively to England, or have they extended 
to other parts of the empire ? — They have been principally extended to England and 
Wales, Scotland and Ireland ; I only made one survey in Ireland. 

What was that survey? — It was a survey of all Mr. Locke’s estate in the county 
of Kerry. 

Can you inform the Committee what the extent of that estate is? — The extent of 
the estate is 1 3,S3 1 acres l rood 22 perches. 

In what year was that survey completed? — On the 31st October 1823. 

Was it accompanied with a valuation r — Yes ; a valuation of every piece of ground 
upon the whole extent of the survey. 

For what purpose was that valuation undertaken ; was it as between landlord and 
tenant, or for any other purpose? — It was for the information of the landlord alone, 
as to the value of his estate. 

Can you inform the Committee into what denominations of land that estate is 
divided, whether townlands or any other local subdivision? — I cannot exactly con- 
cerning the townlands ; the way that I divided the land was, I put it into four 
classes. 

What were those classes? — Four different denominations of land. 

Was the bog included in the first class that you have mentioned? — The bog was 
included in the last class of rough land. 

What distinction did you make between the two species of arable land ? — There 
was a species of arable land that would do for green crops ; there was another species 
of arable land that would not answer that ; it was too wet for green crops ; I knew 
turnips were not cultivated in the country, and therefore I did not put that value 
upon the turnip land as if it had been cultivated; but as there was no cultivation of 
turnips, I thought it was of no use to put a value upon that quality to the full extent, 
as if turnips were in cultivation in that part of the country. 

What time did you take in effecting the survey of the thirteen thousand acres ? — 

I took about six weeks. 

The acres are Irish? — The acres are all Irish. 

Without referring to the mode in which you effected your valuation, can you inform 
the Committee whether the division by townlands is known upon the property to 
which you refer ? — No; I did not take into consideration the townlands, because 
I could not get people to point out where the townlands were. 

You do not know whether, in point of fact, there is a division by townlands or 
no? — I do not know ; the maps that I had were ancient surveys, and very deficient 
in pointing out the boundaries of land ; on account of the short time that I had, 

I had not an opportunity of making a regular measurement of the whole of this 
property, and subdividing it ; as it stood at present it was impossible to point out 
much more than the boundaries. 

Then the Committee are to understand, that you did not make a new survey, but 
that you availed yourself of surveys already existing? — I made my valuation from 
surveys that had been made, ancient surveys that had been made of the place ; as 
I was not directed by my employer to make a survey and measurement of all his 
estate, I did not make it, because surveying may be put under two denominations ; 
you must survey an estate to value it, but there is a difference between that and 
measuring; it is often considered that a survey is not made unless you make 
a measurement, but you cannot make a valuation without making a survey. 

Do you think it would be possible to proceed to a valuation without having the 
445. P 3 actual 
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actual survey laid clown on paper ?— It might be done, but not so accurate • as 
without having an accurate and correct survey of the whole country, and a survey 
by the theodolite, as counties are surveyed, is not accurate enough for making 
a valuation of the country, because to make an accurate and correct valuation of the 
country, it should be done both by the assistance of the theodolite and the chain 
because I never saw a theodolite survey that would stand the test with a chain 
survey as to accuracy ; when you come to put a rate upon land, you must have 
accurate data to go by. 

In what particular do you conceive that a theodolite survey is less accurate than 
the ordinary survey by chain?— There is such a great nicety in taking the angles- 
it requires such attention to the instrument, and the instrument being liable to be 
attracted, that I never saw an instance yet; when the quantities were cast up, there 
was a considerable difference, and on proof, the chain measurement was found most 
correct. 

Assuming the case to be as you have stated, if the mere object be the proportionate 
rate, would not an entire survey of Ireland by the theodolite give the proportionate 
rate, as well as an entire survey by the chain ? — A survey cannot, in my opinion 
be made entirely with the theodolite to answer the purpose required ; it would not 
give you the accurate quantities of the land ; it would not give you to that nicety 
to which it ought to be taken ; because if you are going to make a rate, for instance' 
a poor’s rate, the grand object, in my opinion is, to have the thing as equally laid 
on as it is possible for human understanding to do it. 

Will it require more accuracy for such purposes, than a landlord would require for 
the apportionment of his own rent upon'land? — Certainly not. 

Do you not conceive that the necessity for accuracy will be in proportion to the 
amount of the charge, that a greater degree of accuracy will be necessary for the 
apportionment of a heavy charge than for a light one ?— Certainly, 

Do you not conceive that rent is a heavier charge upon land than the mere local 
taxes ? — Yes, it is. 

Then do you not conceive that the mode which will be sufficient to ascertain the 
value of land between landlord and tenant, will be sufficiently accurate for the 
purpose of apportioning the local taxes ?— Yes ; because they both require great 
accuracy. 1 b 

Have you seen the ordnance survey of Great Britain ? — I have seen a part of it 
Supposing that such a survey as that, upon the same principle, were completed 
of Ireland, would that assist you, in any degree, towards effecting a valuation =— 
It would be of great assistance towards the valuation ; but I do not think that it 
would he sufficiently accurate to assist in the entire valuation without local mans 
which might be obtained from the gentlemen of different counties, to assist ■ I neve 
saw any of the ordnance surveys of any county that would assist entirely in vluingr 
a parish. J b 

If you have not seen any ordnance surveys that ivould assist you entirely in valuing 
a parish, in what respects do you think it would be useful towards effecting thS 
valuation of Ireland r— It would be of great assistance upon the general scale* but 
I do not think it would be sufhciently accurate to make the valuation of parishes - it 
is not subdivided in that way. ’ 

Would it be necessary for the valuer of a parish to effect for himself a second 
mapping, ill order to carry his valuation into effect ?— Yes, it would require a second 
mapping to give you the general subdivisions, for the ordnance survey does not m 
to that nicety ; there may be a piece of land that is worth probably 3 1. an acre a£d 
there is a piece of land that is close to it that is not worth 1 0 s. an acre • and there-

so small a scale it would not affect it, if you got all the land laid down ; because 
a piece of land may be worth 3/, and if you go over a ditch you may find a piece 
of land not worth 1 o $. 

Are you aware, whether the ordnance survey of six inches to the mile could be, in 
its present state, made use of for the purposes of valuation? — Yes, I think it could, 
if it is sufficiently accurate to show the general subdivision ; the subdivisions should 
be put in the maps. 

Supposing a survey of Ireland, upon a scale of six inches to a mile, but containing 
the boundaries of all the townlands in Ireland, which are stated to this Committee 
to average from two to three hundred acres each, would that be sufficiently accurate 
for the purpose of forming the basis of the valuation of each respective townland ? 
— No. 

Why not?— Because it takes in the whole boundaries of the townland, but no 
subdivision, as to the quality of the soil. A surveyor could not value the land so 
accurately without there was a separation as to the soil, except that he knew the 
particular quantity. I went into a field, and this was bad land ; I went into another, 
and this was good land. 

You will observe, that the object is only to gain the value of each individual town- 
land, leaving the subdivision of it amongst the inhabitants of the townland them- 
selves, according to the qualities of the soil ; in that case would the division by 
townlands, upon a six-inch scale, be sufficient for the purposes of such valuation? — 
I think so. 

If a townland consisted partly of bog and partly of upland, and that you 
did not know the relative proportion of those two species of soil, how would you 
ascertain the value of the whole townland ? — There would be a difficulty as to the 
division, it would have to be averaged ; a person that is accustomed to surveying 
could come very near it. 

Supposing skeleton maps of parishes to be provided upon a scale of six inches to 
the English mile, setting forth the boundaries of all the townlands, and the contents 
in acres of each ; could you not upon that basis form your valuation ? — Yes. 

Would it be necessary, in order to give you the relative value of one of those 
townlands, as compared with another, to make a new mapping of the separate fields? — 
It would be more accurate. 

Would it be necessary for the purpose of a relative valuation? — Yes, I think it 
would. 

Why do you think it would be absolutely necessary ? — Because it would make 
it more accurate. 

But as the object is not positive value but relative value, if you applied the same 
•mode of valuation to townland A as you did to townland B, although each may not 
be positively accurate, will not the relative value be given ? — I do not think it would 
be so accurate as if the divisions were contained. 

Have you been concerned in. any of the valuations of the parishes of this 
country ? — Yes. 

Will you state what course you pursued? — I generally go and take each field by 
itself ; and when I find a difference in soil, I put down what I conceived to be the 
value, one field at such a price, and another field at such a price ; because in different 
fields it is impossible to value all the good land by itself, and all the bad soil by itself; 
and therefore it must be done by judgment. 

In a parochial valuation, do you make a map of the separate fields? — Where there 
is not a map we make a map ; but where there are maps, we go by those maps. 

Supposing the ordnance survey merely to include the boundaries of counties and 
of parishes, in what mode would you conceive it necessary to proceed for the 
purpose of valuation? — I would proceed, as I mentioned before, to class the land 
by guess. 

What is the next step in mapping; would the county and parochial boundaries 
be sufficient, or would you require more mapping? — It would require more mapping. 

What mapping would you require? — It would require the subdivisions of the 
.parish. 

By the subdivisions of the parish do you mean the boundaries of every field ? — 
The boundary of every field would be the correct way. 

Do you think it would be actually necessary to go so low as the boundary of every 
field, or that a sufficiently accurate survey for taxation might be gained without it? 
—Yes. 

How low would you then go down ; what boundaries would you get if you did 
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not get the fields; the boundaries of farms, or what else?— The boundaries of, 
farms; and in those farms having the accurate quantity, I would class them according 
to the qualities of the soil. b 

Supposing that it was necessary to form a new mapping of the boundaries of 
kirns, would the acquisition of that map be as expensive to you without the pre- 
ceding ordnance survey as with it; would any portion of the expense be saved bv 
reason of the ordnance survey ? — Yes, a very great proportion. J 

In what respects could the ordnance survey be made useful for a subsequent 
survey, giving you the separate farms?— It would give all the boundaries, and then 
you would only have the subdivisions to put in, which could be done at very little 
expense. • J 

Might not you avail yourself of the maps which all gentlemen possess of their 
property, for the purpose of obtaining the extent of farms ? — Yes, if the gentlemen 
would give the use of them. 

When you state that a subsequent survey, giving the boundary of every farm, 
could be obtained at a very little expense, have you calculated at what expense those 
boundaries could be surveyed in a parish of 4,000 acres, divided into farms of 
300 acres eachr — If the boundaries were to be furnished, I think it could be sub- 
divided at the rate of about a penny or three-halfpence an acre; but much would 
depend upon the number of subdivisions. 

Such subdivision would give you the contents? — Yes; I do not think it could 
be done at the same expense in England; but I think it could be done at that 
expense in Ireland, because you can obtain assistance at a much cheaper rate. 

Are there any facilities for the field surveys in Ireland which do not exist in this 
country ; if there are any, will you state what they are ?— You can get assistance in 
Ireland at a lower rate than you can in England. 

y°u allude to the wages of surveyors, or merely of men to carry your instru- 
ments r— They are men to carry your instruments ; in every parish there are surveyors ; 
people, that if they are not accurate surveyors have been accustomed to survey land! 
which would be a great assistance in running your lines, and you measure a line much 
cheaper than it you could only get people that have never had any practice. 

Did you employ any of those persons in your surveys in Ireland ? — I employed 
men for some small subdivisions that I wanted. 

Was their conduct such as to satisfy you of their skill for that purpose ?— Yes, 

I was satisfied that the survev was accurate. 

Will you have the kindness to state the names of the persons?— I must refer the 
Committee to Dr. Church, for I have forgotten the man’s name now; 

[Mr. Murray referred to a statement of the valuation of the property in Kerry, 
in which he had been concerned, in which it appeared that the accounts were 
headed in the following manner : “ Names of Divisions ; The Quality of 
Tand; 1 he Quantity of Land; and The Yearly Value."] 



In what mode did you ascertain the quantity of land in a subdivision ?- Accordin'' 
to the survey map I had in my possession. 0 

Did you survey it yourself? — No; by the existing maps. 

Then having obtained the number of acres from those maps, what course did voti 
take to ascertain the yearly value?— By apportioning the lands in separate classes, 
according to the quantities contained in their maps. 

Did you for that purpose go over every individual field, and make a distinct 
survey of every field?— rbere was a great part of this land that was subdivided, 
but the general proportion was not; I went over a great part of the- land, to

Did that enable you to obtain a sufficiently close valuation to satisfy your object, v 

namely, the ascertainment of rent between landlord and tenant? — Yes. ( Jane ,0 ) 

Then you conceive that that course would be sufficiently accurate for the purpose 
of the regulation of the county rates, and the tithe chargeable upon that land ? — Yes, 

I should think so ; because this survey was made on account of the very great 
distress that that part of the country was in, and to ascertain the relative value 
between landlord and tenant ; and 1 have not the least doubt, from the pains and 
accuracy with which I took that, that it is perfectly correct, sufficient to satisfy every 
person ; and my employer is so well satisfied with my valuation, and the survey that 
I made, he appointed me his agent to manage his whole concern. 

Were the people satisfied with the survey and the valuation? — They were 
satisfied, because they were very glad to take it at what I had put upon the land ; 
and in a number of instances, the people were writing letters to me, that they would 
take the land, and leave the rent to my valuation entirely. 

Supppsing a general geographical survey to be undertaken of the country, upon 
a scale as large as six inches to a mile, would it not be cheaper to comprehend, in 
that geographical survey, the subdivision of the townlands, containing, on the 
average, 300 acres, than to make the subdivision of the townland another and 
a totally distinct operation ? — Certainly, it would be cheaper to do it in the first 
instance. 



Major Thomas Colby, again called in ; and Examined. 

SUPPOSING civil engineers, or other authorities in Ireland, do undertake small Major 
local surveys, prior to the commencement of the ordnance survey, do you conceive Thomas Colby. 

that those local surveys could be in any respect made available for your purposes in v ^ ' 

the ordnance survey with regard to the map ? — I should think not, without consi- 
derable examination and additional expense. 

But assuming that you were able to give them the fullest examination, wopld they 
either diminish the time, or the expense of the operations of the ordnance ? — It 
would depend entirely upon the accuracy anil extent of those surveys ; if one of 
those surveys were found by examination to be tolerably accurate, it would probably 
require little time to revise it, and perhaps not cost more than half the expense of 
a resurvey to replot it to the points, & e. 

Supposing such surveys to be carried on on the principles which have been com- 
municated to you of the surveys of Mayo and Roscommon, do you think such local 
surveys would assist in attaining the objects you have in view in the general survey ? — 

I. am not aware of the degree of accuracy with which those surveys have been effected; 
it is probable that any county survey would require to be replotted for the ordnance 
before they could make use of it. There might be a twist in the different parts of 
the work, from the points not being properly fixed in the first instance. 

Supposing those local surveys to be of divisions of land more minute than the 
counties, as the parishes, or even the townlands, could those local surveys be made 
available for the purposes of the ordnance ? — In some particular instances they 
might; where a townland contained a great number of roads and minor divisions, 
if they were found correct, they might be reduced and put into the ordnance map. 

Would such a mode of proceeding be one which you should recommend with 
reference to the general survey of Ireland? — I should certainly not recommend it, 
because it would entail a considerable extra expense. 

Have you ever been under the necessity of executing such territorial surveys 
previous to the performing of the trigonometrical survey ? — I do not recollect any 
instance. 

In the event of the ordnance survey only representing the divisions by parishes, 
and assuming it to be necessary to obtain a subdivision by townlands, if that sub- 
division were to be attained by a second operation, wholly independent of* The 
ordnance, ought such operation, in your mind, to precede or to follow the ordnance 
survey? — I should conceive that for separate surveys, of spaces of 100 acf-iis, 
or 200 acres, it would be of very little consequence whether they preceded or 
followed the ordnance survey. 

Then for such an operation, you do not conceive the ordnance survey can, in any 
respect, be made available,' unless it comprehended the subdivision of townlands 
themselves ?— It might, in several instances, be rendered available, because the

survey could be made available, or could assist the second operation, would it not be 
desirable that it should precede the second operation? — The second operation 
would, in some degree, be checked by the ordnance survey, from the bcundariesbein® 
cut by the roads, &c. 

Upon the whole, do you think it a matter of indifference, in the event of the object 
being attained by two separate operations, which of the two has the precedence, the 
object being to divide the face of Ireland into its tow nlands ? — If several townlands 
are to be collected together on one plan, it would be necessary that the trioonome- 
trical survey should precede the local survey ; if the townlands are to be on plans 
by themselves, it would be of very little importance. 

Supposing they were taken separately, would there be afterwards any means of 
combining them with precision and accuracy ?— It would be requisite to survey the 
country again, but not to resurvey the boundaries of those townlands. 

Do you think the Committee could rely upon the coincidence of the boundaries of 
townlands, if made independently of each other ?— You could not construct a map 
by fitting them together. F 

Therefore you could not apply them to the purposes of a map?— We could not 
apply them so as to construct an accurate map from a combination of them. 

Supposing the subdivision by townlands to be a distinct operation, would not 
the two operations, namely, the topographical survey and civil survey by townlands 
be more expensive taken together, than if the geographical survey comprehended 
the boundary by townlands ?— 1 should think it would be cheaper to comprise the 
boundaries of the townlands in the topographical survey. 

In every case would it not only be cheaper to combine the operations, but quicker 
in point of time? — I should think quicker in point of time to combine the 
operations. 

Can you form any estimate of the time in which you would be able to complete 
the survey, upon a scale of six inches to a mile, distinguishing the boundaries of 
townlands, supposing you received every possible assistance ?— I should think about 
seven years. 

Suppose the scale was twelve inches to the mile, and that subdivision of fields 
formed part of the survey, would that greatly increase the time necessary for the 
survey? — I should think it would either increase the time very much, or be attended 
with another inconvenience, namely, the creating a large body of surveyors, who 
would, when the work was completed, be thrown entirely out of employ. 

If you were told, that in France, in the space of six years, a survey and valuation 
was made equal to the extent of Ireland, on a scale of twelve inches to a mile, com- 
prising every field, can you state why the same thing could not be performed in 
Ireland in the same space of time? — It is probable that the French made previous 
preparations for that work; they had a large corps of geographical engineers in their 
army, who could be applied to that purpose. 

If you were told that the survey in Bavaria was executed in the space of twelve 
years, that it comprehended the division of fields, and also the contents of fields 
that it is a country greatly exceeding Ireland, why could not the survey of Ireland be 
completed m a much smaller portion of time than was emploved in executing the 
survey of Bavaria ? — I am not sufficiently acquainted with the general nature of the 
surface of Bavaria to answer the question. 

; Can you state to what degree of accuracy you would be able to ascertain the 
area or contents ot a.townland, or of any other subdivision, of the extent of about 
two or three hundred acres, on a scale of six inches to the mile?— I should suppose 
within less than an acre. rr

Suppose Ireland was divided into five or six districts, and a civil engineer at the ^ u " e °' ) 
head of each district, and suppose that he had under him local surveyors, who are to be 
limited to mapping to the extent of 200 or 300 acres, suppose also these civil engineers 
were responsible for the accuracy of these surveys, do you think there would be 
afterwards any difficulty in correcting those surveys, by the aid of your subsequent 
triangulation, so as to form an accurate map ? — It would be necessary to replot those 
surveys to the points given in the map. 

Can you not ascertain the accuracy of any map ; suppose a map not exceeding 
200 or 300 acres, by merely going to two different extremes, and ascertaining the 
bearings of the different points ; if it appeared that those points had the true bearing, 
would not it be a sufficient presumption of the accuracy of the whole points?— 

I should think it probable that, in most instances, you would not be able to see the 
bearings of all the points from any one point, and therefore that it would be neces- 
sary to go over a good deal of the ground again. 

Could not you, by measuring a line across any extent of country, and ascertaining 
the points at which this line was intersected by the different hedges and fences, 
ascertain in that way the accuracy of the map ? — I could only get a probable guess 
at its accuracy in that way; I could not ascertain its accuracy in toto, because it 
might be inaccurate in directions different from that in which I had measured the line. 

Will you state how you can ascertain the accuracy of any of your territorial 
surveys in any other way but by what affords strong presumption ?— If we had any 
doubt respecting the accuracy of a territorial survey, we should walk over it, and 
observe if those objects which were in a line in the country, were also in a line in 
the map, and also if they bad similar bearings; if from this examination we had 
a doubt of its accuracy, we should resurvey a portion of it, and compare it with 
the original. 

Why would not that mode of correction be applied with equal ease and precision 
and accuracy to surveys performed before the trigonometrical survey? — Because it is 
probable, that they would be twisted in a great variety of directions, so much so, 
that in applying this test, we should find almost every part of them inaccurate. 

Then it is, because you think that the small territorial surveys would not be so 
accurate, that you would prefer having a trigonometrical survey go first, rather than 
because you think you would lose by this mode of proceeding an efficient check ? — 

If the territorial survey were performed by an engineer capable of directing it pro- 
perly, he would himself commence by a triangulation, which triangulation might 
possibly agree with that of the ordnance ; without such a previous operation, the 
territorial survey must necessarily be twisted in a variety of directions, 

In what way would the triangulation be of use in insuring a greater accuracy of the 
territorial survey, provided that the local survey did not map more than three or four 
hundred acres ? — I should not conceive, for separate surveys of 300 or 400 acres, 
that a triabgulation would be required, it is in connecting larger portions of country 
together, that a triangulation is necessary. 

Then supposing that maps, not exceeding 300 or 400 acres were accurately exe- 
cuted, could not they then be connected by a subsequent triangulation, as you have 
said the triangulation is of no use, except l'or connecting those maps ? — Not for con- 
necting the maps, but for making an original survey in the country. The expansion 
and contraction of paper, and the little inaccuracies those maps contained, would 
render the work excessively inaccurate when they were put together in large portions. 

It would be less trouble to replot them altogether, than to reduce them.

the survey should comprehend? — I conceive, that a survey of a county ought to 
comprehend divisions of baronjes, parishes and townlands, or correspondent sub- 
denominations, where other denominations are in use, as is the case in some parts 
of Ireland. With a view to the most pressing object which this Committee has in vjew, 
namely, a fair and equal valuation of land, with a reference to the public assess - 
Q 2 ments 
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merits, I conceive, that the division by townlands is indispensably necessary, and 
that any division less minute would not answer the objects of this Committee. I may 
take this opportunity of stating to the Committee, that the grand jury of the county 
of Clare, having long felt the inequality and injustice of the present mode of assess- 
ment, came to an unanimous resolution in the last year to provide funds by present- 
ment for a new survey and map of the county, requiring the above named dis- 
tributions ; and that the work has been suspended only on account of the proceedings 
of this Committee, which we hope will give to us not less than we contemplated when 
our presentment was made. 

Should you recommend the completion of the survey by townlands to take place 
under the authority of the board of ordnance, or to be made the matter of local and 
separate operation ? — I have no hesitation in saying, that I should recommend it to 
be undertaken under the authority of the board of ordnance ; and that I think, the 
evidence taken before this Committee, has completely established the importance of 
doing so. 

Dominick Browne, Esquire, a Member of the Committee ; Examined.

In point of fact, has there not been a survey completed of the county of Mayo, 
accurate in all respects, but not comprehending the boundary by townlands nor 
parishes; is that survey available for the purpose of valuation? — Certainly not. 

Is it of avail for any county purposes whatever, except the laying out of roads ?— 
None whatever. 

Should you recommend the completion of the survey by townlands to take place 
under the authority of the board of ordnance, or to be made the matter of local and 
separate operation ? — By the board of ordnance, by all means.

Locd Ox mantom n WITH a view to the attainment of the ultimate object of this Committee, namely, 
such a survey and valuation of the surface of Ireland, as may enable the grand 
juries to apportion the public burthens, what civil divisions do you conceive, that the 
survey should comprehend ?— The civil division of counties, baronies, parishes and 
townlands. I am decidedly of opinion, that if the survey did not extend so minutely 
as to comprehend townlands, we should have great difficulty in making it available for 
the purposes ot equal taxation. I am further of opinion, that a correct valuation in 
any case, or even a very wide approximation to it where the townland is large, cannot 
be obtained without a minute territorial survey, which shall comprehend the boundaries 
and areas of fields, and be laid down on a scale of twelve inches to the English mile, 
which is nearly the same scale as the cadastre of France and the Bavarian survey. 

Should you recommend the completion of the survey by townlands to take place 
under the authority of the board of ordnance, or to be made the matter of local and 
separate operation?- Under the authority of the board of ordnance; but I think it 
right to state, that, in my opinion, we have sufficient evidence to justify us in under- 
taking the territorial survey by townlands, independent of the ordnance, should the 
ordnance survey be attended with great delays, or should its details not be executed 
with sufficient minuteness or accuracy.

WITH a view to the attainment of the ultimate object of this Committee, namely, „ 
such a survey and valuation of the surface of Ireland, as may enable the grand ' 0 ew P urt - 
juries to apportion the public burthens, what civil divisions do you conceive that 
the survey should comprehend? — Not only from my own observation, and from the 
evidence laid before this Committee, but also from the whole tenor of the evidence 
adduced to the Committee of 1816, of which I was the Chairman, I am decidedly of 
opinion, that it is necessary to proceed to a subdivision of townlands, or divisions 
corresponding thereto, to form any thing like an accurate ground for grand jury 
assessments. 

Should you recommend the completion of the survey by townlands to take place 
under the authority of the board of ordnance, or to be made the matter of local and 
separate operation ? — I am decidedly of opinion, that the measure should be com- 
mitted entirely to the board of ordnance, with a view of effecting its speedy, accurate, 
economical and perfect completion.

— It would do away 
half the grievance ; it would do away three parts of the complaints, and then there 
would be a great deal of work done, and nobody to complain of it; our assessment is 
made upon the Strafford Survey, which took place in the reign of Charles the First, 
since which the surface of cultivated land has been increased in the proportion, I be- 
lieve, of twenty to one or more. 

Is there any remedy for a person who thinks himself unequally taxed, so as to get 
redress? — None; it is very often attempted in the Grand Jury of our county, but 
there is no relief except in the court of Exchequer; there are some cases where a man 
pays more than he ought ; Mr. Harry King has a farm from which he gets no rent, 
because by some strange jumble, the whole tax of a great part of the district is 
thrown upon it; and there is a large surface of fine land adjoining it, which pays 
nothing.

Will you state in what way ? — I suppose it is a great number of years ago ; I dare 
say much more than a century, since the lands were divided by' what was termed 
Tates, at that time, and they were classed in four numbers, No. 1, 2, 3, and 4- 
No. 1 payed the lowest cess, and consequently No. 4 payed the highest cess: This 
is now extremely oppressive to a great part of the county : for instance, there is 
a great part of the lands now that were originally assessed as No. 4, that are much 
inferior to those which are now No. 1 ; it is most likely the land was covered with 
wood. 

What occasions that difference ? — I cannot say; the valuation is higher by thfe 
acre, as you rise to No. 4. 0 

Are the contents of the Tates the same, or are some larger and some smaller? 
They are not at all the same in point of number of acres. 

Can you state the highest and the lowest number of acres ? — I cannot take upon 
myself to do so ; but the difference is so very extensive in the sum total of the cess, 
for the same number of acres, it is astonishing almost.

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'dental fire in the year 1711, the Board is already sufficiently informed; and we 
shall therefore confine ourselves to matters which appear to us to fall directly within 
the object of our inquiry. 

We find that the existing parts of the Down Survey, and we presume that such 
parts as were destroyed by fire in the year 1711, consisted of two sets of maps ; one 
set containing a map of each barony into which the several counties are divided, and 
the other a separate map of each parish. Those baronial maps are in general on 
a scale of 160 perches to an inch, but in some the scale is so small as 320 perches to 
an inch. The parochial maps existing are in general on a scale of 80, but some 
on a scale of 40 perches, to an inch. In addition to these maps, there are to each of 
them now existing, and probably the same plan was followed through the whole work, 
manuscript pages of references, giving the contents of each denomination of land, 
stating the names of the former proprietors who had forfeited them, in the instances 
where they had been forfeited, in the rebellion of 1641, and the names of the 
persons to whom new grants of them were made by the crown. 

From the difference of the scale on which the baronial and parochial maps are 
formed, there are in almost all, if not in every one, of the parochial maps, numerous 
names of denominations of lands, which are not mentioned in the baronial maps of 
the existing Down Survey, the baronial maps noticing only the parishes, and most 
considerable denominations of the lands. 

The copies made by General Vallancey and Major Taylor, are faithful transcripts 
of those in the French King's library; from which they were copied by them and 
their assistants. Of this fact we have no reason to doubt. And these maps we 
have in some instances, and some of the witnesses have in many more, compared 
with the existing maps of the Down survey ; and from their general agreement with 
the existing parts of the Down Survey (from which very few and slight differences 
appear, in the examinations made by the witnesses, and shown to us, between these 
copies and .the baronial maps existing, as to the boundaries marked in each), we are 
led to believe that a similar agreement existed between these copies and the parts of 
the Down Survey, which have been destroyed ; and that the whole of the maps, from 
whence General Vallancey and Major Taylor have made these copies, agreed as 
closely with the baronial maps of the Down Survey as could be expected in 
manuscript maps, made from the same materials, or copied the one from the other. 
This difference however ought to be observed, that the maps in the French King’s 
library are only the baronial and not the parochial maps, and are, in every instance 
we have observed, on the same scale with the baronial maps existing, except one, 
where the scale of the French map was larger than the corresponding map existing in 
the Down Survey ; and the person who drew the French maps, appears to have 
inserted, in most instances, numerous names of parcels of land, in these baronial maps, 
not found in the baronial maps of the Down Survey, existing now in the castle ; but 
which names appear to have been taken from the parochial maps. The person who 
drew the French maps, thus appears to have endeavoured to make the baronial maps 
contain all that was contained in the baronial and parochial maps of the Down Sur- 
vey ; but this object, from the smallness of the scale of the baronial maps, compared 
with those of the existing parochial maps, cannot be supposed to be equally well 
attained as in the existing parochial maps, which, we must also observe, are those 
which have been almost always called for, when it is necessary to give in evidence 
any copy from the Down Survey. 

We find that the subject now referred to us by the board, was before the Parliament 
of Ireland in the year 1790 ; when a Bill passed the House of Commons, for making 
these copies of the maps in the French King’s library, taken by General Vallancey 
and Major Taylor, evidence in like manner as the remaining part of the Down Sur- 
vey pow is, and as the part destroyed would have been, if it had not been destroyed ; 
that is, in fact, to make this copy an original record. 

. U pon that occasion, it appears that considerable apprehension was entertained 
that public inconvenience might be occasioned by passing this Bill into a law, and the 
session was allowed to close, without the Bill passing the House of Lords; and not- 
withstanding the importance of the subject, neither House of Parliament ever thought 
fit afterwards to take any steps upon it. 

It cannot but be lamented that the Down Survey, so important a document to 
this country, should have suffered so much injufy, as from time and accident jt has 
sustained; but whatever objections lay in the year 1790, to making the copies of 
the French maps evidence, these seem to us rather to have increased iif lbrce ify 
the time that has since elapsed, certainly not to have diminished, save so far as 
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Appendix the stilt. 4S Geo. 3. c. 47, may, in respect to the crown, be considered to have 1 
(C.) diminished apprehensions of danger to the subject from this measure.

But to this it may be answered, that if, recently after the destruction of the 
burned parochial maps, others had been formed as competent to supply their places 
as the copies made by General Vallancey and Major Taylor would have been, if then 
made, to supply the places of the baronial maps, we should think that it would have 
been a public benefit to have had them thus restored: but these copies, from the 
smallness of the scale on which they are drawn, do not appear to us competent to 
supply the places of the lost parochial maps, even if the loss were perfectly recent ; 
and the parochial maps appear to us, from the largeness of the scale on which they' 
were drawn, and also from the evidence we have had before us, to be much more 
valuable documents, and much more frequently used in evidence than the baronial 
maps : and if these copies could more perfectly than from their scale it is possible, 
supply the loss of the parochial maps which have been burned, we conceive it would 
be a great and important question of public policy, whether it would now be pru- 
dent, after the lapse of a century from the time of their destruction, to put 
these copies on the footing of original records? or whether it ought now to be 
desired, if it were possible, that the maps destroyed should be now actually 
restored ? 

If indeed these public documents had continued to be preserved without injury, 
their effect in evidence would have been gradually produced ; and in whatever decree 
they could influence the right or possession of property, that influence could "not 
have been complained of by any body. They were the evidence of rights existing at 
the time of their formation; and, from their nature, not likely to have occasioned 
any sudden change in the rights of individuals, or the evidence of those rights, or 
any unexpected claims. But if, when a great part of the Down Survey has been 
actually out of existence for a whole century, a sudden restoration of it, or a sub- 
stitution of a document to supply its place, were to be effected, however well authen- 
ticated the restored maps might be, or however well satisfied we might be of the 
accuracy of the maps restored or substituted ; we cannot undertake to say that we 
can clearly foresee all the consequences that might follow from such becoming 
evidence, or pronounce decisively, that those consequences would be plainly bene- 
ficial to the public ; and that in opposition to the implied opinion of the House of 
Lords in the year 1790, in suffering the Bill to drop, and what may also be reason- 
ably inferred to have been the opinion of the King’s government, and of Parliament 
afterwards, by the subject being suffered to rest without being again brought before 
Parliament. The Statute of Limitations, in cases between individuals, might per- 
haps in many cases prevent any apprehended mischief. But we have not before us, 
nor can we expect satisfactory evidence, that claims to which such statutes would not 
apply, might not originate from the measure of making those maps original records, 
and property be thus disturbed, which has been long quietly and peaceably enjoyed, 
and transmitted from man to man in all the modes of legal purchase, without appre- 
hension of any such claims being made, or of any defect in the title. 

We therefore cannot bring ourselves to advise, that an application should be 
made to Parliament to substitute those copies of the maps in the French King’s 
library, as evidence in the place of those parts of the Down Survey which have been 
destroyed. . 

W'e further report it as our opinion that much of the remaining parts of the Down 
Survey is in very bad condition, and likely to grow rapidly worse, and perhaps at no 
very distant period to be almost - destroyed. One of the witnesses examined before 
us, Mr. Brownrigg, an experienced surveyor, upon being asked, Whether the re- 
maining maps might not be better preserved by being pasted in books, consisting 
of large strong sheets of paper ? expressed his apprehension, that as they must, for 
tins purpose, be made damp by the paste with which they must be attached to the 
paper, this might affect the Scale on which they are drawn ; and recommended 
rather that the edges of the existing maps and of the remaining pieces of those 
partly burned should be pasted on such sheets of paper, cutting away so much of the 
paper as the map or piece would cover, with the exception of a small portion, per- 
haps about an inch, wherever the edges' of the map should be fastened, and then 
leaving a broad margin on the paper to which the map may be fasten^. 

This 
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This mode, so suggested by Mr. Brownrigg, we apprehend would not be well 
calculated for the preservation of the maps, but on the contrary would, from the 
weakness of the paper on which the maps are drawn, expose them, more readily than 
at present, to be broken and torn at the edge of the part which would be pasted on 
the fresh paper, and within the hollow part of the paper on which they should be 
so placed ; and besides, if from damping the paper with paste any variation of the 
scale should be produced, this objection would lie to the mode proposed by 
Mr. Brownrigg. But we do not feel the objection of Mr. Brownrigg with much 
force, as we apprehend, that if the damping the paper should produce any alteration 
of the scale, it would be restored to its former state on becoming dry. We there- 
fore recommend that, unless some better mode should be suggested, the remainin' 1 - 
maps and pieces be carefully pasted on strong paper, in books, for their better 
preservation.

Ail APPENDIX to the foregoing Report, containing the Evidence given before 
the Committee. 

Major Taylor. 

THE copies made under the direction of General Vallancey are shewn to him; and 
he says, they are copies of the Down Survey, from two books in the library of the 
French King at Paris : the witness copied one of those books, the other volume was 
copied by a Frenchman, in the presence of General Vallancey and of the witness. 
That copy which witness made, is an accurate copy ; and he believes the copy of the 
other book to be accurate. General Vallancey compared both. Witness was 
examined before a Committee of Parliament to the authenticity of these copies; 
believes lie was sworn. These copies are made on the same scale with the maps 
from which they are taken ; in copying them, a frame with glass was used. 

The existing baronial map of the barony of Dartry, in the county of Monaghan, 
is now shewn to Major Taylor; and, as it appears to have very few names of deno- 
minations of lands, and the copy made from the French map of the same barony 
contains very numerous names of lands, Major Taylor is also asked, How he 
accounted for that difference ? — He says, he supposes that those names were in- 
serted in the French barony maps from the parochial maps, and that the maps in 
the King of France’s library were made originally for private use. 

An existing parochial map (part of the Down Survey) viz. the parishes of 
Aghabog and Edergale, barony Dartry, county Monaghan, was compared in our 
presence with the copy of the French map of the barony in which that parish is 
situate : the names of the parcels of lands, and the numbers serving for references 
correspond, and are the same in the copies from the French maps and in the paro- 
chial map existing; hut the parochial map contains the number of acres in the 
different divisions of the lands, which are not noticed in the copy from the French 
map. 

This witness was asked, Whether he knew the grounds upon which the measure 
of making these copies of the French maps evidence was given up, after having been 
before Parliament and passed one House? — He answered, that an ecclesiastical per- 
son of high rank in the church, and since deceased, had taken some notes from the 
new copy, which seemed to affect some property of the church in his diocese, and 
he was thought likely to form a claim on these notes: that this, the witness con- 
sidered as the cause of preventing the measure proceeding; as Government 
became apprehensive that the measure would affect individuals, if carried into 
execution. But all this, he says, he has only from report, not from actual 
knowledge. 

Being asked by us his opinion, whether putting these maps on the same footing, 
jin- point of evidence, as the existing parts of the Down Survey, would be beneficial? 
He says, he thinks that it would disturb a great deal of property, if made evidence 
. R ‘2 now; 
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Appendix now ; it would particularly strengthen the claims of the church, and occasion great 
(C.) litigation. He said, that nothing occurred during the time the measure was before 
v ^ ^ Parliament, to induce witness then to form that opinion of the effects and con- 

lieport of the sequences of these maps being made evidence; but from the objections made then 
Committee on the and subsequent reflections, and what he since heard of the opinion of the then 
Down Survey, government, and of the law officers of the crown, who were apprehensive of the 
effects of the measure, with respect to claims which might be made by the church 
he has formed his present opinion. But he still thinks, that if the effects of the 
measure were to be confined to individuals only, and the ascertainment of boundaries 
between them, it might be useful. 



Mr. Brownrigg, 

An experienced surveyor was next examined. He said, that he has often sedh 
the existing Down Survey ; and on the new copies coming from France, he ex- 
amined them twice, on understanding that it was in contemplation for Parliament 
to make them evidence : and he was desirous of seeing whether they were true 
copies of such as were existing here, and from thence to form an opinion whether 
the French maps were true copies of the whole. They are not on the same scale 
with the parochial maps. The original Down Survey was in thirty-one volumes, 
baronial and parochial maps; and those copied by General Vallancey, were in 
two. 

When the business was before Parliament, the witness had apprehensions of the 
consequences of making them evidence, and mentioned his apprehensions to Lord 
Clare. The witness has never known the baronial maps called for in evidence, but 
the parochial maps only ; and the parochial maps are not in these copies, but the 
baronial maps only. The witness does not mean to impeach the veracity of these 
copies, but his idea went to the necessity of great caution. Without a minute and 
careful examination of the existing baronial maps with the copies of the French 
maps, and without their being thus found accurate, there would be danger of clash- 
ing ; and it would not be safe to make the whole evidence without such comparison. 
The witness said, that he has had recourse, forty years ago, to another set of the 
Down Survey, at Shelburne House. It would take much time to make the neces- 
sary comparison; and the witnesses supposes it impossible that there should not he 
considerable variations. This witness further stated, that he had no doubt that 
Major Taylor’s copies from the French maps were very accurately made; but 
that, if the French maps were actually procured, they ought to be submitted to the 
same comparison he has mentioned with respect to these copies, before they should 
be made evidence. 

Mr. Brownrigg being asked, Whether the remaining maps might not be better pre- 
served by being pasted on large strong sheets of paper, bound in. books, expressed 
his apprehension, that as they must for that purpose be made damp by the paste 
•which must be used to fasten them to the paper, this might affect the scale on which 
they are drawn ; and said, that he would prefer to have the edges of the existing 
maps, and of the remaining pieces of the map partly burned, pasted on such sheets, 
of paper, cutting away so much of the paper as the maps or pieces would cover, with 
the exception of a small portion, perhaps about an inch, whereon the edge of the 
map or piece should be fastened, and. then leaving a broad margin on the paper, to 
which the map should be fastened, 

Mi\ Handcbck was tfien examined. 



Said, I hat in the year 1 790; when the subject was under the consideration of 
Parliament, he was examined before a committee, and was employed the w hole of 
the session in comparing the existing part of the Down Survey, with the copies taken 
by General Vallancey in France: the witness had at that time been in the surveyor 
general s office, as deputy surveyor general, about 20 years. He compared General 
Vallancey s copies with the existing baronial maps, but not with the parochial 
: maps; the comparison shewed some, but not a great many inaccuracies; and the 
Witness thought Vallancey s copies so defective, from the smallness of the scale, that 
no use .could ever be made of them: bethought then that it would be dangerous 
to make them evidence, mul thinks so still. The law lords, Lord Clonmel! and

“ Down Survey. — Vallancey’s Copy.— Particulars. 

“ When Colonel (late Lord de) Blaquiere attended Lord Harcourt in France, 
after the peace of 1763, he took notice of certain copies of Sir William Petty’s 
Down admeasurement of the lands forfeited in Ireland during the rebellion of 1641. 
These maps were copies of the baronial maps only, which were, with otheis heie- 
after mentioned, lodged, pursuant to Act of 14 and 15 Chas. II. in His Majesty s 
surveyor general of lands, and auditor general’s offices, ‘ there to remain of record. 
These copies were taken, for his own use or advantage, by Sir William Petty, and 
were by him forwarded to England, but were intercepted on their passage by a trench 
privateer, carried into France, and deposited in the French King s library : therein 
thev were seen by Colonel Blaquiere, who, when Irish secretary to Lord Harcourt, 
in or about 1774, interested government to apply to France for their restoration; 
and, as I was informed, so far succeeded (apparently) with the trench ministry, that 
they were ordered to Ije given up; hut, either from accident or design, had in the 
interval ‘ been mislaid.’ (It was privately said, they were put into the hands of 
French artists, to enable them to perfect a map of Ireland therefrom, for the use ot 
that country-) ... . ' . 

“ In perusing a catalogue of the French King’s library, -some years alter, Oeneral 
Vallancey found them there enumerated. He made his discovery known to govern- 
ment, and teased them into a renewal of the former application, representing to 
them the necessity of having at least copies from them, it the originals could not be 
procured, as he said, ‘ to perfect the defective surveys, 13 folio books of which, by 
an accidental lire in 1711, were entirely or in part destroyed.’ — N. B. I he whole 
baronial maps recovered by his perseverance, were contained in two folio books. 

“ I must observe, that the original Down Surveys (previous to this fire in 
1711) which were lodged in the surveyor general of lands’ office, under the Act of 
Charles II. consisted of 31 folio volumes, comprising survey maps of all the lands 
forfeited by the rebellion in 1641 (except some, indeed almost all, of the province of 
Connaught) detailing in one or more books, the forfeitures of each county distinctly ; 
the respective baronies of each (of those baronial maps only are Vallancey’s com- 
posed), upon a small scale, including as well as they could the denominations of 
lands therein ; and, upon a more useful and extensive scale, the various denomina- 
tions contained in the space of the respective parishes ; to each parish of which 
a folio sheet was given, that the trace might be correct; also, with the content of 
acres, the situation of churches, castles, glebes, and other ecclesiastical lands, were 
noted ; the scales by which laid down, and bearings of the magnetic needle. To all 
these were added another folio sheet to each parish, describing its site, bounds, 
particular denominations, content, forfeiters’ names. And in the auditor general’s 
books, which were transcripts of references only, without maps, the names of those 
adventurers (who came over with Cromwell to settle the kingdom in 1645)) to whom 
those forfeited lands were subsequently adjudged, and confirmed by the Act of 
Settlement : this is known by the title ot, ‘ 1 he Book of Distribution. 

“ General Vallancey’s copy is a transcript of the copy of the original baronial 
maps only, defective of every other likeness or means of information; too minute 
in many instances to afford the strong contour by which original boundaries, if de- 
faced by time, could be accurately defined: too confined sometimes in space to 
declare the quantity, or ascertain landmarks, such as castles, churches, &c. &c. ; in 
some instances, not very many indeed, erroneous, and differing from the originals 
as to figure, but totally deficient as to every other source of information afforded by 
the originals. To authenticate them generally and entirely as records, might be 
dangerous ; partially, where the originals have been . destroyed, some use may 
be safely made of them; but, in no instances should they be admitted to serve 
as proofs on trials of boundaries, unless when none of the originals can be had.

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“ Those surveys (Vallancey’s copy) underwent a long and troublesome comna 
rison with the existing parts of the original recorded maps of Sir William Petty 
before, and by order of, the House of Lords, in 1 790 ; and after a session had been 
employed in the investigation, the law lords and chief officers (Lord Chief Justices 
the Earl of Clonmell, Lord Carleton, Earl of Farnham, and others) prevented their 
authentication at that time, avowing their opinions, that to establish them as records 
would open a field for endless litigation between the old and new interests • that 
the Statute of Limitation sufficiently protected the crown, the church, and the posses- 
sors undisturbed, for 20 years of undisputed tenure; therefore they deemed it inex- 
pedient to legalize these copies. This opinion of these lords suspended further 
proceedings thereon at that time. N. B. The copies were taken in France bv 
General Charles Vallancey, assisted by his lieutenant, Alexander Taylor (wlm 
jointly with Skinner, had in 1777 published maps of the roads through Ireland), and 
a french engraver; these were employed for two years in Paris, at a considerable 
expense to the Irish government, in perfecting those maps. 

“ Similar copies ot them were in the possession of the Shelburne family, and de- 
posited in Shelburne House in St, Stephen’s Green, where I saw them about the year 
1777; a nd I have been informed, that another copy was held by Sir Thomas Taylor 
the first Lord Bectivc, at that time. ^ J * 

“ Ihe Honourable Robert Rochfort, surveyor general of lands, about the year 
t/S/, had copies made for himself (by O’Brien, whom I appointed) of all such 
original books and references as were then perfect, and also of as much of the burned 
records as would admit of copying. These were afterwards bound up in volumes 
are tolerably accurate, and on his death were given by Mrs. Rochfort to the executor’ 
Uustavus Hume Rochfort, representative for the county of Westmeath, in whose 
custody they now lie.” 

The foregoing observations were made by Mr. Iiandcock, .entered in a private book 
of remarks applicable to the occurrences of the surveyor general of lands’ office 
wherein the Down Surveys are lodged, and in which Mr. Iiandcock served as 
deputy from April 1773. In referring to those memorandums, in aid of his recol- 
lection (having left the office since 1798), Mr. Iiandcock found the preceding note 
and as a part of his evidence handed it in to be copied, stating, that he retains tile 
same opinion therein given. 



Mr. Fowler was next examined. 

He took considerable pains in examining and comparing Vallancey’s maps with 
the existmg baronial maps of the Down Survey, with which they agree: but both 
differ in some respects from the parochial maps. The conclusion lie formed from 
his examination is, that the maps from which Vallancey’s copies are taken, are true 
copies of the baronial maps of the Down Survey, save that they are fuller of names 
ot lands, and that \ allancey s maps are true copies of them. Thinks that the cause 
of the maps, from which General Vallancey copied, being fuller of names than the 
existing baronial maps of the Down Survey, is, as he conceives, that the French 
maps are a compound of both the baronial and parochial maps. 



Mr. Harding examined.

“ inventory of all the books, maps and papers preserved in the surveyor general’s 
“ office : and the said Sub-Commissioners are hereby directed to notice particularly 
“ the arrangement, condition and security of such documents, and to report fully 
“ thereon to this Board, at their next meeting.” The Sub-Commissioners accord- 
ingly proceeded forthwith to examine the documents preserved in said office ; and 
find and report as follows : — 

The Records and Muniments contained in the Surveyor’s General’s Office, 
consist of, 

I. The Maps of the Down Survey. 

II. A Copy of the Barony Maps of the Down Survey, taken by General 

Vallancey from the Originals in Paris. 

III. Certain Maps of Lands in various parts of Ireland, surveyed by order 

of the Courts of Chancery and Exchequer, at different periods, from 

the year 1722 to the present time. 

IV. Twelve Volumes of rough Distribution Books, belonging to the Down 

Survey. 

V. A large collection of Reports, & c. addressed to the Court of Claims, in the 

reign of Charles II. 

VI. A small lot of Miscellaneous Books, of various dates: for particulars of 

which vide Appendix. 

The maps of the Down Survey were taken by Sir William Petty, about the years: 

1655 and 1656, under the authority, and by the orders of government. They con- 
sisted, originally, of books containing the barony maps, the maps of the parishes in 
each barony, an abstract or sheet of reference to each map, and a certificate at the 
beginning of each volume, signed by Sir William Petty. 

In the year 1711, a number of those volumes were nearly, and some totally, 
destroyed by a fire, which took place in a house in Essex-street, where the surveyor 
general’s office was then kept. The remaining books of maps, and the fragments of 
the burned ones, are now carefully preserved in the surveyor general’s office ; for 
the present state of which, see the following “ Catalogue of the maps of the Down 
Survey.” 

In order to supply the deficiencies occasioned by the fire abovementioned, General 
Vallancey, by command of His Majesty, and with the permission of the French 
King, was employed to take copies from a set of barony maps of the Down Survey 
which had been captured by a French Privateer, on their passage from Ireland to 
England, and deposited in the French King’s Library in Paris ; which copies are 
R 4 much 
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Appendix much more explicit and comprehensive than the barony maps now in the surveyor 

(C.) general's office, and annexed to those of the parishes ; these containing but the paVo- 

V- . ^ J chial subdivision of the baronies ; whilst those copied from the set in Paris contain 

Report of the not only the same, but also the boundaries and title of each denomination, and oilier 
Sub Commissioners particulars, besides a reference by number, which corresponds with the number and 
Surve or General's P arll cutars contained in the books of survey and distribution preserved in the auditor 
Office. general’s and surveyor general's offices ; as the Sub-Commissioners found in 
several cases, where they had occasion to refer to those books for the elucidation of 
difficulties, 

These copies by General Vallancey are, with one or two trivial exceptions, in very 
good order. But they do not appear to be well situated for future preservation, being 
deposited at the bottom of a deep chest or box in the surveyor general’s office, in two 
large portfolios, each containing upwards of one hundred maps ; a number by much 
too great to be removed at once : as, every time they are examined they are liable to 
injury, from the weight of the portfolios, the depth of the chest, and the want of room 
aud convenience in the office to open and make use of a large set of maps with 
safety. 

The Sub-Commissioners are therefore of opinion, that they should be divided into 
counties or other subdivisions, with a separate portfolio to each, by which means 
only a small number of maps need be removed for a single search ; and that they should 
be placed inappropriate shelves, instead of a box, where all the upper maps must of 
necessity be removed before one near the bottom can be procured. 

The maps of the Down Survey are well situated, in convenient shelves, in two 
presses, each shelf containing for the most part but a single book, or a lot of burned 
maps, arranged according to the convenience of the officer who has them in charge. 
But the Sub-Commissioners are of opinion that the records in this office, in general, 
are neither well secured, nor safe from the danger of fire. 

The burned maps should be carefully pasted or laid down on blank sheets of paper, 
under the inspection of some person qualified to superintend the operation, the 
detached parts placed in their proper situation, the original order restored, and then 
bound in volumes, to correspond with the unburned maps. The restoration of that 
original order has been attempted by the Sub-Commissioners, in the following 
catalogue, to which they have annexed the present arrangement of the office in 
a separate column, which is often extremely irregular, in consequence of those buriifed 
fragments having been found at different times, and then arranged according to the 
skill or fancy of the officer for the time being ; by which means there are frequently, 
not only two, and even three or more, repetitions of the same number, but the 
parishes contained in different baronies are intermixed through each other, with 
the most indiscriminate confusion. Vide burned maps of the county of Tipperary, 
and others. 

The rough distribution books preserved in the surveyor general’s office, appear 
to have been formed from, and are perhaps coeval with, the maps of the Down 
Survey. The twelve volumes which remain, extend to twenty counties, and contain 
the division of the baronies into their respective parishes, with a reference by number 
to the denominations in the maps, the acreable contents thereof, and the dis- 
tribution or partition of the forfeited lands to various individuals by grains from the 
Crown. 

One of these volumes, intituled “ Waterford and Galway,” contains the following 
maps; viz. 

No. i. Part of the half barony and parish of Loughre;!. 

No. 2. The liberties and town of Athenry, and other lands in the parish and 
half barony of Athenry. 

No. 3. The west liberties of Galway, and part of the east; a parcel of 
Roseau, in the parish of Oranmore ; and other lands in the 
parish of Iiaghodrle and barony of Mocullen, all in the county of 
Galway. 

N. B; To these maps there is prefixed a certificate by Sir 
William Petty. 

The Reports addressed to the Court of Claims, which are deposited in the press 
next the door, in the surveyor general’s office, consist of a large number of bundles 
or parcels of papers, tied separately, and labelled A. B. C. &c. according to the 
initials of the parties names to whom they refer. They contain, in general, schedules 
ot lands m vanous counties, with the contents in acres; roods and perches, besides 

a column 
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a column in which sundry observations are made, apparently by an officer of the 
Court of Claims in 1666, under the Commissioners for executing the Act of Settle- 
ment and Explanation. In one bundle is the claim itself, signed by the party, the 
Duke of Ormond, as guardian to the Earl of Clancarty, a minor, and sealed on every 
sheet ; but the others are in general -without signatures. In another bundle is con- 
tained the statement of the debts of his Royal Highness the then Duke of York, and 
the lands of the regicides. This collection may perhaps contain many other curious 
and interesting papers ; but the Sub-Commissioners, conceiving the great object of 
their instructions to be the investigation of the maps, have hastened to complete their 
Report thereon, without opening each of the bundles in the above-mentioned col- 
lection of Reports, which, from the labels and indorsements thereon, appear to be 
of the same description, until they shall receive the further instructions of the Board 
on that subject.

EXTRACT FROM SAXON CHRONICLE RESPECTING THE 
DOOMSDAY BOOK. 

A. D. 1085 — After this had the King a very large meeting,, and very deep con- 
sultation with his council about this land, how it w 7 as occupied and by what sort of 
men. Then sent he his men over all England into each shire; commissioning them 
to find out “ How many hundreds of hides tvere in the shire, what land the Kin<* 
“ himself had, and what stock upon the land, or what dues he ought to have by the 
“ year from the shire.” Also he commissioned them to record in writing, “ How 
much land his archbishops had and his diocesan bishops and his abbots and his 
earls and though I may be prolix and tedious, “ What and how much each man 
“ who was an occupier of land in England, either in money or in stock, and 
how much money it' was worth.” So very narrowly indeed , cud he commission 
them to trace it out, that there was not a single hide nor a yard of land (the fourth 
part of an acre), nay, moreover (it is shameful to tell, though be thought it no shame 
to do it) not even an ox, a cow, or a swine was there left, that was not set down in 
his writ. And all the recorded particulars were afterwards brought to him.

PLAN for executing the proposed Survey and Valuation of Ireland. 

(Delivered in by Mr. Griffiths, 12 May 1824.) 

1. — That the engineers of the Board of Ordnance should make a detailed trigono- 
metrical survey of Ireland, so as to fix, at least, two points in every square mile, and 
ascertain the heights of the mountains and principal station points. That they 
should survey the boundaries of the island, the rivers and streams, the roads of every 
class, and the towns and villages. 

2. — That Parliamentary Commissioners be appointed to act as general directors of 
the valuation, and the detail of the survey of the civil divisions connected with it. 

3. — That to carry the object into effect with the least possible delay, it will be 
necessary to divide Ireland into three districts, north, middle and south, each of 
which should extend across the country from east to west. 

4. — That three Commissioners to be civil enginers should be appointed to act as 
a body in cases of difficulty ; but each to have the particular direction of the detailed 
survey of the civil divisions of one of the districts ; these divisions to consist of the 
boundaries of the counties, baronies, parishes and townlands, and when necessary, 
the internal divisions of townlands. 

5. — That to avoid confusion and diminish the expense, the district engineers 
should also have the direction of the valuation, by this means, all unnecessary detail 
in the survey of the internal divisions of townlands would be avoided ; as the directing 
engineer, acting also as valuator, or at least one of the commission of valuators, 
could easily determine in each townland what extent of detail in the internal survey, 
would be requisite to enable him to form a correct judgment of the acreable value of 
the whole or different portions of a townland. 

6. — In respect to scales, the barony maps should be laid down to a scale of six 

inches to a statute mile, and that no map should be more than in height; 

but that its breadth should, if possible, comprehend the east and west boundaries of 
the barony. 

But as in some cases, townlands would present so much intricacy of detail, and 
such variety of value in its different parts, that a map laid down on a scale of six 
inches to a statute mile, would be found insufficient ; in such cases, tzvo maps 
should be made of the townland, one to be included in the barony map on a scale 
of six inches to a mile, and one a townland map, on a scale of 20 inches to a mile. 

The large scale would be requisite in making the survey of every town and village 
and the townlands immediately adjoining. 



NOTES respecting the duties of County Surveyors, written in the month of 
January 1819, by Richard Griffith, Civil Engineer. 

THE office of County Surveyor being a very arduous one, and requiring great 
personal exertion, it is an object of the first importance, that he should be made 
acquainted with the several duties he will be required to perform, and the manner in 
which they are to be performed. 

Formation of Barony. Maps. 

As a ground work, it is absolutely necessary, that he should possess an accurate 
map of each barony of the county of which he is Surveyor, laid down 011 a scale of 
eight inches to an Irish mile. 

These maps should show the boundaries of all the parishes aud townlands con- 
tained in it ; also all the roads and bye roads ; all bridges and waterpipes; the courses 
of all rivers and streams ; the situations of all quarries, gravel pits and sand pits; the 
undulations of the surface, caused by mountains or hills, should also be shown with 
great accuracy 4 also all towns, houses, gardens, plantations and trees. The 
boundaries of all bogs and lakes should be measured, as also the boundaries of the 
different varieties of land, so as to determine in each townland, the extent of the 
arable and pasture land which is inclosed, of heathy pasturable mountain land, and 
of rocky or boggy mountain land. The distinguishing these varieties of land, though 
at the present moment not absolutely necessary to the County Surveyor, will at the 
time of making the survey, give little additional trouble; but great benefit will be 
derived from it, should a new applotment of the land take place so as to equalize the 
county das or tax that each landholder should pay per acre, according to the value 
of his land, and not according to the unequal and very unjust system at present 
practised in most counties. 

As 
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As no baronial maps have yet been made in Ireland, showing the detail above 
mentioned, it will be necessary that the County Surveyor, as soon as possible after 
his appointment, should commence the survey, by making a trigonometrical measure- 
ment of the county, in which at least, two points should be fixed in every square 
mile. He should then employ assistants to carry on the detail of the survey, the 
accuracy or inaccuracy of whose work will be determined by comparison with the 
trigonometrical fixed points. 

The barony maps being thus completed, skeleton maps of each showing only the 
roads and the courses of the rivers and streams should be formed ; but all the 
boundaries of parishes and townlands where they cross the roads, should be marked, 
and the parish and townland written within; also all the towns and villages, and the 
houses adjoining the roads should be shown, and all bridges, waterpipes and county 
walls. And as it will be requisite for the purposes of correct reference, that all 
bridges, water pipes, county walls, &c. should have names by which they may be 
distinguished ; the names of all bridges that have any, should be written on the map, 
and where they have received no particular name, the name of the townland they 
occur in may be given them ; and where two or more occur in the same townland they 
may all bear the name of the townland, with the addition of a number prefixed 
to them. 

When the skeleton barony maps thus formed are finished, they should be engraved 
in the least expensive manner, and then the county maps, as far as relates to the 
County Surveyor will be complete. 

Books of Reference for Public Buildings , Bridges , §c. 

As soon as possible after his appointment, the County Surveyor should make an 
accurate examination, and take the dimensions of all public buildings, bridges, 
&c. belonging to the county, so as to enable him to make an accurate plan and 
elevation of each. 

These plans are to be inserted in a large book to be kept for the purpose, and it 
shall be the duty of the Surveyor to enter in the book, on the leaf or leaves, im- 
mediately following the plan and elevation of any building, the state of the building 
at the time it was examined, when it was erected^ and if within the last 10 years by 
whom. • ’ J 

The bridges arc to be all named and numbered in the book, according to the 
names and numbers bn the skeleton map. And when it may be necessary to make 
any repair, alteration, or new erection of a bridge, the Surveyor is to enter the same 
in its proper place, with the plan and elevation of the alteration or new building 
Uns book will thus afford a history of each bridge or public building in the 
county. ‘ b 

Manner in which the County Surveyor should perform his duly in exmrnrmut 
the Roads, &;c. 

On applications for presentments being sent to the office of the County Surveyor, 
be should take a printed copy of the skeleton map of the barony under consideration * 
and as be proceeds in bis examination of the roads, See. he is to.mark, in pencil, on the 
skeleton map, the exact situation of every proposed work s and having carefully 
examined the place, note his opinion on the spot. 

Afterwards at the sessions, having given his opinion respecting each of the pro- 
posed works to the assembled magistrates, lie is to mark in ink all that are approved 
of by them, and finally, at the assizes, he is to wash in, with some distinguishing 
colour, the situations of those presentments that have been determined on by 
the grand jury. J 

The next year, a similar process is to begone through, the Surveyor taking care to 
vary the colour of the granted presentments on the skeleton map, from that of the 
preceding year. 

By this means, the magistrates assembled at the sessions, and afterwards the grand 
jury will be enabled at once, to ascertain the precise situation of a presentment, and 
how long the repairs made in any one year had lasted. 

On the presentments being granted, the County purveyor is to advertize, in the 
usual manner, by posting notices on the places appointed by law, that be is ready to 
receive proposals for executing the several works, the specifications for which can be 
seen at his office. And the contractors for each, shall be afterwards named in open 
court, at the next quarter sessions. Their qualifications and the prices at which they 
have undertaken the work being publicly announced. 

When the works have been completed and previous to any payments beiug made, 
t he County Surveyor is to declare, in open court, that he lias carefully examined 
them, and that the specifications have been complied with in every particular.

OBSERVATIONS ON THE FOREGOING TABLES. 

THE preceding Tables have been digested from the Returns made by the Enumerators, when called upon to prove 
themselves qualified by their local information, to execute the duties prescribed for them under the Population Act. 
The first two columns, intituled Parishes and Parts of Parishes, are corrected by a return previously received from the" 
Bench of Magistrates, through the Peace Clerk, specifying the names of the Baronies, Parishes and Townlands, or 
other subdivisions of tbeir respective Counties. The returns of the Peace Clerks differ in several cases from those of 
the Enumerators, as the former was drawn up according to the civil divisions of the County by which the assessments 
for local taxation are made ; and the latter, partly according to the same divisions, and partly according to the Eccle- 
siastical arrangement. In some cases also, the Enumerators returned the Parishes according to the Roman Catholic 
divisions, which frequently differ from those of the Established Church. Several Parishes are also at times returned 
under the single name of the Union of which they form a part. Difficulties likewise occurred in cases in which Parishes 
were situated in different Baronies. It has been therefore found useful to refer to other authorities for reconciling these 
differences ; and it is thought that the precautions thus taken, have rendered this part of the Table generally accurate. 

The Table of Townlands also presented similar difficulties. In some Counties, the minor sub-denominations are mixed 
«p with the Townlands ; in others, Ploughlands, or other names are substituted for them ; and in some Counties no 
information of any division less than that of Baronies could be obtained. The statement of acres was often made in 
the same County, by some Enumerators, according to those taxed, but by others according to a modern Survey. 
Sometimes they are estimated by the Irish, and sometimes by the English, or by the Cunningham measure ; the differ- 
ence was therefore great, and frequently irreconcileable. 

In making the return of Clergymen, the Enumerators were instructed to confine themselves to those actually resident, 
one object of the inquiry being to procure the names and addresses of that class, whose influence and local information 
were hoped to be (aud actually in many instances proved to be) highly valuable towards effecting the objects of the 
Legislature. The instructions were generally adhered to, though a few instances occurred in which the Enumerators 
returned the names of the Incumbents of the Parishes, or of those generally though not actually resident. It is however, 
conceived, that the inaccuracies thence arising are inconsiderable. 

In the returns of Schoolmasters, soiqe omitted the names of the itinerant and hedge Schoolmasters • whenever these 
omissions were discovered, means were taken for their correction; so that, in this case also, dependence may be placed 
on their general accuracy. 

Notwithstanding the inaccuracies that must occur in consequence of the causes above stated, the results will, in most 
cases, particularly with respect to the Clergy and Schoolmasters, be sufficiently correct for deducing practical conclu- 
sions of immediate utility; until more accurate information be furnished from the Returns of the Enumerators, which 
contain the Name, Age and Occupation of every individual in Ireland, and are now arranging and digesting in order to 
be laid before Parliament. With respect to the topographical divisions of the country, the deficiencies in the Tables 
serve to point out the necessity of au accurate survey being formed, by means of which these important points may be 
satisfactorily and definitively ascertained. 4

— In the foregoing Tables the letter (d) annexed to the returns of houses and inhabitants 
in 1813, denotes a deficiency of some of the returns of the counties to which it is annexed.— The 
letter ( p ) annexed to the amount of the population of 1821, denotes that the totals of houses 
and inhabitants have been collected from the returns of progress, made every fortnight, by the 
Enumerators, during their progress ; and therefore, though generally accurate, they are in some 
instances defective, but not to such a degree as materially to affect the results.— The letter ( m ) 
denotes, that in these cases the totals are taken from the reports of the Magistrates, on the final 
examination of the Enumerators’ returns after they had completed the census of their respective 
districts.

GENERAL SURVEY AND VALUATION OF IRELAND. 

The measure of a general survey of Ireland according to townlands, specifying 
tlie extent and value of each, must be deemed a work of primary importance 3 
particularly when the defects and inequalities of the present mode of local taxation 
are considered. It may at first be thought, that, if the trigonometrical survey of 
England were extended to Ireland, it would answer all the purposes required ; but 
were the whole of Ireland surveyed in the same manner as England has been bv 
the Board of Ordnance, it would add nothing more to the knowledge of the grand 
juries of Ireland, than what they now possess by their county maps, and could- 
aftord no data for rectifying and equalizing taxation, or for other civil and ecclesi- 
astical purposes; because the survey of Great Britain and the county maps of 
Ireland as yet executed, do not specify the extent, dimensions and qualities of 
townlands, by the knowledge of which alone the assessments of local taxation must 
be ultimately regulated. However, at the same time, to insure accuracy and to 
connect the various surveys, a triangular measurement must be extended over the 
whole country; and the several surveyors should have, as a basis for their respective 
surveys, trigonometrical data. 

The machinery of the Territorial Survey and Valuation Bill for Ireland, which 
has been recommended in several reports of the select committee of the House of 
Commons, and which is shortly about to be introduced into Parliament, is thus 
constructed. 



1. In the view of giving the measure popular effect, and to afford country ere ntle- 
men an opportunity of attending to its execution, the chief secretary’s precept b issues 
to the assistant barrister or recorder and bench of magistrates of each district, with 
instructions to nominate surveyors and valuators of the lands on or near which these 
magistrates reside, and in which they may be supposed to take an interest; subject 
however, to the approbation of persons properly qualified to form an opinion of the 
qualifications of the persons so nominated. 

2. With this view, and in order to ensure accuracy in the execution of the work, 

the chief secretary is empowered to avail himself of the assistance of such persons 
of science, or of general knowledge of the state of the country, as mav be deemed 
necessary. J 

3. For the purpose of preserving uniformity in operation and effect, all the 

proceedings are to be made under the superintendence of an officer, through whom 
the duel secretary s precept, regulations and instructions are to issue : such officer 
submitting to the scientific persons or others (as above) all plans of maps, instruc- 
tions, &c. See. previously to their transmission to the several surveyors and valuators 
m the country. J 



. 4 - The surveyors and valuators, nominated and approved as aforesaid, are to act 
m the performance of their respective duties, in pursuance of instructions to be 
transmitted to them from time to time, as above, when deemed necessary.

Lastly, in considering the question of expense, it should be kept in mind, that 
in taking the late census a most extensive collection of materials, indispensable 
towards a complete and accurate execution of the intended survey and valuation has 
been obtained, and is now deposited in the Record Tower, ready for use when required, 
without incurring any trouble or expense on this part of the process.

Extracts from Reports of Select Committees of the House of Commons on 
Grand Jury Presentments. 

2 tst May, 1816. 

You it Committee are of opinion, that it would be most material, so soon as may 
be, to devise a proper mode for rendering the assessments upon the different deno- 
minations of land as equal as practicable, and. making those lands liable to . assess- 
ment which are at present totally exempt; but, that a measure of so much delicacy 
and importance should be the subject of a separate enactment, and the Committee 
will immediately proceed to digest some measure upon the subject. 

21st May, 1822. 

Your Committee consider it most essential to this very important object, that the 
system hereafter to be adopted should be uniform in every part of Ireland, founded 
on an accurate survey of the whole acreable contents of the country; on a subse- 
quent division of the land into profitable and unprofitable, and on a subdivision of 
the profitable lands, so as to make them hereafter proportionably contributory to 
payment of these assessments. 

Your Committee take leave to express to the House their confident hope, that to 
effecting the general survey of the island, a measure embracing so many important 
public objects, exclusive of the immediate subject intrusted to their inquiry, the aid 
of Parliament will be liberally extended by the employment of proper officers under 
the direction of government — and at the public charge ; which survey they conceive 
ought to be so framed, as to distinguish baronies, parishes and townlands, with their 
respective acreable contents, to form a ground-work for such ulterior measures as it 
may be fitting to adopt.

11th July, 1823. 

- The original returns, therefore, now lodged for preservation and reference in the 
Record Tower of Dublin Castle, contain the following particulars: 1st. The name 
and situation of every townland, subdivision of townland, or other smallest territorial 
district, throughout Ireland, classed according to its parish, barony and county : with 
the extent of the townland in many cases. 2d. The name of every town, village 
and hamlet, in each county, with, in most cases, the number of houses in each. 3d. 
The name and situation of every street, square, lane, alley, court, or other combina- 
tion of houses, in cities and corporate towns. 4th. The number of dwelling-houses 
in Ireland, whether inhabited, uninhabited, or building, together with the number of 
stories in each. 5th. The number, names and situation of all public buildings in 
Ireland, such as places of worship, whether perfect or in a state of decay, barracks, 
school-houses, hospitals, infirmaries, lunatic asylums, prisons, penitentiaries, bride- 
wells, mills, stores, &c. &c. The subject matter of the five preceding articles, 
supply valuable materials towards a General Survey of Ireland.

Sir, Hollymount, Carlow, lath April 1834, 

The reply to your printed Circular should have been sooner sent, but that I was closely engaged 
at the assizes, and afterwards paying the presentments. I have to state for your further informa- 
tion, that the number of acres as stated by the county book, and inserted in the copy of the 
warrants to the high constables, which 1 have sent to the Committee, are in almost all the town- 
lands grossly incorrect. Several of them contain many hundred acres more than inserted; few less- 
and that, on the whole of the county, there are from forty to fifty thousand acres more than 
recorded. 

I believe there are few counties that stand in greater need of a good and correct survey than 
this; and I have reason to suppose the grand jury would pay half the expense, if government 
would pay the other. 

I enclose you a copy of a letter from Slierrard, Brassington and Green, men of well-known skill 
probity and abilities, which if you approve, you can lay before the Committee. 

I can assure you, from my own knowledge of this, the Queen’s, and County Kildare, it would 
prevent the taxes being such a burden on some townlands, while on the next they are little more 
than nominal.

4 d. which comprises all grants for every description of expense 
attending the survey of this county, it will be seen, that 1,900/. of the above was granted for the 
engraving of the map. This work, I understand, is now carrying on in Paris, under the best artist 
that could be procured ; and specimens of the work have been submitted to the grand jury. 
I cannot state the agreement made by the Marquis of Sligo, to whom the work was entrusted, but 
I am told it is moderate.

The public cesses of this county are raised and applotted under the Strafford survey. Schedule (B.), 
also enclosed, will show the contents of this. This survey was one of estimation, and is now a most 
imperfect document. In many instances, some lands pay too much, while others pay scarcely one- 
“ u | rtl ®*. ’‘ 161r contents. All presentments ordered to be levied off this county are applotted by me 
under this survey. Under it, one penny an acre comes to the sum of 816/. So that if a sum of 
4,080/. be laid on for county charges, it is an additional tax on each barony of gd. per acre, over 
aud above the other presentments ordered to be raised off such baronv.
